Street children—An evaluative study 
in four districts of upper Assam.

Problem: This study attempts to examine 
the present condition and problems of 
street children of Assam. 

Objective: To And out the existing 
situation, problems and ambitions of 
street children. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 200 
street children from fqur different 
districts of upper Assam situated in the 


North-Eastern part of India. The data 
were collected through a questionnaire 
and personal interview. The collected 
data were analysed using percentage. 

Major Findings: (1) 41% of the street 
children had left home to get away from 
the desperate situation caused by 
poverty. 23% admitted that they ran 
away from home because of parental 
conflict and majority expressed their 
dislike for the father more than anyone 
else in the family. (2) The parental 
engagement of most of the street children 
consisted of labourers, domestic 
servants, unemployed and others. The 
nature of contact of the street children 
with their families ranged from 
continuous family contact to occasional 
and no contact at all. (3) The street 
children's most acute problem was of 
shelter of a roof overhead. (4) Street 
children accepted any kind of work for 
a pathetically meager return in order to 
stay alive. (5) The nutritional status of 
street children was deplorable. Almost 
33% of the street children had a regular 
meal a day, 9% had two regular meals 
and 12% had no regular meals. (6) 
Environmental pollution yet adds to 
health hazards of the poorest most 
severely. (7) It was also found that 26% 
did not mind being in the street. 74% 
opted for a better life. [13461

demographic background of mothering 
In high caste families; The

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Problem: This study aims to find out the 
status of democratic-autocratic type of 
mothering in high caste families as 
determined by the demographic family- 
climate of the ‘cultural determination' 
variable: ‘work-involvement’ factor, and 
of ‘education’. 

Objectives: (i) To find out the role of the 
Hindu culture in maintenance, 
construction and expression of the 
‘democratic-autocratic’ mode of 
mothering in high caste families today, 
(ii) To know how does the ‘work-culture’ 
in terms of its modes to work outside 
home and keeping inside home influence 
democratic-autocratic mothering In high 
caste families of today, (iii) To know the 
role of education in the expression of 
‘democratic-autocratic ' mode of 
mothering, and (iv) To know how do the 
above mentioned three variables interact 
among themselves, while affecting 
mothering in high caste families. 

Methodology: A sample of 160 Hindu 
high caste mothers of mid-economic 
status having at least two children were 
selected from Muzaffarnagar District of 
Uttar Pradesh.

Khokhar and Singh’s Multi-Dimensional 
Parenting Scale were used to collect the 
data.

Major Finding: The democratic roleship 
of mothering in high caste families 
happened to be a characteristic feature 
of culture-rebelling working and 
educated mothers.

Reservation : A 
soclo-psychological analysis. Praachi 
Journal of Psycho-Cultural Dimensions, 
Vol.l5(2), 119-124. 

Problem: This study attempts to examine 
the opinions, reasons and consequences 
of the reservation policy as perceived by 
students of general category and reserved 
category. 

Objectives: (i) To know the opinions of 
students regarding reservation policy, 
(ii) To find out the reasons for favouring/ 
opposing this issue, (iii) To study the 
future consequences of reservation 
policy, and (iv) To examine whether 
students perceived this policy as a threat 
to national unity. 

Methodology : The sample comprised 48 
students, 24 of reserved category and 
24 of general category, studying in 
graduate and post-graduate classes. The 
data were collected using a questionnaire 
made by the researcher. The collected 
data were analysed with the help of 
percentages and chi-square test. 

Major Findings: (1) Reserved category 
students favoured reservation policy 
whereas general category students 
opposed it. (2) Reasons for favouring 
reservation policy by the reserved 
category students were social Justice, 
social development, and economic 
equality. (3) General category students 
opposed this policy because they believed 
that it leads to social injustice, racism, 
social stratification, vote bank for 
politicians and no reward for 
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competency. (4) Consequences of 
reservation policy as given by the 
students were frustration among youth, 
indiscipline, social distancing, low 
morale, riots, brain drain, hindrance to 
national progress, strained inter¬ 
personal relations, moral and social 
tension, social stratification, low quality 
of technical education and courses, 
feeling of inferiority, and prejudice. (5) 
There was no difference between low 
category students and the general 
category students in the perception of 
reservation policy as a threat to national 
unity.

Objectives: (i) To assess the incidence of 
superstitious behaviour amongst the 
students of different professional courses, 

(ii) To know the gender difference in 
terms of superstitious behaviour, and 

(iii) To compare hostellers and day 
scholars in terms of superstitious 

• behaviour. 

Methodology: A sample of 293 
professional graduates of Medical, 
Engineering, Management and Law 
colleges of Gujarat was drawn using 
randomized sampling technique, Data 
were collected using Superstition Scale 
Inventory of Dubey and Dixit. The 


collected data were treated with mean. 
SD, and ‘t’-test. 

Major Findings: (1) Law students were 
more prone to superstitions in_ 
comparison to other professional 
students. (2) There was no significant 
difference in the superstitious behaviour 
of Medical and Engineering students. 

(3) No significant difference was found 
in the superstitious behaviour when 
Medical and Engineering students were 
compared with Management students. 

(4) There was no significant difference 
amongst the male and female 
professional graduates in respect of 
superstitious behaviour. (5) Hostellers 
were found to be more superstitious 
than day scholars. [1263]

Gyanani, T.C. 1999. Self-concept of the 
adolescents in relation to caste, 
religion and gender differences. 

Praachi Journal of Psycho-Cultural 
Dimensions, Vol. 15(1), 29-36. 

Problem: It is an attempt to study the 
self-concept of the adolescents in relation 
to certain demographic correlates; e.g. 
sex, caste and religion. 

Objectives: (i) To study sex difference in 
global self concept and its different 
dimensions, (ii) To study caste difference 
in global self concept and its different 
components, and (Hi) To study 
differential self concept of the 
adolescents in relation to different 
religious groups. 

Methodology: A sample of 230 students 
covering 107 girls and 123 boys of Class 
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XI was selected from eight intermediate 
colleges of Agra City. The ‘Atambodh 
Mapni’ constructed by Chauhan, S. was 
used to measure the self-concept of the 
adolescents. The collected data were 
treated with mean, SD, ‘t'-test and 
correlation. 

Major Findings: (1) Global self-concept 
of males and females did not differ 
significantly but there were gender 
differences on various dimensions of 
self-concept. (2) Boys were high in 
physical, intellectual and activity 
dimensions of the self-concept, while 
the girls perceived themselves high in 
moral and ethical, social and emotional 
aspects. (3) Scheduled and non- 
scheduled caste students differed 
significantly in global self-concept as 
well as on various dimensions of self- 
concept. (4) Scheduled caste adolescent 
students perceived themselves low in all 
the dimensions of self-concept i.e. 
intellectual, social, moral, and ethical, 
emotional and activity except physical. 
(5) The global self-concept of Hindu and 
Sikh students was comparatively higher 
than that of Muslim and Christian 
students. (6) In different dimensions of 
self-concept, Hindu adolescents had high 
perception in Intellectual, social, moral 
and ethical and emotional self-concept, 
Muslims had high perception in physical 
dimension, Sikh adolescents had high 
perception in activity dimension and 
Christian adolescents had high 
perception in social aspect of the self-

Problem: This study highlights the major 
developments in the field of education 
during the post-independence period in 
the district and tries to relate educational 
advance with the change in the socio¬ 
economic life of the rural people. 

Objectives: (fi To describe and analyse 
the progress in the district at each level 
of education in respect of number of 
institutions, enrolment of students, 
number of teachers along with the 
literacy and professional education, (ii) 
To find out the extent to which attitudes 
of rural people have been changed 
because of education, (iii) To study the 
extent of Influence of education on the 
aspects of rural social life, economic life 
and standard of living, and (iv) To know 
the causes of change in rural socio¬ 
economic life specifically associated with 
education. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 879 
respondents from twenty two villages 
belonging to eleven tahsils of the district. 
To interpret the development of 
education in the district during the 
post-independence period statistical data 
were collected through Government 
documents, University annuals and 
reports of Zilla Parishad. To examine 
the impact of education on rural socio¬ 
economic life relevant data were collected 
through questionnaire and observation. 
The collected data were analysed with 
the help of percentages, rank order 
scale and chi-square test. 
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Major Findings: (1) There was a 
significant advance in the field of literacy 
in the district during the post- 
independence period. (2) Except in the 
institution of marriage, in all the aspects 
of rural social life (i.e. type of family, 
superstitions and blind beliefs, system 
of untouchability, balutedari system, 
role and status of the women, family 
planning aspirations, educational 
expectations). A change was observed 
cither to some extent or to a great extent 
due to educational expansion in the 
district. (3) A positive impact of the 
expansion of education was realised on 
some aspects of the rural economic life, 
i.e, family income, agricultural 
production, labour composition and on 
Ihc saving propensity of the villagers. 
An adverse effect was noticed of the 
expansion of education on the 
employment opportunities. No relation 
was evidenced in between level of 
education and the amount of debt. (4) 
Among the aspects of rural standard of 
living the aspects of nutritious and 
balanced diet, pattern of clothing and 
family health have been observed greatly 
to undergo change due to expansion of 
education whereas with regard to 
housing condition, means of recreation 
and individual habits the role of 
education and its expansion was 
observed to be neutral.

Evaluation 
of cooperative education programmes 
in Haryana. Panjab University Research 
Bulletin (Arts), VbUQOVU), 181-188. 

Problem: This study is aimed at 


evaluation of cooperative education 
programme in Haryana. 

Objective: To evaluate the cooperative 
education programme implemented by 
the Haryana State Cooperative 
Development Federation. 

Methodology: A sample of 147 members/ 
committee members (MCMS) was 
selected from 40 societies of Ambala 
District at the rate of three ordinary 
members and two committee members 
from each society by random sampling. 
An Achievement Test was administered 
to 118 MCMS who had participated in . 
the programme and 79 MCMS who had 
not participated In the programme. The 
significant difference between the two 
groups was obtained by applying ‘t‘- 
test. 

Major Findings: (1) There was a 
significant difference between the group 
which participated and the group which 
did not participate in the programme. 
The participant MCMS had become more 
conscious of aims, objectives, purposes 
and attainments of cooperation than 
the non-participant ones. (2) 
Performance of non-participant group 
was poor as compared to participant 
group with respect of knowledge about 
seven variables, namely, General 
Awareness about the societies, 
Cooperation, Registration and 
Membership, Rights and Duties of 
Members, Meetings of the General Body 
and the Managing Committee, Loans 
and Deposits, and Miscellaneous. (3) 
There was no significant difference 
between the two groups with regard to 
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knowledge of two variables, namely 
‘Business Development Planning In 
FACs’ and ‘Accounts’. (4) There was a 
significant difference between the 
knowledge of participant committee 
Members and non-participant committee 
members, and between the ordinary 
participant members and non¬ 
participant ordinary members. (5) The 
knowledge of the committee members 
who had not participated in programme 
was better than ordinary members.

Objectives: (i) To investigate and compare 
the attitudes of different Muslim sub¬ 
castes residing in Kausauri, (li) To 
investigate and compare the attitudes of 
different Muslim sub-castes residing in 
Basti, (ill) To study and compare the 
responses of the subjects hailing from 
different economic, and educational 
backgrounds and residing in Kausauri, 
(Iv) To Investigate and compare the 
responses of the respondents hailing 
from different economic backgrounds 
and residing in Basti, (v) To study and

(3) Children from middle income 
families perceived more parental control 
and mediation than children from high 
and low income families. (4) There was 
more parental control and mediation 
level in families where the parents’ 
educational levels was high. (5) Children 
of professionals and higher grade 
employees perceived more parental 
control and mediation when compared 
to children of businessmen and lower 
grade employees, (6) There was a 


significant relationship between 
children’s and their parents' perceived 
parental control and mediation levels.

Nath, Samir R. 1999. Level, pattern and 
socioeconomic determinants of 
enrolment in formal schools of 
graduates of BRAC's Education 
Programme. Perspectives in Education. 
Vol.l5(3), 179-189. 

Problem: This study identified the level, 
pattern and determinants of enrolment 
in formal schools of the graduates of 
BRAC’s education programme. 

Objective: To find out the level, pattern 
and socioeconomic determinants of the 
graduates of BRAC's education 
programme. 

Methodology: A sample of 1,259 children, 
who were graduated from Bangladesh 
Rural Advancement Committee (BRAC) 
schools in early 1995, were selected 
using cluster sampling procedure. The 
data were collected using interview 
technique. The collected data were 
treated with bivariate analysis and 
multivariate logistic regression analysis. 

Major Findings: (1) The enrolment rate 
of the graduates was satisfactoiy. (2) 
85% of the graduates of BRAC's 
education programme were continuing 
their education in formal schools. (3) No 
gender variation in enrolment was found, 
(4) Graduates, who were younger in age, 
whose mothers had some schooling, 
and whose households were not eligible 
for BRAC membership^were more likely 
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to get further education in formal schools 
a 9 to other groups. Availability of formal 
schools in their own villages was also 
found as a determinant of girl's 
enrolment.

Problem: This study focuses on exploring 
the existence of Parent-Teacher 
Associations (PTA), attitudes of the 
concerned groups towards PTA and its 
influence on adjustment and scholastic 
achievement of adolescent girls. 

Objectives: (i) To explore the existance of 
PTA in proportion to the high schools 
for adolescent girls in Bangalore District, 
(ii) To explore the attitudes of parents, 
teachers and school administrators on 
role and functions of PTA for adolescent 
girls, and (iii) To cunduct a module of 
PTA in a school for studying its effect 
on the various aspects of adjuctment 
and scholastic achievement of adolescent 
girls. 

Methodology: ( The sample comprised 50 
adolescent girls, 20 school 
administrators, 80 teachers and 300 
parents who were surveyed in urban 
Bangalore. The data were collected 
through a structured interview schedule, 
a five point rating scale to measure the 
attitudes of parents, teachers and school 
administrators, and Bell’s Adjustment 
Inventory.

‘t’-test, and percentage were used to 
analyse the collected data. 

Major Findings: (1) PTA was existing in 
5.47% of schools in urban area of - 
Bangalore District. (2) Parent-teacher 
interaction focussed only on the 
scholastic achievement, unless the 
behaviour of the adolescent girl digressed 
severely from the normal. (3) Parents, 
teachers and school administrators 
showed a favourable attitude towards 
PTA, their mean score being 3.94, 4.09 
and 3.95 respectively on the five point 
rating scale. (4) Significant difference 
has been found in the attitude towards 
role and functioning of PTA specifically 
on the issue of fund raising. (5) The 
initial resistance to discuss the 
adjustment problems of their wards 
reduced considerably after three sessions 
of the intervention program. (6) An 
improvement was noticed among 
adolescent girls when their parents 
participated in the intervention program 
from the pre to post assessment. (7) 
Significant difference in scores were 
also observed in social and emotional 
adjustment.

Problem: This study attempts to 
investigate perceived parenting style of 
adolescents. 

Objectives: (i) To explore the adolescents' 
perception of parenting styles in the 
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framework of Transactional Analysis, 
and (11) To see the perceived discrepancy 
between the perceived verbal and non¬ 
verbal parental message. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 100 
malp and female adolescent students 
from colleges of Lucknow. Situation 
Reaction Test developed by Bhatnagar, 
Misra and Singh was used as a tool to 
collect the data. T^ie data collected were 
treated with percentage analysis. 

Major Findings: (1) Situations most likely 
to arouse nurturant parent, normative 
parent and controlling parent in reality 
aroused such messages and were 
perceived by adolescents rather clearly. 
(2) Structuring and protecting was, by 
and large, perceived as structuring and 
protecting, as well as a controlling 
message. (3) Questioning was 
threatening and almost always perceived 
negatively. (4) The situation stimulus 
for Questioning parent obtained only 
37% responses which can be clearcut 
parental messages representing 
Questioning Parent. (5) Discounting 
which is the most self defeating and 
negative parenting slyle, tearing the 
basic worth of the child received 36% of 
discounting parent responses followed 
by 23% of critical parent responses. (6) 
Situation pertaining to marshmallowing 
obtained 40% responses which were 
nurturant parent messages, 20% which 
were normative parent messages and 
22% which were marshmallowing parent 
responses. (7) Neutral situation led to 
Nurturant Parent responses. (8) The 
stimulus situation for Nurturant Parent, 
Discounting Parent, Neutral and Critical 


Parent obtained high consistency 
between verbal and non-verbal message. 
(9) Maximum discrepancy between verbal 
and non-verbal was for structuring and 
protecting (38.4%) and marshmallowing 
(24.2%). (10) For questioning parenting 
style the expression accompanying was 
neutral. (1262)

of the management of university 
finance with special reference to 
Gauhatl and Dibrugarh Universities. 

Ph.D.,Com. Dibrugarh Univ. Guide:

Problem: This study is an attempt to 
explore the financial crisis of the 
universities of Assam and to analyse the 
nature and magnitude of the problem of 
finance and also to suggest alternative 
courses of financial management. 

Objective: To investigate into the causes 
of financial crisis being faced by the 
universities of Assam. 

Methodology: The sample comprised two 
state level universities of Assam i.e. 
Gauhatl University and Dibrugarh 
University. The study period has covered 
15 years from the financial year 1980- 
81 to 1994-95. The data were collected 
from the university annual budget 
estimates, annual statement of accounts, 
audit reports and annual reports of 
both universities.

Major Findings: (1) The sample 
universities of the study were facing 
serious financial crisis and it was 
deepening year after year.

Cost-benefit 
analysis of higher education — A case 
study of West Bengal.

Problem: The study centred around the 
cost benefit analysis of higher education 
in West Bengal. 

Objectives: (i) To focus attention to the 
cost-structure of higher education in 
West Bengal along with the earning 
patterns of the educated man-power, (ii) 
To assess the private and social rate of 
return to different types and levels of 
education, and (ill) To provide a tool for 
decision-making by privatq and public 



decision-makers at the time of allocating 
resources. 

Methodology: The sample consisted of 
305 employees of banks, schools, 
colleges, officers, etc. from Burdwan 
Municipal area and in Durgapur town. 
The data have been collected from the 
sample units in respect of age, sex, 
experience, nature of service and sector 
of work, earnings, private cost incurred 
for attaining the concerned level of 
education. For estimating institutional 
costs data have been collected from 
published records of Government of 
India, published and unpublished 
records of D.P.I., West Bengal and 
income-expenditure accounts of different 
educational institutions, the budget of 
the Higher Secondary Council, etc. The 
data were analysed with multiple 
regression analysis. 

Major Findings: (1) The rates of return 
declined as one moved upward to higher 
level of education. (2) Private rates of 
return were higher than social rates of 
return. But we should admit that our 
SRR had a downward bias as we should 
ignore the external benefits and spillover 
of education. (3) The unadjusted as well 
as adjusted SRR to professional 
graduates were lower than those to 
general graduates with the exception in 
case of adjusted SRR to medical 
graduates. (4) The unadjusted social 
rates of return to investment in 
education declined steadily from general 
under-graduate level to general post¬ 
graduate with Ph.D. degree level. The 
general graduate level constituted the 
sole exception to the generalisation.

Problem: The study examines the 
structure of unit cost of higher education 
which involves the estimation of direct 
institutional and private cost at the 
college level in Mizoram. 

Objectives: (i) To analyse the pattern 
and growth trend of public expenditure 
on education in Mizoram between 1972- 
93 and 1993-94, (li) To analyse the 
sources of educational finance with 
special reference to college education— 
their organisation, control and 
administration, (ill) To estimate unit 
cost of college education and to analyse 
the pattern and trend of institutional 
unit cost, (iv) To study the relationship 
between unit cost and enrolment size, 
and (v) To estimate direct private costs 
of college education and to assess the 
impact of socio-economic status of the 
parents on the educational expenditure 
of children. 

Methodology: The sample of the study 
included 10 general degree colleges 
selected purposively apart from five per 
cent of the students who were enrolled 


in each of the classes, drawn randomly. 
The relevant data were generated from 
primary courses with the help of three 
types of Questionnaires. The collected 
data were analysed using mean. SD, 
coefficient of variation, ‘t’ test and 
regression analysis. 

Major Findings; (1) The State is still 
lagging behind in professional and 
technical education. It has one Teachers' 
Training College, two Teachers’ Training 
Schools, one Polytechnic and one 
Industrial Training Institute. Higher 
education in the field of engineering, 
medical, agricultural and veterinary 
sciences is totally absent in the state. 

(2) The growth rate of total public 
expenditure was higher than the growth 
rate of public expenditure on education 
which is a clear indication that the 
educational sector had been relatively 
neglected and no priority was given to 
it in the allocation of public resources. 

(3) The share of education as a proportion 
to the total revenue expenditure declined 
from 18.2 per cent in 1972 to 15.3 per 
cent in 1993.

(5) The ratio 
of annual plan expenditure on education 
to total plan expenditure had 
substantially declined over the years. It 
was 9.6 per cent in 1972 but then fallen 
as low as to 6.5 per cent in 1993. (6) 
Estimates of unit cost of education from 
state level data revealed that unit cost

increased in all levels of education and 
also from lower to higher levels of 
education. (7) The funding pattern of 
unit cost of education showed that the 
share of government had been increasing 
while the student's contribution in the 
form of fees declined considerably. (8) 
Real institutional cost per student 
declined by Rs. 15.14 per student, 
registering a negative growth rate of 
9.12 per cent over the period. (9) The 
pattern of institutional unit cost 
indicated that more than 80 per cent of 
the total institutional resources which 
were recurring in nature had been 
devoted on the operation and 
maintenance of the institution.

(14) Direct 
private cost of higher education 
increased with the increase in the level 
of education. (15) Students belonging to 
the families of professional and 
administrative occupation spent the 
highest amount on their personal 
expenditure among all students. The

(16) Students 
from the lower income group and 
occupation status was under¬ 
represented in higher education In 
relation to total population of the state. 
(17) The government subsidies by way 
of scholarships constituted nearly 12% 
of the private cost of education and the 
rest was contributed by household. (18) 
The estimates of total cost for completing 
two-year pre-university course and 
three-year degree courses amounted to 
Rs. 72,910.6 per student. Contrary to 
the general belief, the institutional cost 
forrufed a relatively small part of the 
total cost of education.

72.86% was made up of private cost of 
education.

Objectives: (i) To study the academic 
achievement of children of employed 
and unemployed mothers, (ii) To study 
the study habits of children of employed 
and unemployed mothers, and (ill) To 
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study the feeling of loneliness of children 
of employed and unemployed mothers. 

Methodology: The sample consisted of 
- 100 children belonging to the age group 
of 14-16 years of employed and 
unemployed mothers. The tools used to 
collect the data were Loneliness Scale 
by Singhal and Khubalkar, and Study 
Habit Inventory by Mukhopadhyaya and 
Sansanwal.

Objectives: (i] To And out the differences 
in adjustment of adolescents of working 
and non-working mothers, and (ii) To 
find out gender differences in adjustment 
of adolescents of working and non¬ 
working mothers. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 198 
children of the age group of 15 to 16 
years belonging to 9 randomly selected 
High Schools of Jorhat, Assam.

Objective: To develop a path model for 
formal operational thinking using the 
variables of age, IQ, SES and gender. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 378 
pupils in the age group 11 to 16 plus 
from 10 different schools of Madras. A 
test of formal reasoning in English and 
in Tamil was developed by the 
investigators and was validated using 
Arline's Test of formal reasoning to 
estimate the level of formal reasoning.

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Methodology: The sample comprised 640 
final year graduates selected from two 
contexts metro (Delhi) and Non-metro 
(Western Orissa) and two course- 
professional (medical and engineering) 
and non-professional (biology and non¬ 
biology) students. Data were collected 
through questionnaire in order to 
measure the [ perceptions and 
attributions 'of unemployment, 
alienation, and locus of control. Besides 
these, demographic and personal 
characteristics were also collected 
through a proforma.

Problem: This study deals with the 
effectiveness of academic bodies in their 
functioning and also in introducing 
qualitative changes in the designing 
and implementing of varied academic 
programmes in the Universities In 
Kerala. 

Objectives: (1) To make a study of the 
powers, duties and functions of the 
academic bodies of the Universities, viz. 
the Academic Council, the faculties and 
the Boards of Studies and to find out 
whether they function as effectively as 
envisaged in the laws of the University 
statutorily, (ii) To find out the 
effectiveness of academic bodies in 
designing and implementing academic 
programmes in the universities, (ill) To 
explore the various aspects of the 
different academic programmes in terms 
of their design and management, and 
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(iv) To find out the reasons for the 
failure of certain academic programmes 
in the universities. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 164 
University teachers and 21 Academic 
Administrators.

Problem: It attempts to study students’ 
perception of nature of science. 

Objective: To explore the attitudes 
amongst students towards science. 

Methodology: A sample of 296 students 
covering 123 girls, 173 boys, 160 rural 
school students, and 136 urban school 
students were selected using purposive 
sampling technique. An Interest 
Inventory developed by the author was 
used to collect the data. The collected 
data were treated with percentages. 

Major Findings: (1) The urban girls had 
shown far less interest in the study of 
science as compared to the entire group. 
(2) Girls in general, strongly emphasised 
the knowledge aspect of science (3) 
About 27.7 per cent of the girl students 


felt that they were unable to obtain good ■ 
marks in science subjects. (4) Only 5 
per cent of the students felt that science 
is easy. (5) Twenty-two per cent of the 
students group had categorically stated 
that they were unable to understand 
science. (6) The girls were far more 
averse to the study of science than the 
boys. (7) Eighty per cent students stated 
positively that science can be fun. Out 
of those 80 per cent, 24 per cent had 
suggested methods by which teaching 
of science can be made a fun.

A study of 
misconceptions concerning genetics 
and evolution in biology at high school 
level in relation to formal reasoning 
ability, cognitive style and 
achievement. School Science, 
Vol.XXXVI(l). 54-64. 

Problem: It attempts to study 
misconceptions concerning genetics and 
evolution in biology at high school level 
in relation to formal reasoning ability, 
cognitive style and achievement. 

Objectives: (i) To find out the relationship 
of formal reasoning ability, cognitive 
style, and achievement with a number of 
misconceptions concerning genetics and 
evolution in biology, (ii) To find out 
which variable or variables make the 
greatest unique contribution to 
predicting number of misconceptions, 
(iii) To find out whether there was a 
difference among the three groups of 
formal reasoning ability with respect to 
number of misconceptions, (iv) To find 
out the difference between three groups 
formed on the basis of cognitive style 
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with respect to number of 
misconceptions, and (v) To find out 
whether high, low and middle 
achievement groups differ from each 
other with respect to number of 
misconceptions. 

Methodology: A sample of 200 Grade IX 
students covering 100 males and 100 
females aged 14 years to 16 years 
studying biology in two government 
schools of Bhopal were selected using 
purposive sampling technique. The tools 
used to collect the data were Group 
Embedded Figure Test by Oltman, Witkln 
and Karp, Gottschaldit's Figure Test by 
Crutchfied et ai, a test of formal 
reasoning ability by Anton Lawson, a 
test of achievement in biology and a 
series of open-ended essay type 
questions to measure number of 
misconceptions. The collected data were 
treated with Pearson's Product Moment 
correlation, analysis of variance, and 
multiple regression analysis. 

Major Findings: (1) There was a 
significant inverse relationship of formal 
reasoning ability, cognitive style and 
achievement with number of 
misconceptions. (2) Formal reasoning 
ability made the greatest unique 
contribution to predicting number of 
misconceptions. (3) There was a 
significant difference among three 
groups of Formal i.e. concrete, 
transitional and formal-operational, with 
respect tqf'number of misconceptions; 
the concrete operational group had the 
highest number, followed by transitional 
group anq formal group. (4) The field - 
dependent^ intermediate and field- 


independent groups of cognitive style 
did not differ significantly in the number 
of misconceptions in biology, (5) Lower 
group on achievement test had more 
number of misconceptions and less valid 
conceptions than the middle and upper 
groups.

Problem: The present study is aimed at 
finding out the efficacy of different 
biological science curricula at the senior 
secondary level operating in three 
different boards of secondary education 
on the basis of attainments of selected 
learning outcomes of biology students. 

Objectives: (i) To find out and compare 
the content attainments in biology of 
students’ learning through different 
biology curricula, (ii) To find ouL 
differences, if any, in the attitudes 
towards science of students with 
different science curricula, and (ill) To 
find out the effect of the types of 
curriculum on the understanding of the 
nature of science and its processes. 

Methodology: The population for the 
study consisted of Grade XII male and 
female students aged 17 to 19 years 
studying biology as an elective subject 
in schools in urban areas of average 
educational resources. Random samples 
of 296, 304 and 300 students were 
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drawn from CBSE, ISC and Inter Board, 
respectively. The data were collected 
using Content Mastery Test in Biology, 
Scientific Attitude Inventory (SAI), Test 
on Understanding Science (TOUS), a 
test of Socio-Economic Status, Generr.-i 
Mental Ability and Teacher Classroom 
Behavioural Characteristics. The data 
were analysed using ANCOVA, followed 
by critical ratio test in order to make 
pairwise comparisons of means. 

Major Findings: (1) In first three levels 
of content mastery in biology i.e. 
Functional Information, Understanding 
and Application, the Inter Board 
Students consistently showed a better 
performance over the students of CBSE 
and ISC, In the higher cognitive 
processes i.e. analysis, synthesis and 
evaluation, the students of CBSE and 
ISC were found equally superior to the 
Inter Board students. (2) In case of

Problem: This study aims to diagnose 
and identify the common errors 
committed by students in writing and 
solving chemical equations. 

Objectives: (I) To compare the significant 
difference In the performances of 
students class-wise, (ii) To identify and 
classify the common errors committed 
by students of classes IX. X and junior 
intermediate in writing and solving of 
chemical equations, (ill) To analyze the 
nature of errors, and (Iv) To compare the 
common areas In which the students 
commit more mistakes.

Essien, I.O. 1995. Understanding of 
radioactivity concepts in Nigerian 
secondary school students. School 
Science, Vol,XXXIII(4), 11-14. 

Problem: This study attempts to 
determine the understanding, of 
radioactivity concepts in Nigerian 
secondary school students. 

Objective: To find out the level of 
understanding of radioactivity concepts 
in Nigerian secondary school students. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 274 
male and 104 female post-graduate 
students classified as remedial students 
of Nigeria. The data were collected 
through a questionnaire. The collected 
data were analysed using simple 
percentages. 

Major Findings: (1) The 95.8% of the 
entire students heard of radioactivity 
concepts in their secondary schools 
while 88.4% knew the meaning and 
understood the radioactivity concepts. 
(2) >79.4% of the entire students were 
taught the concepts in their chemistry 
lessons In the secondary schools, while 
20.4% showed that radioactivity 
concepts were not taught or could not 
recall if such lessons were taught in 
their chemistry lessons in the secondary 
schools. (3) 73.5% of the students 
admitted that questions were given to 
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them in their class examination on 
radioactivity concepts with 4.2% not 
being able to recognize or knew questions 
on the concept.

Objective: To compare the students' 
performance on recall and recognition 
tests in physics at secondary level. 

Methodology: The sample consisted ot 
60 secondary students studying the 
Central Board of Secondary Education 
syllabus and belonging (o middle socio¬ 
economic background.

Understanding the 
Issue of relationship among gender, 
science, technology and mathematics. 

School Science, Vol.XXXV(2). 65-68. 

Problem: This study aims to understand 
the relationship of gender with science, 
technology and mathematics (STM). 

Objective: To study the perceptions and 
ideas of educators at the international 
level on relationship of gender and 
science, technology and mathematics 
as and when an occasion arises. 

Methodology: The guided discussion on 
gender and STM was attended by the 
investigator in which forty participants 
from eight European countries took 
part. The investigator worked as a par¬ 
ticipant-observer to note down the main 
perceptions on the issue as the discus¬ 
sion went on for one-hour. The partici¬ 
pants were teacher educators in the age 
group 40 to 55 years and 80 per cent 
were female. The notes of the observer 
worked as qualitative data for interpre¬ 
tation. The qualitative observations were 
later on interpreted in order to con¬ 
struct a model addressing to the issue 
of STM education and gender. 


Major Outcomes: (1) The following views 
were expressed during the group dis¬ 
cussion; (a) Gender stereotyping in sci¬ 
ence participation and employment con¬ 
tinues. In 1997, there have been lesser 
number of girls enrolled for university 
level physics courses. Boys are outper¬ 
forming girls in mathematics and tech¬ 
nology, (b) Gender stereotyping over 
ages has produced masculine mind-sets 
for numerary tasks and feminine mind¬ 
sets for literary tasks, (c) Some studies 
prove that girls taught physics by male 
teachers performed far below than those 
taught by female teachers, thereby 
•suggesting a need for shift towards 
single sex school, (d) Things required for 
better learning of science, technology 
and mathematics are: women-friendly 
learning environment, science learning 
ethos, a variety of teaching strategies, 
and monitoring and support to building 
better self-concept among women, (e) 
Both gender and science have a social 
construction. (2) Based on the fore¬ 
going concerns regarding making STM 
education gender-sensitive, a model of 
learning was proposed.

Objectives: (i) To find out whether 
students know about the nature and 
values of mathematics, (il) To find out 
whether students have confidence in 
learning mathematics, (ill) To find out 
gender difference in students’ perception 
of mathematics, (iv) To find out the 
relationship between perception and 
achievement in mathematics, (v) To find 
out the opportunities available to 
students regarding expression of their 
views, (vi) To find out the students’ 
interest to do well in mathematics 
examination, (vii) To find out whether 
students were aware of their parental 
aspirations regarding mathematics, and 
(viii) To find out perception of students 
regarding school facilities.

Problem: This study deals with value 
dimensions as related to and level of 
aspiration and intelligence of post 
graduate students of three universities 
of Punjab. 

Objectives: (i) To identify value- 
dimensions of post-graduate students 
of three universities of Punjab, (ii) To 
compare value-dimensions of students 
of each of the three universities, (iii) To 
compare value-dimensions of male and 
female students of the three universities, 

(iv) To identity and compare the value- 
dimensions of arts and science students, 

(v) To determine relationship between 
value dimensions and level of aspiration 
of male and female students, (vi) To 
examine relationship between value- 
dimensions and intelligence of male and 
female students, (vll) To determine the 
conjoint contribution of lpvel of 
aspiration and intelligence towards the 
prediction of value-dimensions of male 
and female students, and (vili) To study 
the level of aspiration and intelligence 
as predictors of values, separately for 
males and females. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 600 
students, 200 from each university. 
Again, from each university, 100 arts 
and 100 science students with equal 
number males and females in each 
category were Included. The tools used 
were Allport-Vernon Lindzey scale of 
Values by Chaudhary, a level of 
aspiration scale, and Jalota’s Group 
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Test of General Mental Ability. The 
collected data were treated with mean, 
SD, ‘t’-test, ANOVA, correlation, 
Intercorrelations and regression 
analysis. 

Major Findings: (1) There were minor 
deviations in the ranking order of the 
two most preferred values. While 
students of Punjab and Punjabi 
Universities gave first preference to 
Political and second to Theoretical while 
GNDU students gave first preference to 
Theoretical and second to Political. (2) 
Males were significantly higher on 
theoretical value, but lower on the 
aesthetic and social value than the 
females. (3) Arts students were 
significantly higher on aesthetic, social 
and political values than the science 
students. (4) In order of ranking, values 
of high level of aspiration and Intelligence 
group were : theoretical, political, 
economic, social, religious and aesthetic, 
while for the low group were : political, 
theoretical, aesthetic, economic.social 
and religious. (5) High and low aspiration 
female groups were nearly homogeneous 
in their value patterns. (6) The high 
aspiration male group was significantly 
higher than the low aspiration male 
group on theoretical and political values 
while the low aspiration group was 
higher on aesthetic values. (7) The high 
Intelligence groups of males and females 
scored significantly higher on theoretical 
and economic values and low intelligent 
group of males was significantly higher 
on the aesthetic value. (8) Multiple 
correlation results indicated that level 
of aspiration and intelligence could be 
established in predicting theoretical, 



economic and aesthetic values in males 
and theoretical, economic and religious 
values In females. (11) Level of aspiration 
and intelligence together were predictors 
of the scores among male and female 
students.

Smolders, A.E.M. 1995. Perceptions of 
private companies in Malaysia on 
value education. Perspectives in 
Education, V ol.ll(2), 109-117. 

Problem: This study explores the 
perceptions of private companies in 
Malaysia on 16 values as defined by the 
Ministry of Education. 

Objective: To study the perceptions of 
private companies in Malaysia on Value 
Education. 

Methodology: A sample of 53 private 
companies of Malaysia and 23 foreign 
based companies was selected. Data 
were collected using a questionnaire and 
a 4-point rating scale. The collected data 
were analysed using both descriptive 
and Inferential statistics. For inferential 
statistics, non-parametric procedures 
such as Mann-Whltney U test, Wilcoxon 
Matched-Pairs Test, and Kruskal-Wallis 
Test were used. 

Major Findings: (1) The 16 values were 
perceived as either highly desirable or 
desirable for both workers with and 
without supervisory roles. (2) All 
companies considered the values more 
desirable for supervisory workers than 
for non-supervisory workers. (3) 11 out 
of 16 values were significantly more 
desirable for supervisory workers than 
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for non-supervisory workers. (4) Of the 
11 values which were considered 
significantly more desirable for 
supervisory worker than for non- 
supervisory workers by the companies, 
eight values had a personal focus. (5) 
Domestic as well as foreign companies 
considered values with an interpersonal 
focus less desirable and important than 
values with a personal focus(self- 
actualizatlon or competence values) with 
the exception of Honesty. (6) The 
difference in the degree of desirability 
between supervisory and non- 
supexvisory workers was smaller for 
foreign companies than for domestic 
companies. (7) Primary product 
companies seemed to perceive the 16 
values as more desirable than the 
manufacturing and services companies.

Problem: The present problem attempts 
to study the availability of audio visual 
aids in secondary schools of the Gujarat 
State. 

Objectives: (i) To study the situation of 
secondary schools of Gujarat, (li) To 
obtain the information of existing 
facilities for audio visual aids in the 
'secondary schools of Gujarat, (ill) To 
ascertain the use of audio visual aids in 
the secondary schools of Gujarat, (iv) To 
study the obstacles in the use of audio 


visual aids in secondary schools of 
Gujarat, and (v) To collect the opinion 
of teachers of secondary schools 
regarding effective use of audio visual 
aids in the secondary schools of Gujarat. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 595 
secondary schools of the state. The data 
were collected through the questionnaire 
from the principal/teachers of secondary 
schools using audio visual aids in their 
schools. The collected data were treated 
with percentage and chi-square. 

Major Outcomes: (1) While reviewing the 
figures of achievements in the field of 
audio visual aids it appears that the 
same are higher in urban than that of 
the rural areas. (2) The non-Government 
secondary schools are more rich than 
that of Government secondary schools 
in the field of audio visual aids. (3) As 
far as the use of audio visual aids in 
secondary education is concerned, 
limited ^items of audio visual aids such 
as maps, graphs, picture, posters, 
microscopes, globe etc. are used. (4) The 
number of teachers using audio visual 
aids in education in the subject of 
science was higher while it was lower in 
the languages. (5) For implementing the 
effective and optimum use of audio 
visual aids, teachers feel obstacles like 
non-availability of adequate time for 
using audio visual aids,and poor working 
condition. (6) The opinion of the teachers 
regarding use of audio visual aids in the 
field of education.

Problem: The present study is concerned 
with analysing the educational 
technology inputs in the 
B.Ed.curriculum of Tamilnadu 
Universities. 

Objectives: (i) To identify the educational 
technology inputs in the B.Ed. curricula 
of Tamilnadu Universities, (ii) To study 
and compare the distribution of 
educational technology inputs in various 
subjects in the B.Ed. curricula of 
Universities In Tamilnadu, (ill) To study 
the extent of utilization of the educational 
technology inputs by the teacher 
educators in the B.Ed. curricula of the 
Universities in Tamilnadu, (iv) To study 
whether the teacher educators 
experience problems while utilizing 
educational technology In the teaching¬ 
learning process, and (v) To obtain 
needed suggestions from teacher 
educators for the effective utilization of 
the educational technology in the B.Ed.

(3) There was rare 
usage of educational technology by 
teacher educators. (4) The teacher 
educators working under newly started 
universities experienced more problems 
in technology utilization.

Kemparaju, T.D. 1993. Development of 
professional skills for library and 
Information service personnel for 
special libraries in India: A survey 
and implications to library and 
information science schools, Ph.D., 
Lib and Inf.Sc. Bangalore Univ. Guide: 
Prof. M.A.Gopinath. 

Problem: This study identifies the 
knowledge and skill requirements among 
library and Information personnel for 
special libraries and also examines its 
implication on Library and Information 
Science (LIS) schools for manpower 
development. 

Objectives: (i) To examine and Identify 
the types of knowledge and skill 
requirements for special library 
personnel, (it) To know the type of 
knowledge/skills Imparting by LIS 
schools through analysis of LIS 
curriculum of LIS schools in India, (Ill) To 
study the professional perception towards 
the type of knowledge and skill 
requirements among LIS personnel in 
the context of IT developments, and (iv) 
To suggest for suitable measures for 
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manpower development In LIS to meet 
the current demands and future needs 
and to recommend for re-deslgning the 
curriculum. 

Methodology: The detail surveys of LIS 
course contents, employment potential 
and knowledge and skill requirements, 
and leading professionals in the field of 
special librarianshlp were carried out 
through news papers and course 
contents/prospectus of LIS schools.

Problem: The study addresses the 
problem of evaluation of the instructional 
process of Sanskrit grammar in 
traditional way, which serves the quality 
of instructions for teacher in the 10 +

set-up. The study is centered upon the 
problem of equality in educational 
technologies. 

Objeclives: (i) To Impart programmed 
instruction instead of traditional 
instruction, (ii) To teach various cases 
through programmed instructions at 
10+2 level, (iii) To teach contents of the 
“Siddantakaumudf (Standard grammer 
book of Sanskrit) through Linear, 
Branching and Linear-skipping 
programs, and (v) To test and compare 
both traditional and programmed 
instructions for their comparative 
effectiveness. 

Methodology: The sample of the study 
comprised 60 boys and 40 girls belonging 
to first and second inter levels who were 



subjected to experimental and control 
groups. After the manipulation of the 
independent variable on experimental 
group, the obtained results of pretest 
post test of both experimental and 
control groups were subjected to ANOVA, 
t’-test and chi-square test.

Problem: This study aims to discover 
how the operations involved in the 
introduction of IT were managed or how 
management techniques were applied 
to the process of introducing IT. 

Objectives: (i) To discover the factors 
which influence the level of Information 
Technology acquired by the libraries, (ii) 
To determine how the process of 
Introduction of IT was managed, and 
(iii) To identify the problems in the 
management of introduction of IT in the 
libraries and suggest possible measures 
to resolve the issues. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 
thirty cases from libraries which had 
introduced IT, The data were collected 
through questionnaire and interviews. 
The collected data were treated with 
non-parametric chi square test. 
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Major Outcomes: (1) Large libraries of 
institutes of higher learning and research 
in physical sciences and/or technology 
possessing higher level of organisational 
IT, funded by the government were 
likely to have high level of IT in the 
library. (2) Factors influencing level of 
IT in the library were lype of institution, 
subject interest, level of IT of parent 
organisation and size of library collection 
and staff. (3) There was no definite 
correlation either between a single 
characteristic such as size, type, subject 
interest and the level of technology 
acquired by the library or between IT 
level of the parent organisation and the 
level of technology acquired by the 
library.

Agarkar, Sudhakar C. 1997. Programme 
to Improve teaching of science and 
mathematics in rural secondary 
schools. Journal of Indian Education, 
Vol,23(2), 60-68. 

Problem: This study outlines the design, 
salient findings and implications of the 
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programme to improve teaching of 
science and mathematics in rural 
secondary schools. 

Objectives: (i) To outline the design of a 
three-year project undertaken In one of 
the rural blocks of the state of 
Maharashtra by the Horn! Bhabha 
Centre for Science Education (HBCSE). 
the Education Department and the 
Directorate of Tribal Development, 
Government of Maharashtra for the 
development of a strategy for in-service 
training of science and mathematics 
teachers, and (ii) To find out the 
effectiveness of the programme in terms 
of change in teachers' classroom 
behaviour and students’ performance. 

Methodology: The programme envisaged 
intensive interaction with teachers 
teaching science and mathematics. A 
five-day training course per academic 
term was arranged as a part of this 
programme in a rural block consisting 
of 17 secondary schools catering to 
about four thousand students studying 
in classes VIII, IX and X. A few practising 
teachers were interviewed before the 
commencement of the project. Taking 
into account these expectations and 
demands placed by secondary level 
curriculum orientation, courses were 
planned. Teachers’ classroom behaviour 
was assessed using a specifically 
developed tool by Agarkar. The 
performance of the project schools in 
S.S.C. examinations before and after 
the project was compared to find out 
changes in the performance of students. 

Major Findings: (1) The major components 
of the Inservice training for science and 



mathematics teachers were content 
sessions, pedagogy sessions, and 
laboratory sessions. (2) School visits 
were found to play an important role in 
changing teachers’ style of teaching. 
Efforts were made to keep regular 
contacts with the teachers through 
bimonthly visits to all the schools in the 
project. (3) There was a change in the 
teachers' classroom behaviour after the 
programme. Most of the headmasters 
reported positive changes in the use of 
school laboratory, teachers’ awareness 
towards linguistic difficulties of students 
and pupil participation in classroom 
deliberations. (4) The percentage of 
student failures dropped by about 10% 
and the percentage of students securing 
first class increased by about 8%.

Achievement in History : Effect of 
advance organiser. Journal of indian 
Education, Vol. 19(2), 37-42. 

Problem: This study investigates the 
relative effectiveness of the advance 
organiser model of teaching on the 
attainment of historical concepts by 
Class VII students. 

Objectives: (i) To study the effect of 
teaching through advance organiser on 
achievement in history, (II) To study the 
effect of teaching through advance 
organiser on retention in achievement 
in history, and (ill) To study the sex 
difference in effectiveness of advance 
organiser on achievement in history. 

Methodology: Forty eight students of 
Class VII ranging in age from 12 to 14 
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years were selected from the 
Demonstration Multipurpose School, 
Mysore. The students In the control 
group and experimental group were 
matched by pairing In terms of their 
percentile scores obtained in the Raven's 
Progressive Matrices Test. The data were 
collected using Raven’s Progressive 
Matrices Test and 1 Achievement Test In 
History. The collected data were treated 
with mean, SD and ‘t’-test. 

Major Findings: (1) The results In terms 
of student achievement, taught by the 
use of advance organiser, were better 
than the students taught by the 
conventional method. (2) There was no 
significant difference between the 
experimental and the control group In 
case of retention. (3) There was 
significant difference between the boys 
and the girls in the experimental group, 
i.e. the girls accepted the advance 
organiser better than the boys. 112511 

Sharma, Giani Lal. 1994. Effectiveness 
of certain teaching techniques on 
higher order learning outcomes. Ph.D., 
Edu. Himachal Pradesh Univ. Guide: 
Prof. R.C.Sharma. 

Problem: The study was focussed on 
teaching of social science comprising 
geography and civics through the 
techniques of brainstorming, problem¬ 
solving, project and conventional method 
. for engendering higher order taxonomic 
categories of application, analysis, 
synthesis and evaluation, and to 
measure the effect on evolved higher 
order learning outcomes through the 


self-developed 'test of higher order 
learning outcomes’. 

Objectives: (i) To develop the Test of 
Higher Order Learning Outcomes’ in 
social science comprising geography and 
civics measuring taxonomic categories 
of application, analysis, synthesis and 
evaluation involved in the process of 
higher order learning outcomes, (ii) To 
study the effect of teaching through the 
techniques of brainstorming, problem¬ 
solving. project and conventional 
methods on the evolution of higher 
order learning outcomes in each case as 
well as in their summated scores, and 
(iii) To study the comparative effect of 
teaching through the aforesaid four 
techniques in comparison with one 
another In relation to four higher 
taxonomic categories again in each case 
as well as In their summated gain 
scores. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 80 
students of Glass VII. The tools used 
were Test of Higher Order Learning 
Outcomes, and Group Test of 
Intelligence. The collected data were 
analysed through ANOVA and ‘t’ tests. 

Major Findings: (1) All the techniques 
l.e. brainstorming, problem-solving, 
project and conventional methods had 
significantly positive effect on the 
development of category wise as well as 
sum total higher order learning outcomes 
in teaching of geography and civics in 
social science on comparison of their 
gainful post-test scores with pre-test 
scores. (2) For the development of 
analysis level of higher order learning 
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outcomes in teaching of geography 
project technique proved significantly 
more effective and problem-solving was 
found the less effective. However, the 
brainstorming and conventional 
methods were found equally effective. 
(3) For the development of application, 
synthesis, evaluation as well as the sum 
total of taxonomic categories of higher 
order learning outcomes, all the four 
teaching techniques were found equally 
effective. (4) In the teaching of civics for 
the enhancement of synthesis level of 
higher order learning outcomes all the 
four teaching techniques were found 
equally effective and for application, 
analysis, evaluation and at entirety level, 
the brainstorming was found more 
effective. Thus the magnitude of 
effectiveness from higher to lower 
sequence lies with brainstorming at 
r first and project method at second. The 
problem-solving and conventional 
methods were found equally less effective 
than the other two.

Problem: This study attempts to

materials by studying certain aspects 
related to the revision process. 

Objectives: (i) To find out whether all 
learners are likely to use revision 



strategies, and (ii) To find out whether 
feedback on revision strategies is likely 
to improve the revised version score of 
the compositions. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 
twenty students registered for the 
Diploma Course in Textile Engineering 
and Textile Technology in the faculty of 
Technology and Engineering. Out of 
twenty students, eight learners were 
from English medium schools and the 
remaining were from Gujarati medium 
schools. Data were collected over a 
period of three days during class time. 
On the first day, learners of both the 
groups were assigned the argument 
task, “If there was no T.V.”. In the first 
10 minutes they were asked to 
brainstorm and think on the topic given. 
They were asked to jot down the points 
In any language they chose. The 
remaining 40 minutes were devoted to 
the writing of the essay. After 40 minutes 
the compositions were taken by the 
researcher. On the second 1 day, 
composition were returned to the 
learners. They were asked to read their 
written work and rewrite their essays. 
After a week, one group was given the 
feedback on the use of revision strategies.

Major Findings: (1) All learners used 
revision strategies. (2) Feedback In 
revision strategies, to a certain extent 
helped learners to improve the quality 
of their essays.

Problem: It is an attempt to study the 
computer education in the high school 
of selected states of north-east India. 

Objectives: (i) To find out the facilities 
provided for the computer education 
course in high schools, (li) To study the 
computer education curriculum followed 
in the high schools, (iii) To find out the 
views of teachers about certain aspects 
of computer education, (iv) To find out 
the views of students about certain 
aspects of the computer education 
course, (v) To find out the performance 
of students in the computer education 
course, (vi) To find out the relationship 
between the performance of students in 
the computer education course and their 
performance in other school subjects, 
and (vii) To find out the attitude of 
students towards computer education 
' course. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 1142“ 
students and 66 teachers from 34 high 
schools.

(TLC) and its implementation in Jorhat 
District of Assam. 

Objectives: (i) To assess the performance 
of TLC in Jorhat district, (ii) To study 
the perception and reaction of the 
beneficiaries towards the TLC in Jorhat 
District, (iil) To find out the problems in. 
the implementation of TLC in Jorhat 
District, and (iv) To suggest positive and 
constructive suggestions for future 
action in the implementation of total 
literacy campaign. 

Methodology: A group of 400 adult 
learners, 100 volunteer teachers and 


100 local leading people have been 
selected for the study on random basis. 
In order to analyse the collected data 
both quantitative and qualitative 
approach have been used. 

Major Findings: (1) Implementation of 
total literacy campaign in Jorhat District 
could not be considered as totally 
successful programme. (2) There was no 
considerable impact of environment 
building and consequently there was 
lack of community participation in the 
programme. (3) Attendance of the 
learners in literacy centre was quite 
unsatisfactory and were about 10% to 
20% learners were drop out. The main 
reason for irregularity as found were- 
family burden, lack of spare time, lack 
of interest, shyness etc. (4) Most of the 
learners were still not well acquainted 
with three R’s which was the basis for 
education. (5) There was lack of 
enthusiasm and commitment on the 
part Df the volunteers. Some volunteers 
appeared to expect honorarium for their 
service. (6) Natural calamities like flood 
had impeded the smooth organisation of 
the campaign. (7) There was negligence 
in the supply of teaching learning 
materials. Most of the topics were 
introduced verbally without any aids. 
(8) There was no proper supervision of 
the centre and there was no fixed time 
stable and holidays for the centre. (9) 
Vocational course for productive work 
and occupational development of the 
learners was not introduced. (10) 
Training of volunteer teachers was 
neglected. Most of the Volunteer Teachers 
were trained only once and it was hon- 
residential. (11) Most of the learners 
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had also relapsed into Illiteracy due to 
lack of post literacy programme.

problem This study attempts to find out 
the literacy status of Mizoram with 
reference to Chhimtulpul District. 

Objective: To And out the literacy status 
of Chhimtulpul District in Mizoram. 

Methodology: Literacy survey was 
conducted in Chhimtuipui District and 
information was collected from 
Headmen, Primary School Teachers, 
Administrators and Adult Learners 
regarding promotion of literacy in the 
district. The collected data were treated 
with percentages. 

Major Findings: (1) Literacy rate was low 
in Chhimtuipui District of Mizoram. (2) 
53% of respondents pointed out that the 
reason for low literacy in Chhimtuipui 
District was due to the existence of a 
good number of Minority groups who 
speak different dialects. In addition, the 
difficult terrain, poor transport and 
communication has also stood on the 
way of the all round development of the 
district. (3) Chhimtuipui District had

Problem This study aimed at the critical 
analysis and evaluation of the Total 
Literacy Campaign of the Ernakulam 
Programme. 

Objective: To study the strengths and 
weaknesses of the Ernakulam District 
Total Literacy Programme (TLPED). 

Methodology: The sample consisted of 
2,000 neo-literates and Illiterates, 400 
volunteer instructors, 330 master 
trainers, 332 elected representatives of 
local bodies, 75 government employees, 
150 volunteer workers, ten MLAs and 
two MPs. The data were collected using 
a Questionnaire. 

Major Outcomes: (1) Apart from making 
1,60,000 people literate, the total literacy 
programme of Ernakulam District 
resulted in overall development and all¬ 
round progress of the people. (2) The 
total involvement of voluntary agencies 
and organisation in the campaign had 
special significance in making the 
programme a success. (3) Cultural 
activities such as Kala-yatras, street 
plays, dramas, etc. helped the program 
in propagating the idea of literacy as a ' 
mass movement and kept the neo¬ 
literates continuously interested in the 
program.

Problem The study centered upon the 
assessment of knowledge, attitude and 
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practices (KAP) with regard to child- 
rearing practices of adult women and 
providing information non-formally 
through an intervention programme. 

Objectives: (1) To make as assessment 
and compare the knowledge, attitude 
and practices with regard to child- 
rearing of the urban and rural, literate 
and illiterate adult women, (ii) To develop 
a package of intervention program 
suitable for the respondents to improve 
child-rearing practices, and (ill) To study 
the impact of a non-formal education 
program provided to an experimental 
group through a comparison of KAP in 
child-rearing during pre and post 
intervention assessment as compared 
to a control group. 

Methodology: The sample comprised 250 
adult women in the age group of 20-35 
years with children between 0-6 years.

Problem: This study examines whether 
female literacy and female labour force 
participation differentially explain sex 
differentials in childhood morality in 
North and South India. 

ObJectiue,: To find out whether women's 
literacy and work participation 
differentially affect male and female 
childhood mortality in North and south 
India. 

Methodology: Women’s status was 
operationalised by selecting two 


indicators namely female literacy rate 
and female work participation rate from 
the 1981 census data. Workers in 1981 
census were divided into three catego¬ 
ries: main workers, marginal workers 
and non-workers. The present study 
has utilised data for females who are 
main workers only. The childhood rate 
were taken from the morality tables 
published by the office of Registrar 
General. Based on 1981 census data 
these estimates have been developed 
using Brass’s technique and show the 
cumulative probability of dying for a 
theoretical cohort of 1000 live births for 
one, two, three and five years after 
birth. Analysis was conducted sepa¬ 
rately for the North and South India. 
Following Dyson and Moore’s(1983) clas¬ 
sification of the Indian States, the dis¬ 
tricts of the Northern States namely 
Gujarat, Haryana, Madhya Pradesh, 
Pubjab, Rajasthan and Uttar Pradesh 
were designated at “ Northern districts" 
and the district of the Southern states, 
namely.

impact of adult education with reference to demographic, social and 
economic factors; and (v) the organizational aspects of adult 
education programme. Method: The sample consisted of 320 
learners who had successfully completed adult literacy course drawn 
from different learning centres. Questionnaire and performance tests 
were used to collect information from learners. Records and annual 
reports formed the source of information for secondary data. 
Descriptive statistics were used for data analysis. Findings: (1) 
Enrolment in each community was limited to 30 learners of which 
around 20-25 learners were undergoing education for a duration of 
9 months. Out of these only 2 or 3 learners on an average from each 
centre were able to reach the expected standards (2) The government 
agencies played a dominant role in organizing the adult education 
programmes. (3) The involvement of the university was limited to 
the communities around the university, (4) The functionaries in the 
university project were relatively young and more qualified than 
their counterparts in government and voluntary organizations. 

(5) Few lady functionaries were working at the grass-root level. 

(6) Rs 251 was spent on each learner per year. The study cites 55 
references.

Objectives: (i) To study the educational organization and working 
of Dr B.R, Ambedkar Open University, Andhra Pradesh and evaluate 
and assess its performance; and (ii) to appraise the problems

administering distance education programmes. Method; The 
sample consisted of 450 students, student counsellors, officials 
at the study centres and administrative officers.

(1) There is a need to evolve strategies by the university to develop 
better relations with students, meeting the problems of drop-outs, 
meeting the needs of the students through well-organized 
programmes of counselling and guidance, augmenting new 
infrastructure facilities for future courses and programmes.

Objectives: (i) To understand the functioning of the adult, continuing 
education and extension services in Indian universities; and (II) to 
identify the difficulties and pitfalls so as to make suggestions for 
further improvement in the programme. Method: The study used 
qualitative approach to collect and analyze information. The source 
of information consisted of 46 Project Officers working in different 
universities, few experts and Directors attached to the programme 
of adult, continuing education and extension departments. 
Findings: (1) The Project Officers are expected to perform a wide 
variety of programmes involving planning, organization, monitoring, 
supervision and evaluation. (2) They worked in collaboration with 
colleges affiliated to the universities. (3) The Project Officers rated 
participation of college students in adult, continuing education and 
extension services as good. (4) The Project Officers do not have 
adequate status and support even though their role is crucial to the 
success of adult, continuing and extension activities. (5) They face 
numerous administrative and financial problems. (6) The response 
of the Project Officers also indicated that the universities accorded 
very low priority towards adult, continuing and extension services. 
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Conclusion: There is a lack of understanding of the priority among 
the university authorities and hence they need orientation. The 
Departments of Adult, Continuing Education and Extension need 
equal treatment as compared to other teaching departments. Eight 
references are cited. 


Use of Modern 
anil Conventional Media for Distance Education: An Experiment. 

Journal of Indian Ekiucation, Vol. XIX{1), 34-41. 

Objectives: (i) To study the effectiveness of two instructional 
strategies (video film and booklet) in teaching selected aspects of 
puppetiy to Home Science students in terms of gain in knowledge 
and development of ability; and (ii) the significant differences in 
effectiveness of the two instructional strategies in relation to the 
students’ English language competence, academic achievement and 
attitude towards instructional strategy. Method: The sample 
consisted of 120 students from the first year B.Sc., Faculty of Home 
Science, M.S. University, Baroda 1991-92. They were distributed 
as E,-Experimental Group exposed to video films-55, E 2 - 
Experimental Group exposed to booklet-65. E,was further divided 
in four sub-groups to expose them for the video film. Individual 
copies of the booklet were given for the study to E a group members. 
The collected data were treated with percentage (%), t-test and F- 
test. Findings: (1) There was significant gain in knowledge as well 
as development of ability through both the instructional strategies. 
But the video film was found to be more effective as compared to 
the booklet. The booklet was found to be comparatively less effective. 
(2) Majority of the respondents had highly positive attitude towards 
video film. (3) The findings related to English language competence 
show that the respondents with good English language competence 
had better scores as compared to their counterparts. The study 
contains 10 references.

Education: A Case Study of Karnataka State. Ph.D., Edu. Jamia. 
Millia Islamia. Guide: Prof. R.P. Srivastava. 

Objectives: (i) To investigate the historical development of distance 
education in India with special reference to Karnataka state; (ii) the 
effectiveness of distance education as compared to the conventional 
education with regard to the expansion and democratization of 
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higher education in Karnataka state; (ill) the effectiveness of the 
functioning of distance education system in Katnataka state; and 
(Iv) the relevance of distance education course to the learners' 
individual needs. Method; The. sample was selected from the batch 
of students who had registered for post graduate and under¬ 
graduate courses during 1992. The total of 2553 students (2044 
students from the Institute of Correspondence Education of Mysore 
University and 509 students of the Indira Gandhi National Open 
University) were selected from the batch through stratified random 
procedure representing different categories of age namely, below 
25, between 26 years to 45 years, between 46 years to 60 years 
and 60 years and above. While selecting the sample due weightage 
was given to women, rural, Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. 
Historical Data was collected from literature and official records 
from UGC, IGNOU, Central Government and State Government 
sources. The officials of ICCCE and IGNOU were interviewed and 
a questionnaire was used either through post or in person to obtain 
Information from the students. Percentage analysis and chi-square 
were employed for the analysis of data. Findings: (1) Even though 
the first correspondence institute was established in 1962 in India, 
the distance education in the form of correspondence courses and 
open education has grown rapidly in recent decades. The distance 
education grew five times faster than the conventional education 
in the seventies and the growth rate of distance education was 
four times the growth rate of the conventional system in the eighties. 
(2) In Karnataka state, during 1985 to 1992 the growth of enrolment 
In distance education as compared to conventional system is two 
times higher. Bulk of the increase in enrolment belongs to the 
post-graduate courses. (3) Proportion of female students has 
increased considerably in distance education whereas the 
proportion of females have stagnated in conventional education in 
1992 as compared to 1985. (4) A similar picture emerges in the 
case of participation of SC/ST in higher education through distance 
education mode. (5) The students from rural areas out- numbered 
the urban students in the distance education during the period 
under consideration. (6) Most of the students pursuing higher 
studies at IGNOU and ICCCE with the purpose of improving their 
qualification, to get better jobs and to get promotion and some 
students pursuing their higher studies to improve their social 
status. Majority of the students have sought admissions in distance 
education of their own choice.

Service Scheme and Social Integration: Implications for 
Curriculum Development. Perspectives in Education , Vol. 16 (4), 
247-256. 

Objectives: (i) To construct a reliable and valid scales to measure 
the attitude of students towards NSS and social integration: (ii) 
compare attitude towards study variables across different 
disciplinary backgrounds of the students, i.e. arts and social 
sciences, science and engineering: and (iii) to assess the relationship 
between attitude towards NSS and attitude towards social integration 
of the students. Method: A sample of 312 students (150 from art 
and social sciences and 162 from science and engineering) of 
Osmania University, Hyderabad with the average age 23.52 years 
of age, and 33.3 per cent students belonged to the scheduled castes 
followed by 11 per cent of the scheduled tribes while 29 per cent 
were from the backward classes and 52.6 per cent were urban 
dwellers and a large majority 70.5 per cent hailed from middle class. 
The average number of NSS programmes attended by them was 
12.20. The scale to measure the attitude of students towards NSS 
was developed using factor analytic approach and the validity was 
tested using the scores obtained on the Roy's Social Integration 
Scale. In order to compare the attitude of arts and social science 
students with science and engineering towards NSS and social 
integration, means, standard deviations and t-tests were employed. 
Product-moment correlation co-efficient was computed between 
social integration scale scores and attitude towards NSS scale. 
Findings: (1) The study revealed that scale developed to measure 
attitude towards NSS showed desirable psychometric properties. 
(2) Attitude towards NSS was found positively and significantly 
correlated with social integration scale items, su gg esting that NSS 
promotes national integration. (3) The students of arts and social 
science scored higher on the attitude towards NSS scales and score 
on social integration. The study contains 18 references. 

[207] De, Kamal Krishna. 1999. A Study on the Impact of Concept 
on the Achievement of Students in Physical Science. Vigyan 
Shikshak: The Science Teacher, Vol. 43(4), 8-12. 

Objectives: (i) To compare different groups of students gender wise 
and strata-wise on concept-test score; (ii) correlation between their 
achievement scores in physical science and concept scores in 
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physical science; and (iii) significance of difference in achievement 
scores between obtained by students with high and low scores on 
concept lest. Method; The sample consisted of 850 students Just 
promoted to Class X in schools located in 24-Parganas District of 
West Bengal and Calcutta. However complete data sets of only 794 
students were considered for analysis. A standardized test, concept 
in physical science developed by De (1991) was used to collect the 
data. Examination scores were used for representing achievement. 
Data were treated with F-lests, t-tests, Mean and SD. Findings: In 
Concept-test boys were dominant over girls in general and urban 
boys were dominant over urban girls in particular. Urban students 
were superior to rural students of both the genders. However, rural 
boys were not significantly superior to rural girls. Achievement In 
physical science was found highly correlated with concepts in 
physical science. High scorers in concept were high achievers in 
physical science. The study contains eight references. 


[208] Handa. Ameeta. 1994. Sex Education for Adolescents. 
Journal of Indian Education, Vol. XX (2), 39-43. 

Objectives: (i) To identify the learning needs of high school students 
on the selected aspects of human sexuality: as measured by 
knowledge test and as expressed by them; (ii) to develop a sex 
education programme on the basis of identified learning needs and 
determine its content validity against a criteria-rating scale; and 
(iii) to evaluate the effectiveness of the sex education programme as 
indicated by the knowledge gained after administration of the 
programme. Method: The sample consisted of 180 high school 
students of Classes IX and X of three public schools of South Delhi. 
The students were selected by stratified random sampling technique. 
A questionnaire comprising of two parts was utilized to collect 
information. Part I consisted of three items on background 
information, namely sex, educational status and source of maximum 
information on human sexuality. Part II consisted of 76 knowledge 
items and five expressed need items. Descriptive and inferential 
statistics are employed to analyze data. Findings: (1) High school 
students has knowledge deficit on human sexuality. (2) The students 
had high expressed need scores in all the learning need areas, (3) 
All the students opined that young boys and girls should be imparted 
sex education. (4) The sex education programme developed was found 
to be valid. (5) The sex education programme was found to be effective 
in increasing the knowledge of the high school students on human 
sexuality. No references. 



[209] Maitra, Krishna and Alka. 1997. To Explore the Attitudes 
towards Laboratories and Other Related Practical Work in 
Science. School Science, Vol. XXXV(2), 44-51. 

Objectives: (i) To explore the notion of science as perceived by 
students, teachers and other professionals: (ii) the specific attitudes 
of students, teachers and other professionals towards teaching of 
science; (ill) attitudes of students, teachers and other professionals 
towards practical aspects of science teaching; (iv) to evaluate the 
effect of attitudes of students and teachers on the students’ 
performance in science; and (v) the system of evaluation of science 
in schools. Method: The sample comprised 296 students of Classes 
IX and X, 20 teachers teaching Classes IX and X and 5 other 
professionals. The data were collected through an attitude scale 
and interest inventory for students, questionnaire for teachers and 
semi-structural interview for other professionals, all developed by 
the researcher. Mean, SD, t-test and content analysis were used for 
data analysis. Findings: (1) Rural girls of Class X had very high 
and positive attitude towards science. (2) Boys had more positive 
attitude than girls towards the science practical whereas girls 
emphasized the knowledge (theory) aspect more. (3) Students of 
Classes IX and X had similar attitude. (4) Boys who showed a more 
positive attitude towards science as compared to the girls were 
unable to reflect the same in their performance. (5) Science being a 
dynamic discipline needs constant updating of one’s knowledge, 
which was lacking in most of the teachers. (6) The maximum number 
of teachers failed to show their innovativeness in procedure for 
evaluating their students. (7) Though all the teachers were familiar 
with the doctrine of ‘learning by doing' but failed to implement this in 
their own pedagogy. (8) The professionals asserted that teaching of 
science must include both processes and products and the curriculum 
should necessarily include numerous practicals. (9) Professionals 
expressed that the evaluation procedure for the practicals in Class X 
should be shifted from internal examination to external examination. 
(10) It was found that the teachers’ attitudes also influence attitudes 
of students and their performances. No references. 


[210] Neekhara, R.N. 1995. A Study of Diagnosis of Errors in 
Chemistry and Validation of Remedial Teaching on Some Topics. 

Ph.D., Edu. Devi Ahilya Vishwavidyalaya. Guide: Dr P.C. Katiyar. 

Objectives: (i) To construct the diagnostic test in chemistry; (ii) 
locate and classify the students’ mistakes; (iii) identify reasons for 
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students' mistakes; (iv) prepare remedial measures/lessons; and 
(v) test the efiicacy ot the remedial teaching in comparison to 
traditional teaching. Method: The sample comprised 200 students 
of Class X. 10 Principals, 50 parents and 50 teachers of three schools 
of Dhar District in M.P. selected for the study, Jalota Verbal 
Intelligence Test. Achievement of Class VIII in science and aggregate, 
IX final m Science and aggregate and scores in diagnostic tests were 
used to collect data. Mean, S.D., standard error of mean, t-testand 
coefficient of correlation were used for data analysis. Findings: 

(1) The construction of diagnostic test and study of reasons had 
been very useful in locating and classifying the students’ mistakes 
precisely and comprehension in the preparation of remedial lesson. 

(2) Efficacy of remedial teaching was found significantly much higher 
than traditional teaching in Improving achievement at all levels of 
intelligence, and at three levels of achievement. (3) Family 
background also affects learning. Conclusion: Remedial teaching 
is superior to the traditional teaching. Ninety-eight references are 
cited. 


[211] Pachaury, A.C. 1994. Balancing Chemical Equation by the 
Ninth Graders. School Science, Vol. XXXII (3), 38-40. 

Objectives: (i) To observe the ninth grader performance on balancing 
of the chemical equations of varying difficulty levels; (ii) if there 
exists any gender difference on balancing these equations; and (ill) 
science achievement score pattern of those who were able to balance 
these equations. Method: The study comprised a sample of one 
intact Class IX each of a Boys Higher Secondary School and a Girls 
Higher Secondary School. The chemistry teachers of these classes 
taught the principles of balancing equations through illustrations. 
Next, pupils were provided with five, unbalanced equation on 
cyclostyled sheets and were asked to balance them correctly. Each 
balanced equation received a score of one and unbalanced equation 
as zero. Findings: (1) No significant difference was found between 
the performance of the boys and girls on the first three equations 
having less than four steps. But girls performed better on the fourth 
equation having to follow four steps while balancing the equation. 
(2) On the fifth equation, which had five steps in balancing, neither 
of the two was able to balance a chemical equation. When the total 
scores based on all the five equations are considered, there was no 
significant gender difference iri^balancing these equations. (3) The 
achievement score pattern reflected that the contention, students 



having higher achievement score would balance more difficult 
equations than their peers having low achievement scores was not 
supported both in case of boys and girls. This study contains two 
references. 


1212] Padhl, J.S. 1994. High School Students' Science Classroom 
Environment and their Attitude towards Science. School Science, 
Vol. XXXII (3). 32-37. 

Objectives: (i) To find out the nature of relationship existing between 
the high school students perceived science classroom environment 
and their attitude towards science; (ii) significant effect of gender 
and classroom on their attitude towards science; and (iii) classroom 
environment dimensions that affect attitude towards science in 
different types of schools. Method: The sample comprised 200 
students of Class IX of different types of high schools of Orissa, i.e. 
Navodaya Vidyalaya, Kendriya Vidyalaya, government schools and 
private schools, selected through stratified random sampling. The 
schools were located in urban and rural areas and one class of each 
school was selected randomly. The classes were taught General 
Science with the components such as biology, chemistry, physics, 
earth science, and environmental science. Classroom environment 
assessment was carried out by administering the Individualized 
Classroom Environment Questionnaire (ICEQ) developed by Fraser. 
Science Attitude Scale (SAS) by Grewal (1977) was administered to 
investigate the relationship between classroom environment 
perceptions and students’ attitude towards science as a subject. 
Both the scales (environment and attitude) were administered 
in the group setting in the absence of the classroom teacher. 
Findings: (1) Significant relationship was found between science 
classroom environment scores and attitude towards science scores 
of high school students. (2) Boys and girls differed significantly with 
respect to their attitude towards science. (3) Personalization and 
participation dimensions Influence students' attitude towards 
science. The study contains nineteen references. 


1213] Rout, A K. and Pal, G C. 1993. Perception of Fairness and 
Students’ Satisfaction: A Study of Levels of Education and 
Curriculum. Journal of Indian Education, Vol. XIX (1), 42-46. 

Objectives: (i) To exaihlne the effects of levels of education and 
curriculum on students’ satisfaction; and (ii) the relationship between 
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perception of fairness and students* satisfaction. Method: A sample 
of 240 students was taken from one central school and one central 
university in a cosmopolitan city. These included 40 students each 
from arts and science from each of the three levels (under¬ 
graduation, graduation and post-graduation). A scale to measure 
the perception of fairness formulated by Khan, and Students* 
Satisfaction Scale developed by Deepak are the tools, used to collect 
data. Collected data were analyzed by using the t-test and correlation. 
Findings: (1) The levels of education significantly affect perception 
of fairness and students' satisfaction. (2] Science students are more 
satisfied with their educational setting than art students. (3) In case 
of under-graduates, graduates and post-graduates, perception of 
fairness and students’ satisfaction are. independent of each other. 
Conclusion: Higher academic experiences and perception of fairness 
play a little role in students’ satisfaction but in general both are 
Interrelated. The study contains six references. 


[214] Saxena, A.B. 1994. Identification of Misconceptions Related 
to Work and Energy among Students. School Science. Vol. XXXII 
(2), 29-39. 

Objective: The study aimed to identify misconceptions among physics 
students related to basic concepts in physics. Method: A sample for 
the study comprised 191 students at different levels of education 
Including senior secondary Class XII and under-graduate level of 
Bhopal, Ambala and Bhubaneswar. A questionnaire developed by 
the researcher was used for data collection. The collected data were 
subjected to percentage analysis. Findings: (1) There are some 
misconceptions prevailing among the physics students related to work 
and energy and these misconceptions have different frequencies 
among sub-samples drawn from three different places and across 
higher secondary and under-graduate levels. However, the common 
misconceptions are: (a) the energy of a body is destroyed completely 
or partly when it comes to rest. Tills could be due to friction, (b) 
When a body moves, its motion is due to the change of its potential 
energy to kinetic energy, (c) A body In compact form has higher energy, 
(d) Work done by a force is the product of force and displacement, 
irrespective of the angle between them, (e) Work done depends on 
how fast it is done, (f) Temperature aids the inherent characteristic 
property of a substance, it does not change by working on it. (g) A 
moving body has more energy than when it is at rest. (2) It was also 
observed that observational properties rather than abstract principles 
influenced students* responses. The study contains 12 references. 
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[2151 Saxena, A.B. 1996. Students’ Concept of Energy an d 
its Implications for Curriculum. School Science, Vol. XXXIV (4), 
33-38. 

Objectives: (1) To express students’ concept of energy and its 
implications for curriculum; (ii) to find out whether the concept maps 
drawn by the students are stable with time; (iii) students’ concept 
of energy as reflected in the concept maps drawn by them; and (iv) 
misconceptions of students as reflected in concept maps. Method: 
A sample of 24 students (7 boys and 17 girls) with average age of 14 
years 5 months was selected from one section of Class IX in a school 
of Bhopal city. The data were collected In two phases. In phase I, 
the students were asked to draw concept map of energy as they 
understood it by showing its relationship with other concept known 
to them. After a gap of about four weeks, in phase II, students were 
again asked to draw the concept map of energy and asked to show 
on the concept map relationship regarding conservation and 
destruction, unit, types, uses, transformation, the form, relationship, 
methods of transfer and uses of energy. Collected data were analyzed 
descriptively. Findings: (1) In concept maps of energy drawn by the 
students, the notable feature was the number of relationships shown 
irrespective of being right or wrong. The number of such relationships 
was found to be about 20 per cent more in phase II in comparison 
to phase I. (2) Students’ concept of energy was more or less the 
same in both the phases. (3) It was found that the students were 
only confined to what they had studied under the unit ‘Work and 
Energy’ and did not assimilate what they had studied indirectly 
about energy in other units. Conclusion: Concept maps are helpful 
to understand and identify some misconceptions in the mind of 
students. Thirteen references are cited. 


[216] Saradha, S. 2000. Music Education. Ph.D,, Music. University 
of Kerala. Guide: Dr K. Omanakutty. 

Objectives: (i) To identify problems of music education at all levels 
of education; and (ii) to suggest remedial measures for the identified 
problems, the measure being only those that can be implemented. 
Method: Personal experiences, as student, teacher and researcher 
of music as primary source and books, informal discussions with 
students, teachers, musicians and academicians as secondary 
source were used for data collection. A questionnaire for studying 
problems of music education was employed. Findings: (1) The issues 
of music education are varied but are inter-related. (2) Teaching

Objective: The study attempted to assess the physics practical skills 
among Indian students. Method: The sample consisted of 225 
students (162 boys and 63 girls) of Class XII with the mean age of 
17 years and 3 months drawn from seven different schools — three 
Government schools, three Kendriya Vidyalayas and one public 
school — six in Delhi and one in Bangalore. All the schools were 
affiliated to CBSE and were following the same curriculum. A 
performance test, used by IEA, second International Science Study 
(Key et al. 1992) was employed and in each school apparatus and 
materials were arranged in the laboratory well before the 
commencement of the test. Then the test, was administered in a 
batch of 20-25 studentsrand each batch was briefed before the test 
the students were provided 25 minutes to complete the test. A scoring 
grid developed by investigator validated by the teachers was 
employed. Mean, SD, percentage and C.R. were used for data 
analysis. Findings: (1) In all the process skills, the students scored 
less than 20 per cent except manipulation and calculation where 
students scored more then 50 per cent. (2) Majority of students 
failed to mention proper unit for current and voltage and using 
formulas necessary for calculating E and R given in the body task 
at equation. (3) All the students found the item of the task application 
most difficult. (4) Girls were found significantly different in item 
test of the whole test than the boys as they scored low as compared 
to boys. In manipulation, observation and reporting the average 
score of girls was about half that of the scores of the boys. (5) The 
scores in the gender difference in achievement were conclusive. (6) 
The variation in the achievement in the whole practical test was 
found among schools and maximum variation was found in 
application skills. But the study did not reveal correlation between 
school environment and achievements of its students. Eighteen 
references are cited.

[218] Agarwal, Archna. 2000. A Study of Some Educational 
Problems of Scheduled Caste Students. Indian Journal of 
Educational Research. Vol. 19 (1), 37-41. 

Objective : The study was undertaken to ascertain the opinion of 
the scheduled caste students on various problems related to 
education. Method: The sample consisted of 218 scheduled caste 
students including both boys and girls of Class X of 14 schools (7 
each for boys and girls), selected via purposive random sampling 
technique. A self-administered questionnaire prepared by the 
investigator was used to obtain the responses from the subjects.

Objectives: (i) To find out the facts about educational progress of 
Muslim community in Assam from their settlement to date; (ii) 
Enrolment of Muslims at Primary, Secondary, Higher and 
Professional education; (iii) the development of education of Muslims 
in Assam and compare it to the other states of India or to national 
level; and (iv) to identify the main causes of the educational 
backwardness of Muslims in Assam. Method: Survey method was 
employed for the study. Pioforma, questionnaire, opinionnaire and 
observation of records were used to collect the data. Mean, median 
and z-test were employed for data analysis. Findings: (1) 
Educational backwardness of Muslims originated with their 
settlement in Assam and continues since then. (2) Many su gg estions 
and recommendations put forward from time to time by various 
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educational committees and commissions and the Constitutional 
provisions were also made for the educational development of Muslim 
minorities In India but never properly Implemented, (3) Educational 
progress of Muslim community of Assam in general and Morigaon 
District in particular is very slow even after Independence. (4) 
Economic handicap and poverty are the main reasons of educational 
backwardness. (5) Participation of Muslims of Morigaon in education 
at all levels is abysmally low as compared to the national level figures 
for general population. (6) Finally, it was revealed that the educational 
development in Morigaon District of Assam is much lower as 
compared to national as well as state levels.

Method: A random sample of 400 Dalit 
students in the age range of 14 to 18 years from 10 schools of 
Barabanki District of Uttar Pradesh was taken for the study. The 
data were collected through nine questions, which were prepar ed 
on the basis of Sinha's Self-disclosure Scale. The data were tabulated 
through content analysis and subjected to frequencies, percentages 
and chi-square. Findings: (1) Majority of the Dalits does not have 
any negative traits. (2) Money is the main obstacle in the way of 
Dalit students' progress. (3) Lack of capital and lack of training 
were the major factors, which were obstructing them from getting 
suitable jobs. (4) Dalit students perceive conservatism and gambling 
as major evils, (5) Dalit students prefer socialism and elimination of 
discrimination on the basis of castes.

Objectives: (i) To study the multi-dimensional self-concept and 
modes of frustration of SC female adolescents; (ii) to compare the 
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self-concept of SC female students studying In rural schools with 
the self-concept of SC female students studying in urban school; 
(ill) to compare urban and rural female students on modes of 
frustration; (Iv) to determine the relationship between self-concept 
and frustration of SC rural female adolescent students; and (v) the 
relationship between self-concept and frustration of SC female 
adolescent students. Method: The sample comprised 262 SC female 
adolescents {140 belong to urban and 122 to rural) studying in 
intermediate colleges affiliated with U.P. Board, Allabahad, located 
in urban and rural areas of Moradabad and Rampur Districts of 
Uttar Pradesh. Self-concept questionnaire (Saraswat, 1984) 
containing 48 self-evaluating items with regard to six dimensions 
of self-concept. Reaction to Frustration Scale of Dixit and Srivastava 
(1987) of 40 items inventory measuring four modes of frustration — 
aggression, resignation, fixation and regression were employed 
for data collection. The collected data was treated with t test. 
Findings: (1) Rural SC female adolescents possessed significantly 
better self-concept than urban SC girls as they were found superior 
on temperamental, educational, moral and intellectual self-concept 
dimensions. (2) SC female adolescent students either belong to rural 
or urban areas possessed above-average self-concept and only one 
urban SC girl was possessing below-average physical and 
temperamental self-concept.

Objectives: (i) To compare the preference and performance in school 
subjects of tribal students with non-tribal ones; (ii) to find out intra¬ 
group variations; and (iii) the factors affecting the academic 
achievement of tribal and non-tribal students. Method: A sample 
of 400 students covering 200 from tribal group and 200 from 
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non-tribal group was selected from 24 senior high schools of Ranchi 
using stratified random sampling technique. The primary data were 
collected through questionnaire and informal interview. Secondary 
data was collected from school records, educational survey reports 
of Ranchi District of Bihar. The collected data were treated with 
percentages. Findings: (1) The study reveals that. Over 56 per 
cent tribal students preferred Hindi while 43.52 per cent non-tribals 
preferred Hindi. 57 per cent non-tribals preferred Mathematics while 
54 per cent tribal students preferred Social Studies. (2) There was 
statistically significant variation between male and female students 
of tribal group with respect to performance in Hindi, Social studies, 
Chemistry, Physics and Geography. (3) Significant differences were 
observed between non-tribal male and female in the subjects like 
English, Mathematics, E.P.H., and History. (4) No gender difference 
was found in the performance in Hindi and Chemistry. (5) In all the 
subjects taught to high school the non-tribal students have shown 
better performance than their tribal counterparts.

Objective: The study attempted to evaluate differences in the work 
values and self-concept between tribal and non-tribal teachers. 
Method: The Sample consisted of 200 teachers (100 non-tribal and 
100 tribal teachers) selected randomly from Arunachal Pradesh. 
They were matched with age, experience of teaching and educational 
qualification. Work Valued Inventory by Super (1970) and Self- 
concept Inventory by Bhatanagar (1970) were administered 
individually to the teachers. The raw data were analyzed using ‘t’ 
test. Findings: (1) The mean differences between tribal and non- 
tribal groups on seven work values namely, altruism, aesthetics, 
intellectual stimulation, independence, economic returns, security 
and surroundings were significant. Tribal teachers were found to 
value altruism, intellectual stimulation, independence, economic 
returns and surroundings more than non-tribals. In the case of 
other values, viz. creativity, achievement, prestige, management, 
supervisory, relations, associates, variety, and way of life there was 
no significant. (2) In comparison to tribal teachers, non-tribal 
teachers perceived themselves to be more confident, exhibited higher 
mean score on Inferiority feeling and suffer more from feelings of 
emotional instability.

[225] Pradhan, Nityananda and Panda, Anil Kumar. 1996. Moral 
Judgement of Tribal Secondary School Children in Relation to their 
Sex. Indian Journal of Psychometry and Ekiucatioix Vol. 27(1), 21-25. 

Objectives: (i) To study the Independent and interactive effects of 
tribal and non-tribal difference and sex on moral Judgement; and 
(ii) examine the attainment of autonomous level of moral judgement 
of secondary school children. Method: The sample consisted of 
100 students, 42 tribal (17 boys and 25 girls) and 58 non-tribal (40 
boys and 18 girls) of Class IX of three schools in Koraput District of 
Orissa. Das’s Test of Moral Judgement was administered on the 
subjects. ANOVA was employed for data analysis. Findings: (1) Tribal 
children were found to be significantly higher as compared to their 
non-tribal counterparts on moral stage score. (2) There was significant 
difference between boys and girls on moral judgement. (3) Interaction 
effect of sex and tribal-non-tribal status was not significant. (4) No 
difference was found in the attainment of autonomous level of moral 
judgement. The study has eight references. 


EDUCATIONAL ADMINISTRATION AND MANAGEMENT 

[226] Biswas, N.B. 1993. Physical Education Facilities in 

Arunachal Pradesh. The Primary Teacher, Vol. 18 (2-3), 5-8. 

Objectives: (i) To ascertain the status of facilities for physical edu¬ 
cation, and availability of play materials; (ii) position of physica^ 
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education teachers for imparting education; and (iii) provision of 
facilities for medical check-up of the children in the schools of 
Arunachal Pradesh. Method: The sample comprised 50 schools of 
live districts of Arunachal Pradesh. A survey was conducted for ob¬ 
taining information regaining various aspects of physical and health 
care in these schools. An Information schedule developed by the 
investigator was used to collect the data. Findings: (1) None of the 
schools had auditorium, five schools had gardens, 34 had indoor 
game equipments and 20 had outdoor game equipments. (2) Only 
five schools participated in the tournaments organized by the local 
clubs or associations or the government. (3) In the year 1988, 20 
schools arranged outdoor games although they did not have their 
own play-grounds and only Lwo schools arranged indoor games. 
Only three schools arranged picnics for their students and only one 
school had its scout troops. (4) The study further revealed that none 
of the schools provided with the sports equipments like volleyball 
and rubber-ball, air pump, ring, first-aid kits, etc. and none had 
musical instruments, (5) While the schools had proper ventilation, 
other sanitation facilities like toilets, dustbins, drainage, etc. were 
poor and only two-thirds of the school had arrangement for drink¬ 
ing water. (6) There was no regular supply of mid-day meal in all the 
schools. Most of the schools did not have any provision of first-aid. 
(7) Out of 50 schools, only 40 schools had not arranged medical 
examination of the children and only 10 schools were maintaining 
cards for medical check-up, provided by the medical department.

[227] Singh, Om Prakash and Singh, Reeta. 1998. Job Stress among 
Secondary School Teachers in Relation to Management, Sex 
and Marital Status. Indian Journal of Educational Research, Vol. 
17(2), 39-43. 

Objectives: (i) To find out the main and interactive effect of sex, 
marital status and management of secondary school teachers upon 
job stress; and (ii) the mean difference between male and female, 
married and unmarried and Navodaya and private school teachers 
on job stress. Method: The study was causal-comparative study. 
A sample of 100 teachers teaching at high school in private man¬ 
aged intermediate colleges of Jaunpur District and 50 teachers teach¬ 
ing high school subjects from the Navodaya Vidyalayas of Jaunpur 
and Azamgarh Districts were selected through stratified random 
sampling technique. 2x2x2 ex-post-facto factorial design was used 
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to see main and interactive effects. Organizational Role Scale con¬ 
structed and standardized by Udai Pareek was used for data-collec- 
tion. Information schedule prepared by the investigator had also 
been given to the subjects for collecting data on sex and marital 
status. Findings: (1) The main effects of the management, sex and 
marital status were significant. Teachers of private schools had 
higher level of job stress than the teachers of Navodaya schools. (2) 
Level of job stress was higher in both male and female private school 
teachers than the teachers of Navodaya schools. (3) Both married 
and unmarried teachers of private schools had higher job stress as 
compared to the teachers of Navodaya schools. (4) Both male and 
female teachers from privately managed institution had higher job 
stress. (5) The interactive effect of teachers’ marital status, man¬ 
agement and sex did not contribute anything to the teachers’ job 
stress. (6) There was no joint effect of three variables, i.e. manage¬ 
ment, sex and marital status was found on job stress. The study 
cites eight references. 


[228] Srivastava, R.K. 2000. Teachers' Perception to their 
Involvement in the Decision-making Process of the Head¬ 
masters. Indian Journal of Educational Research, Vol.19 (1), 
43-48. 

Objectives: The study explored the perceived involvement of teachers 
in the decision-making by the Headmaster in Saraswati Shishu 
Mandir Schools. Method: Normative Survey Research Method was 
adopted. A sample consisted 4u teachers up to age 30 from art 
discipline of three Saraswati Shishu Mandir School situated inTehrl 
city area was selected by purposive sampling technique. An 
opinionnaire containing 7 questions for assessing teachers’ involve¬ 
ment in decision-making developed by the investigator and distrib¬ 
uted among the teachers. The collected data were treated using 
percentage. Findings: (1) Nearly half of the teachers opined that 
the Headmasters discuss the problems prevailing in the school. But 
only around one- fourth said that the Headmasters seek the advice 
of the teachers on all occasions and nearly two-thirds opined that 
the Headmasters seek their advice on some occasions. (2) More or 
less same proportions of teachers perceived that their advices were 
considered in decision-making process. (3) More than two-thirds of 
the teachers were satisfied with the decisions only on some occa¬ 
sions and the similar proportion feel that the Headmaster is suc¬ 
cessful only on occasions in solving the-problems. The study cites 
no references. 
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[229] Taj. Hasseen. 1995. A Measure of Participation in School 
Administration for Teachers. Indian Journal of Psychomelry and 
Education, Vnl. 26(1], 57-60, 

Objective: It aimed to develop a scale on teachers' participation 
in school administration. Method: Thirty-four items initially in¬ 
cluded in the scale were administered to a sample of 300 second¬ 
ary school teachers selected at random in the city of Bangalore, 
Value obtained on item-total correlation was the basis for item 
selection. The test-retest and split-half reliability of the scale was 
established on a sample of 75 secondary school teachers of Ban¬ 
galore, Validity of the scale was established using content valid¬ 
ity. intrinsic validity, cross validity and item validity methods. 
Finding: The final scale consisted of 28 items. The test-retest 
reliability and split-half reliability was found out to be 0.76 and 
0.83 respectively and the Intrinsic validity ranged from 0.76 to 
0.83 and item validity ranged from 0.48 to 0.76. The study con¬ 
tains twelve references. 


EDUCATIONAL TECHNOLOGY 

[230] Aggarwal, Y.P. and Mohanty, Manisha. 1998. Effectiveness 
of Multi-media, Programmed Learning and Traditional Method 
of Teaching: A Meta Analytical Study of Indian Researches. 

Indian Educational Review, Vol. 34 (2), 57-66. 

Objectives: (i) To classify studies on various variables like main 
teaching methods as Programmed Learning Method (PLM), Multi- 
media Method (MM) and Traditional Method used, the type of popu¬ 
lation on which studies have been conducted and the courses of 
studies used; (li) to And out the effect sizes and other relative statis¬ 
tical indices; and (iii) to compare the effect sizes on the classifica¬ 
tion of studies. Method: The research studies were listed from 
First, Second, Third and Fourth Survey of Educational Research by 
M.B. Buch, ICSSR, NCERT, UGC Annual Reports, Indian Disserta- 
tion Abstracts, and doctoral theses collected from different libraries 
of Indian universities by visiting them personally served as a basic 
material for the study. This way 29 studies were selected for quan¬ 
titative analysis and further divided into 15 sub-classes on the ba¬ 
sis of variables like level of education (primary and secondary) and 
subjects of study (science and arts). The statistical findings of all 
the studies were taken and comparison of the treatment group, 
Multimedia method or programmed learning method vs Traditional 
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method was made. Effect-size estimation technique was applied for 
the purposive analysis. Descriptive statistics like range, mean, SD, 
chi-square and deltas were used also calculated. Findings: (1) The 
performance of an average student either taught by Programmed 
learning method or Multi-media method was superior to that of 
student taught by Traditional method. (2) Effect-size at Secondary 
level was found to be higher than that of primary level, that indi¬ 
cates that the modern method, i.e.. PLM or MM is more effective for 
secondary level as compared to primary level. (3) PLM and MM are 
more suited for the teaching and study of science as compared to 
arts. (4) In all comparisons of PLM vs TM and MM vs TM individu¬ 
ally revealed that each of these innovative methods was superior to 
TM in overall situation. The study cites ten references. 


[231] Blswal, Ashutosh. 1995. Development of Computer-based 
Time-space-personnel Management System. Ph.D., Edu. Devi 
Ahilya Vishwavidyalaya. Guide: Dr D.R. Goel. 

Objectives: (i) To study manually managed time-space-personnel 
management system; (ii) to obtain the views of administrators to¬ 
wards computer-based time-space-personnel management system 
in educational institutions; (iii) to develop computer-based software 
to analyze the time-space-personnel management system (time-table) 
of educational institutions in terms of time, space and personnel; 
(iv) to design, develop and Implement computer-based time-space- 
personnel management system in education institution; and (v) to 
study the reactions of teaching staffs of educational institution to¬ 
wards the time-table generated through computer-based time-space- 
personnel management system. Method: A sample of 54 Univer¬ 
sity Teaching Departments/ affiliated colleges with Indian univer¬ 
sities was selected randomly for the first two objectives. The time¬ 
table of semester and summer session of the Institute of Education, 
Devi Ahilya Vishwavidyalaya, Indore was taken as sample for the 
third objective. One Central School at Indore was taken as sample 
for the fourth objectives. Twenty-eight teaching staff of the central 
school at Indore was taken as sample for the last objective. The 
tools used for the study were, a questionnaire, computer-based time- 
space-personnel management analysis software, a computer-based 
time-space-personnel management system (TSPMS) and a five-point 
reaction scale developed by the researcher. Statistical technique 
like percentage and chi-square were used to analyse the data. 
Findings: (1) The administrators did not find the manual 
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time-table suitable to accommodate all curricular and co-curricu- 
lar activities and felt the need for computer-based time-table in 
place of manually prepared time-table. f2) Computer-based soft¬ 
ware lo analyze time-space-personnel management system was 
found effective to help administrators, teachers, TSPMS designers, 
students and visitors by creating dliferent formats of TSPMS for 
different purposes which helped institutions to manage their avail¬ 
able time, space and personnel effectively. (3) Time-table generated 
through computer-based timc-space-personnel-management sys¬ 
tem was found effective in terms of suitable allotment of periods, 
even distribution of different periods and persons, time-tabling of 
co-currlcular activities. (4) The. reaction of the teachers was found 
positive and significant in different aspects towards the time-tables 
generated through computer. 


[232] Chetanlal, Neera. 1998. The Production of Validation of 
Video Teaching-learning Material in Home Science for Senior 
Secondary Students of Delhi. Indian Educational Review. Vol. 33(1), 
143-146. 

Objectives: (1) To Investigate the comparative efficacy of video teach¬ 
ing-learning material (VTLM), video-aided instruction (VAI) and con¬ 
ventional teaching (CT) in achievement of concepts in selected units 
of home science for Class XII students: and (ii) to evaluate the 
attitude of students towards VLTMs. Method: Instructional 
material in the selected units of Home Science for three different 
treatments, viz. lesson plan for CT group, two video cassettes for 
VAI group were produced. The sample comprised 102 Class XII 
students, selected from three different schools situated within a 
radius of one km. The students were administered Raven’s Stan¬ 
dard Progressive Matrices (RSPM) and divided into three groups 
based on the scores into high, average and low intelligence and 
students from each of these groups were assigned to three treat¬ 
ment groups CT group, VTLM group and VAI group. The experi¬ 
ment was conducted for a stipulated period and the data was 
collected at three different stages, viz. pre-test, post-test using a 
Criterion-referenced achievement test and a retention test after a 
gap of ten days, The data were subjected to statistical analysis 
such as ANOVA, ‘t’ test, sum-of-rank test and chi-square test. 
Findings: (1) Pre-test scores of the three groups belonging to 
three levels of intelligence and their interaction effects were not 



found to be significant. (2) Students exposed to video-teaching- 
learning material and video-aided instruction achieved higher as 
compared to connectional teaching. (3) Video teaching-learning 
material and video-aided instruction were not found significantly 
different. (4) The students having low intelligence achieved higher 
when exposed to video teaching-learning material as compared to 
video-aided instruction. (5) On retention test scores, significant 
differences were observed in three different treatments. Students 
exposed to video teaching learning material and video-aided in¬ 
struction retained more concepts in home science as compared to 
conventional teaching. (6] Students exposed to video teaching¬ 
learning material achieved higher as compared to video-aided in¬ 
struction on retention test. (7) Majority of students had favourable 
attitude towards video teaching- learning material. No references. 


[233] Kumar, Niraj. 1998. Prospects and Problems in the Use of 
Educational Media: Case Study of an Agriculture University. 

Indian Educational Review, Vol. 34 (2), 90-98. 

Objective: The study attempted to explore the problems experienced 
by the teachers in using media in their classroom teaching in the 
context of Agriculture Universities in India. Method: A sample 
consisted randomly selected 104 teachers from six colleges located 
in the main campus of Govind Ballabh Pant University of Agricul¬ 
ture and Technology, Pantnagar. A questionnaire was used to gather 
information for the study. Activities identified by Verma and Bhaskar 
(1988) were considered to assess the professional orientation of 
teachers. The scale developed by Sinha (1977) to study attitude 
towards instructional media was also employed for data collection. 
Twelve problems related to personal (teachers'), media, infrastruc¬ 
ture facilities and administrative were identified on the available 
literature and pilot study. The identified problems were listed and 
teachers were asked to rank each of the problems on the three- 
point continuum. Total weightage Score (TWS) for each category of 
problems were calculated for the analysis of problem studied. 
Findings: (1) Majority of the teachers belonged to middle age group 
followed by young and old categories. (2) Most of the teachers had 
doctorate and had experience of studying under new system and a 
considerable number of teachers had foreign exposure during their 
academic career. (3) Maximum number of teachers have experience 
of less than 11 years in teaching and have served more than one 
organization. (4) It was found that by and large, teachers have 
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considerably higher professional orientation but they lacked train¬ 
ing in instructional media. (5) Most of the teachers have high 
favourable attitude towards instructional media. (6) Most of the 
teachers are highly aware of different instructional media but only 
a few felt that they had media-operating capability and media pro¬ 
duction capability. (7) The University has well-established media 
production and utilization system. The communication centre is 
well-equipped with required equipments, facilities and manpower. 
However while reacting on the problems faced, teachers ranked lack 
of own media production facilities as most important. (8) Majority 
of the teachers are using only chalkboard as a teaching aid. Charts 
and posters are other media used by about 79 per cent of teachers 
but only in some classes. Overall the level of media utilization 
by teachers is veiy poor. (9) The main three problems ranked by 
most of the teachers are, lack of own media production facilities 
followed by lack of financial support and availability of media. Eleven 
references are cited.

(234] Panchanatham, N. 1999. Psychologist and Auto-counselling 
bn the Academic Achievement of University Students. Journal 
of the Indian Academy of Applied Psychology . Vol.25(l-2), 143-146. 

Objective: The study was an attempt to understand the role of auto¬ 
counselling in enhancing the academic performance of individuals 
under the guidance of psychologists. Method: The study utilized a 
quasi-experimental design. A sample of 60 post-graduate students of 
both the sexes belonging to Faculties of Arts, Science, Education and 
Management with different cultural backgrounds who had failed in 
their first semester examination was selected randomly and divided 
into two groups as control and experimental. The experimental group 
underwent auto-counselling training by a psychologist.

Objective: The main objective of the study was to know the differ¬ 
ences in Sanskrit Education in Kerala and other parts of the coun¬ 
try during the period 1850-1950. Method: For the purpose of his¬ 
torical study, the long established schools were identified and the 
persons who established and the scholars, who studied in these 
schools at that time, were interviewed. Important official records of 
Travancore and Cochin and syllabus used at this stage were also 
studied. Findings: As compared to other parts of the country, the 
indigenous education in general and the Sanskrit Education in 
Kerala in particular continued under the patronage of kings of 
Travancore and Cochin and produced many reputed scholars. Not 
only students belonging to Hindu religion, but also by Christians 
and Mohammedans studied Sanskrit. They in turn established and 
taught in their own schools. The number of Sanskrit schools and 
students are found more than double at this age in comparison to 
that age. It was concluded that Sanskrit Education is very well 
developed in Kerala.

[237] Lalitha. T.V. 1998. Ideas to Spark Comprehension. The 

Primary Teacher, Vol. 23(1), 31-41. 

Objective: To find out the. extent of change in students' compre¬ 
hending ability as a result of activities undertaken by the teacher 
to develop levels of comprehension of ideas in Kannada language. 
Method: The study was carried out as an action research. Twenty- 
eight students of Class IV formed the experimental group. Pre-test 
containing items testing comprehension was administered. Sys¬ 
tematic meaningful, competency-based teaching-learning activi¬ 
ties were planned keeping the child in focus. A post-test was con¬ 
ducted after giving sufficient exercises in comprehension and ex¬ 
pression of ideas in Kannada language. The performance of the 
learners was analyzed using percentages and causes for non-mas¬ 
tery were identified. Finding : The pre-test showed that out of 28 
students of Class IV, slightly less than half of the class could come 
up to the expected level of comprehension. After working with chil¬ 
dren with specially constructed language learning activities, the 
post-test indicated an improvement in performance of the group 
with two-thirds of the students performing to the expected level of 
mastery. The observations during the treatment indicated lack of 
interest, slow in grasping, language problem, socio-economic fac¬ 
tors, long absence from classes and lack of parental support, 
supervision and guidance as the associated factors in the case 
of students not showing the expected level of performance.

The materials used for the 
activities were pictures, flash cards, real objects, toys and class¬ 
room situation. A climate was created for learning through general 
conversation mixed in mother tongue as well as in English.

Performance tests were given to test children’s performance in vari¬ 
ous activities. Findings: (1) Children who were non-achievers could 
not remember the constituent units or syllables. They had short 
attention span, health problem, and weak visual motor ability.

students, the socio-culture orientation, contextual appropriateness

[241] Bharadwaj, R. 1995. Development of Parenting Scale. Indian 
Journal of Psychometry and Education, Vol. 26 (2), 109-112. 

Objective: The study attempted to develop a parenting scale. 
Method: Eight modes of parenting were identified and items were 
constructed in relation to each mode of parenting. The first person¬ 
ality form of the scale was constructed with a provision of five alter¬ 
native responses to each item and was administered on a sample of 
75 students of under-graduate level. Correlations were found out 
between item responses with the total score. Modes of parenting 
items that show negative or very low co-efficient of correlations were 
dropped. The test-retest reliability of the scale was found out on a 
sample of 100 students. Findings: The study indicates that eight 
modes of parenting were identified, namely, Rejection vs Acceptance, 
Carelessness vs Projection, Neglect vs Indulgence, Utopian expec¬ 
tation vs Realism, lenient standard vs Morals, Freedom vs Disci¬ 
pline, Faculty role expectation vs Realistic role expectation and 
mortal conflict vs mortal adjustment. The final form of the scale 
had 40 items with a provision of five alternatives to each item. The 
test included five items, stated negatively, to check the habitual 
disposition of responses. Co-efficient of test re-test reliability was 
found to be .72 and co-efficient of reliabiliiy in parallel form was 
found to be .75. The study cites seven references. 
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[242] Chowdhury, Pinaki. 1993. Atomic Structure and Bonding: 
Analysis of Class XII Students’ Response. School Science , Vol. 
XXXI (4). 24-27. 

Objective: The study aimed to compare the performance on muli 
tiple-choice and short-answer type of tests. Method: A sample con¬ 
sisting of 68 students was selected from two reputed schools pre¬ 
paring students for the Central Board of Secondary Education, lo¬ 
cated in Bihar. The students were given the short-answer type bf 
test (containing eight questions) to answer within ten minutes; then 
the objective-type test (which contained the same questions in the 
same order) was given to answer. Both the papers were comparted 
and analyzed for the students’ response. Mean, SD, and percentage 
were employed for data analysis. Findings: Students perforated 
better on objective type test form as compared to short-answer type 
on same problems. Though the students had acquired some 
knowledge yet they lacked ability in organizing knowledge, i.e. know¬ 
ledge of proper conceptions. That is why the performance of saifie 
students differed from the objective to the short-answer type of ques¬ 
tions.

Styles Inventory. Journal of the Indian Academy of Applied 
Psychology, Vol. 25 (1-2), 91-98. 

Objective: The study attempted to develop a test or inventory to 
measure children’s learning styles within the age group of 5 to 15 
years. Method: Learning Style Inventory consisting of 52 items 
developed for measuring Adult Learning Styles was used to identify 
24 items that could be represented by pictures supported by simple 
text to evolve a Learning Style Inventory for children. The test in¬ 
cluded four dimensions namely, concrete experience, active experi¬ 
mentation, abstract conceptualization and reflective observation. 
The test was validated using Cattell's Personality Questionnaire. A 
sample of 162 students, both boys and girls of age ranging from 
8-12 years selected randomly from three classes located in Delhi. 
Findings: (1) It was observed that students of third grade needed 
more attention than fourth and fifth graders. (2) The concurrent 
validity between LSI and CPQ was significantly high and test was 
considered to be highly valid. Reliability of the test was observed to 
be high and consistent (3) The children enjoyed giving LSI test rather 
than the conventional paper-pencil test. (4) The LSI was also found 
helpful for the teachers not only to understand their class better 
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but also to apply strategy to teach slow learners, children who get 
distracted easily, etc. The study contains seven references.

Objectives: (i) To assess the effectiveness of peer-tutoring on the 
development of spatial abilities in teaching geography; and (11) to 
compare peer-tutoring with traditional method as an instrument in 
developing the discovery attitude of spatial abilities in teaching of 
geography. Method: The sample comprised 415 male and female 
urban students of the age group 11+ to 16+ years, studying in the 
junior high school classes in Agra city, affiliated to the Uttar Pradesh 
Board of Education, Allahabad, and the Central Board of Second¬ 
ary Education, Delhi. Mixed Type. Group Intelligence Test by 
Mehrotra (1975) and Spatial Ability Test in geography by Gyanany 
and Pahuja (1992) were used for data collection. The collected data 
were treated with mean, SD, ‘t’ test, ANOVA and ANCOVA. 
Findings: (1) The peer-tutoring strategy was found to be a highly 
effective instrument for developing the spatial ability of the stu¬ 
dents in geography subjects. (2) The hypothesis that students who 
are taught by peer-tutoring method do not differ significantly In 
their spatial ability from those taught by the traditional method is 
not sustained. (3) Even after partitioning out the variance caused 
by the intelligence in spatial ability of geography, the mean gain 
achieved by the group taught by peer-tutoring was significantly 
higher than the mean gain achieved by group taught by the tradi¬ 
tional teaching method.

Objective: The study is an action research taken up with a view: (i) 
to involve children in the process of generative thinking; (ii) to list 
out the tracks and ideas along with children think for a common 
school problem; and (iii) to consolidate and analyze student’s gen¬ 
erative thinking ideas. Method: The sample consisted of 40 stu¬ 
dents within the age group of 13-15 years studying at Rajghat 
Beasant School, Varanasi, belonging to upper-middle economic 
strata selected for the study. The school problem: “How to improve 
the school campus?” was taken up as a thinking exercise and the 
students were asked to write at least three tracks and four ideas 
across each track of thinking within 15 minutes on the plain paper.

Non-parametric statistical technique, chi-square 
was employed. Finding: If given proper opportunity, children can 
provide generative thinking ideas significantly higher than those 
expected by their teachers.

Effectiveness of Developmental 
Model in Teaching Geometrical Theorems on Development of 
Higher Cognitive Abilities and Achievement among Class IX

Patted. 

Objectives: (i) To compare the effectiveness of developmental and 
traditional models of teaching geometrical theorems in developing 
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inducto-deductive, analytico-synthetic, and achievement among 
Class IX pupils; (ii) to investigate the interaction between ‘treat¬ 
ments’ and ‘levels of pupils' with reference to achievement; and (ill) 
to investigate if pupils retain inducto-deductive reasoning abilities, 
analytico-synthetic reasoning abilities, and achievement gained 
through developmental model of teaching. Method: A sample con¬ 
sisted of two matched groups each of 30 students of Class IX se¬ 
lected on the basis of Standard Progressive Matrices test. The two 
groups were randomly selected as the control and the experimental 
groups.

Master of Philosophy (M.Phil) theses in education from the library 
of VOC College of Education, Tuticorin. Normative survey method 
was employed.

Findings: (1) Sixty- 
four journals are available in VOC College of Education Library in¬ 
cluding foreign journals out of which, 12 journals are in the area of 
Higher Education Research and seven journals are in the area of 
Administration in Education.

Method.: The sample of the 
study consisted of 80 students from two sections of Class IX of the 
Government Senior Higher Secondary School, Kurukshetra, 
Haiyana. Tools used to collect the data were Raven’s Progressive 
Matrices and Kulshreshtha's Socio-economic Status Scale, the les¬ 
son plan format and worksheet, five value tests, the dialogue ob¬ 
servation scale, the vei-bal fluency test are developed and standard¬ 
ized by the investigator. The collected data were analyzed using Mean, 
SD., four-way (2x2x2x2) ANOVA, Chi-square, ‘t’ test, and (2x2x9) 
and (2x2x3), three-way ANOVA. The effect of jurisprudential inquiry 
model (JIM) of teaching on value preferences has been measured 
with the help of five value tests. Findings: (1) JIM of teaching was 
more effective than conventional method In developing the ability to 
extrapolate the matters pertaining to the value of untouchability, 
citizenship and self-discipline. (2) In case of the values of scientific 
outlook and co-operation, both the approaches were found more or 
less equally effective. JIM was more effective in developing the abil¬ 
ity to identify matters pertaining to the value of scientific outlook 
while in case of the values of untouchability, citizenship, self-disci¬ 
pline and cooperation both the treatments were found more or less 
equally effective. (3) Both the treatments were found more or less 
equally effective in changing the preferences for all the five values 
among students. (4) JIM of teaching was found more effective than 
conventional method in developing the ability to differentiate the 
values of untouchability, scientific outlook and cooperation. (5) JIM 
of teaching was also found more effective than conventional method 
in developing the ability to differentiate the values of citizenship 
and self-discipline among high intelligent students.

Method: A sample comprised 25 
primary schools of seven districts of Delhi (six schools from rural 
areas and rest of the schools from urban area), out of which twenty 
schools were co-educational, four were boys and one school was 
exclusively for girls. School Questionnaire to collect all the informa¬ 
tion about schools. Headmaster Questionnaire, Educational Prac¬ 
tices Questionnaire, Investigator's Diary for recording their Obser¬ 
vations during the visits, question paper for Class III and report 
cards were employed to collect the data. The collected data were 
analyzed qualitatively. Findings: (1) The heads of Public Schools 
and Kendriya Vidyalayas were quite aware of CCE. In aided schools 
only one head out of four knew about it and in NDMC schools the 
heads of Nayyug Schools, MCD schools and private unrecognized 
schools were totally unaware of CCE. (2) It was assessed that the 
Central Schools and public schools not only evaluate the students 
on their scholastic areas but give equal weightage to non-scholastic 
areas as well. They try to evaluate the social and personal qualities 
and interest of children in various fields and reports them in their 
report cards, whereas government and MCD schools evaluate their 
pupils for cleanliness only as far as social and personal qualities 
are concerned. (3) Heads of all the schools agreed that evaluation 
was a continuous process. They all have regular class test, term 
test and half yearly and annual examination. Some public schools 
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had no examination followed by continuous and meticulous evalu¬ 
ation throughout the session through class test, assignments class 
work and project work. One public school was preparing individual 
profiles of each student. (4) The heads of government schools, MCD 
schools, unrecognized private schools and most of the aided schools 
were unaware with the purpose of evaluation in improving the learn¬ 
ing achievement of the children. They thought that the main pur¬ 
pose of the evaluation was only to find out how much the children 
had learnt. (5) It was found that no conscious effort was made by

(2) The predominant view that cognition is a 
computation, i.e. rule governed, manipulation of internal symbolic 
representation, and that mind is the device for computation, is un¬ 
tenable, for it cannot account for the 'phenomenal', ‘qualitative’ or 
subjective and features like intenlionality do not find a proper place 
within this model. (3) Cognitive science also make certain method¬ 
ological assumption namely, that the scientific study of cognition is 
individualistic in its approach and that the cognitive faculty can be 
analyzed into a number of capacities by appealing to which the 
capacities of the mind as a whole is explained. Conclusion: A proper 
amount of the human cognitive processes couldn't be provided with¬ 
out taking into account what cognitive neuro-biology has to offer.

Information regarding tenure of par¬ 
ticipation, level of participation, duration of training, parents edu¬ 
cation, father’s profession, income, sports background and parents’ 
encouragement for game were considered as the predictors of per¬ 
formance. The performance of the players was rated at 10-point 
scale by a panel of three experts during the tournament. The col- 
'ected data were statistically analyzed using Multiple Regression 
analysis. Findings: (1) There is a positive association between 
psychosocial factors and performance. (2) Duration of training and 
experience improves the command and control on strategy result¬ 
ing in improved performance. (3) Parents’ education also emerged 
as predictor of performance.

Objectives: (i) To find out the nutritional status of the children 
from birth to six years; (U) to study the physical growth of pre-school 
children (birth to six years); (iii) to assess the dietary pattern and 
nutrient intakes of children; (iv) to compare the nutrient and mal¬ 
nourished children; and (v) to suggest the intervention programmes 
to raise the nutritional status of malnourished children. Method: 
The sample comprised 1400 males and 1400 females within the age 
group of 0 to 6 years who belonged to rural areas of Jammu prov¬ 
ince and to low socio-economic status selected through stratified 
multistage random sampling method. The data were collected with 
the help of self-made questionnaire, discussions and personal 
contacts with the parents of the subjects. The collected data was 
treated using mean, median, range, SD, SEM, correlation and per¬ 
centiles. Findings: (1) Measurements depicted that there was rapid 
increase in weight up to one year of age in both sexes. There was no 
difference in weight in both the sexes till 48 months, after this age 
males were heavier than females. (2) Height shows sex differences; 
males were taller than females at all ages. Both male and female 
children till the 9 months of age matched with NCHS standards, 
but at later age they were far below the national standards. (3) Mean 
head circumference was higher in male children than females but 
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head circumference was lower than NIN standards. (4) In the mid¬ 
upper arm circumference there was no sex difference observed up 
to 6 months that of male children had higher values. According to 
Gomez's classification (weight for age) only 34 per cent males and 
40 per cent females were normal and remaining 66 per cent males 
and 60 per cent females suffered from mild to moderate degree of 
malnutrition. (5) When clinically observed, deficiency signs of pro¬ 
tein calorie malnutrition, vitamin-A deficiency followed by iron and 
folic acid deficiency were found among all children. 


[2641 Singh, Rajbir. 1998. A Study of Physical Growth Patterns 
of Psychomotor Performance of Students. Ph.D., Edu. University 
of Delhi Guide: Prof. U.S. Sharma. 

Objectives: (I) To study tire growth patterns and rate of growth of 
20 kin-anthropometries and 4 athletic performance variables and 
their inter-relationships; (ii) to develop specific growth and develop¬ 
ment standards and criterion for predicting adult physical status of 
adolescent boys; (iii) to evolve some simple methods and procedures 
for evaluating physique and physical fitness and develop norms for 
the Delhi Jat Boys; and (iv) compare the physical characteristics of 
Delhi Jat boys with their counterpart in India and abroad. Method: 
The sample comprised 389 boys within the age group of 10 to 20 
years. It was limited to only one community (endogamous group), 
i.e. Jat Rural boys of Delhi. The subject were divided in 11 sub¬ 
groups by age and each group consisted of at least 30 boys and 
more, who had never participated In formal activities of sports from 
14 educational institutional situated in Delhi. The reliable tools have 
been used to collect the data. The collected data were treated with 
the help of mean, S.D., co-efficient of correlation (r), co-efficient of 
variance (CV) percentiles, range, graphs diagrams and other indi¬ 
ces. Findings: (1) All variables show the pattern of gradual 
increase with age from 10-20 years and sharp growth spurt at the 
age of nearly 15.5 years besides skin folds variables, which fluctu¬ 
ated through all ages. All gross body, skeletal body and athletic 
performance variables have shown nearly same pattern of changes 
with age. (2) The specific growth norms have been evolved for evalu¬ 
ation of height status of Delhi Jat Rural Boys. The ready reckoner 
has been constructed to predict the physical status of pre-adoles¬ 
cent boys at the time of adulthood. Least variability has been found 
in the skeletal measures and maximum variability has been found 
in the skinfold variables and endomorphic component of somato 
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type (C.V. of height is 5.43 and C.V. of supra-illiac skinfold is 37.00). 
{3) In comparison of Delhi Jat boys with other population, the growth 
spurt is same at the age of 15.5 years in comparison with Haryana 
Jat boys but one year delayed with Sikh Jat boys of Punjab. Delhi 
Jat boys are lighter than American, Czech and Polish boys are heavier 
than Tibetan, Chinese and Japanese. 


[265] Srivastava, S.S, and Verma, D.P. 1999. Effect of Toga 
Education on Students: An Experimental Study. Indian Journal 
of Educational Research, Vol. 18(2), 37-54. 

Objectives: (i) To find out effects of yogic practices on the physical 
development, namely breath control (chest expansion) by inhaling 
long breath and exhaling it, increase in height, weight, elasticity of 
backbone and grip strength among Vidya Bharti students: and (ii) 
the effects of yogic exercise on the self-confidence, state anxiety 
and adjustment among Vidya Bharti students. Method: The sample 
comprised 411 students with age ranged 14-16 years selected 
through incidental purposive sampling from eight randomly selected 
Vidya Bharati schools of Delhi, Uttar Pradesh, Madhya Pradesh and 
Bihar. Two groups were formed. The groups were equated in age, 
academic achievement, and socio-economic status. Experimental 
group was given 40 minutes school period for yogic exercise. Mea¬ 
suring tape, weighing-machine and grip strength measuring ma¬ 
chine were used to measure the physical variables. Self-confidence 
scale prepared and standardized by Pandey (1995), State Anxiely 
Scale prepared and standardized by Singh (1995) and Samayojan 
. Parak Prashnawali (SPP) constructed and standardized by Bhartiya 
Shiksha Shodh Sansthan, Lucknow (1996) were administered. Data 
were collected separately during the pre-test and post-test. Mean, 
SD and ‘t’-test were employed for data analysis. Findings: (1) The 
yogic exercises are helpful in the increase of chest expansion, height 
and grip strength and the decrease of the bulk in the body. 
(2) Yogic exercises are extremely helpful in increasing self-confi¬ 
dence. (3) The non-practising yoga students had not shown any 
changes in their state of anxiety but a definite shift was found 
from higher state anxiety to lower state anxiety among yoga 
practicsing student. Thus it is concluded that yogic exercises are 
extremely helpful in improving the mental harmony and peace. (4) 
The superiority of yogic practices was also found helpful in in¬ 
creasing the level of adjustment. Conclusion: Yoga based educa¬ 
tion certainly helps in the all-round development of the child.

Academic 
achievement, Anxiety and Self-confidence among Best Athletes 
of Vidya Bharati. Indian Journal of Educational Research, Vol. 17 
(2), 5-15. 

Objectives: (1) To find out the relationship among Anxiety, Self- 
confidence and Academic Achievement among the Athletes from 
Vidya Bharati School competing in the Tenth All India Athletic Meet 
(Akhil Bhartiya Khel-Kud Samaroh) organized by Vidya Bharati; and 
(ii) compare the levels of Anxiety, Self-confidence and Academic 
Achievement across gender, region and between participants clas¬ 
sified as fresh and repeat participants in the meet. Method.: The 
sample consisted of 404 athletes drawn from around 600 partici¬ 
pating in the National Meet Personal for testing the relationship 
among the three variables. However for the purposes of comparison 
among boys and girls with respect to Anxiety and Self-confidence 
the sample used was 520 participants. Personal Data Bank (PDB) 
maintained by Bharatiya Siksha Shodh Sansthan, Lucknow was 
used to obtain personal information and achievement records of 
the students. State Anxiety Scale (SAS) prepared and standardized 
by Singh had been used for measuring state anxiety of the subjects. 
Self-confidence scale constructed and standardized by Pandey was 
used for measuring self-confidence. Mean, S.D., ‘t’ test of signifi¬ 
cance of difference of mean and Pearson’s product moment Co-effi¬ 
cient of correlation were employed to analyze the data. Findings: 
(1) Top athletes of Vidya Bharati School were also high academic 
achievers. (2) Girl athletes were found more superior in academic 
' achievement than bays. (3) In general the athletes showed higher 
anxiety as compared to the standardization sample. Anxiety rate 
among girls was significantly higher than that of boys. (4) The level 
of self-confidence was found superior in Vidya Bharati athletes as 
compared to standardization mean. (5) All the three variables, i.e. 
academic achievement, anxiety and self-confidence were found posi¬ 
tively related. The study contains seven references. 

[267] Srivastava, Abhay Kumar. 1995. A Personality Profile of 
Dr Kokardekar and His Contribution to Evaluation in Physical 
Education. Ph.D., Edu. H.V.P. Mandal’s AmravaLi (M.S.). Guide: 
Dr S.H. Deshpande. 

Objective: The study is a case study of the personality of 
Dr Kokardekar and his contribution to the field of physical educa¬ 
tion. Method: The data covering the personality of Dr Kokardekar 
was found scattered in the literature of contemporary period. The 
literature referred was of following nature: Magazines, Newspapers, 
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Books, Reports, Government Publications and Correspondence, 
Office records. Findings: Kokardekar’s contributions in the area of 
Physical Education were in the form of scholarly articles, formula 
for calculating ideal weight, formula for classifying the normal phy¬ 
sique. formula of physical fitness status and development of Physi¬ 
cal Efficiency Test. The study reveals that Kokardekar’s personality 
was unique in more than one ways , not only because of his out¬ 
standing work in the field of physical education, but also his active 
involvement in other walks of life. The study contains 206 refer¬ 
ences.

[268] Agarwal, Rekha and Kapoor, Mala. 1998. Parents’ 
Participation in Children’s Academic Activities in Relation to 
their Academic Achievement at the Primary Level. Journal of 
Indian Education, Vol. XXIII(4), 61-68. 

Objective: The study attempted to explore the effect of different 
ways of parents' participation in their children’s academic activities 
in relation to their academic achievement. Method: A sample of 
parents of 42 children studying in Class II-V from one primary school 
of Ghaziabad city for the study. Mangalam self-report of parents’ 
participation in children's academic activities and annual examina¬ 
tion scores were the two tools used for the study. 2x2 fold chi-square 
test had been applied. Findings: (1) Parents giving direction and 
guidance at appropriate time contribute towards the better perfor¬ 
mance of their children in school. (2) Intrusiveness in parents’ 
participation in their academic activities does not significantly in¬ 
fluence children's' academic achievement. (3) Parents' neglect and 
ignoring children’s academic activities in relation to their achieve¬ 
ment is not conducive for better performance. The study contains 
eleven references. 


[269] Chakrabarti, Sharmistha. 1998. Impact of Music and Sports 
on Primary School Children. Indian Educational Review, Vol. 34 
[2], 110-118. 

Objectives: (i) To find out the contribution of music and sports 
towards education and promotion of learning process in terms of 
retention of subject content: (ii) the impact of introduction of mu¬ 
sic and sports on personality development as reflected in charge 
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of behaviour of the children (as per rating by school teachers, par¬ 
ents and concerned music teachers); (iii) whether introduction of 
music and sports has improved attendance of the students; and 
(iv) to study the development of skills in music and sports through 
the introduction of music and sports in primary schools. 
Method: A sample of 420 students of 42 primary schools in three 
blocks of Howrah District, where music and sports have been in¬ 
troduced, were selected randomly and their respective parents and 
all teachers of these schools were included in the study. Nineteen 
concerned music and sports teachers and three supervisors were 
interviewed. Opinion schedules for teachers, parents, students and 
concerned music and sports teachers were employed for data 
collection. Percentage, mean, SD and chi-square were employed 
for the analysis of the data. Findings: (1) Majority of the teach¬ 
ers, students and parents possessed favourable attitude towards 
the introduction of music and sports in tire schools. (2) All of 
them gave equal emphasis on the role of music and sports in pro¬ 
moting learning process and also in the development of personal¬ 
ity. (3) Students were found very enthusiastic and full of Joy when 
the subject contents were taught through music. (4) Majority of 
the teachers, students and parents opined that music and 
sports were helpful in developing the skills and talents among 
children. (5) Differences were noticed between teachers and 
parents in their opinion on development of talent and skills and 
improvement of attendance. Conclusion: Teaching at primary level 
can be made attractive and school effectiveness can be improved 
through the introduction of music and sports. Three references 
are cited. 


[270] Goel, Manlsha. 1996. Arithmetic Difficulties among Primary 
Grade Children. Indian Journal ofPsychometry and Education, Vol. 
27(1), 7-11. 

Objectives: (i) To study whether there is any significant difference 
in the number of errors made by children at each grade level; (ii) to 
find out the areas of difficulty faced by children at each grade level; 
and (iii) to study the differences in the nature of errors made by 
high and low achievers. Method: A stratified random sample of 90 
children, 18 from each grade, was randomly selected from Classes 
I to V belonging to the school of Banasthali Vidyapith University, 
Rajasthan-equal number of boys and girls at high, average and low 
proficiency level in arithmetic, as indicated by their arithmetic teach¬ 
ers’ ratings. Self-made achievement test of arithmetic was used for 
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data collection. The collected data were treated with percentage ra¬ 
tio of errors, mean, S.D, ‘t* test, and ANOVA. Findings: (1) The 
total number of errors made by children in different grades varied 
significantly. (2) Areas of difficulty in arithmetic were different for 
each grade as the complexity increases grade-wise. (3) Difficulties 
were mainly due to incorrect conceptualizations, inability to master 
basic facts and the use of incorrect operation while solving the prob¬ 
lem. (4) Nature of errors made by high and low achievers was found 
to be different. Number problems, errors of basic fact, algorithm 
and incorrect operation were most common in low achievers. High 
achievers made comparatively less errors than low achievers. The 
study cites nine references. 


[271] Kumudhavalll, S. 1999. Relationship between the Medium 
of Instruction and Academic Achievement and Adjustment of 
Primary School Children. Ph.D., Edu. S.N.D.T. Women’s University. 
Guide: Dr. R. Kamath. 

Objectives: (i) To compare the academic achievement and adjust¬ 
ment of children in Clsses II, III and IV in relation to the medium of 
instruction: (ii) to compare progressive changes in achievement and 
adjustment over the years in relation to the medium of instruction; 
and (iii) to compare the academic achievement and adjustment of 
children from the two media of instruction in relation to the 
variables of gender, parental education and parental income. 
Method: The sample comprised 539 students of Classes II, III and 
IV, selected by simple random sampling from two private schools of 
the central suburb of Mumbai. Pre-tested Interview schedule to elicit 
the background information about the children; annual marks of 
the children for two consecutive years in three subjects, i.e. lan¬ 
guage (English, Gujarati), Mathematics and Environmental Science, 
and adjustment inventories for children, parents and teachers re¬ 
garding scholastic adjustment of children were developed by the 
investigator. The collected data was analyzed with the help of mean, 
S.D., *t’ tests, correlation and analysis of variance. Findings: (1) 
The profiles of the two groups of children in relation to family back¬ 
ground revealed that parents of children studying in English me¬ 
dium had better education and income than the other group. (2) 
The two groups did not differ significantly in the aggregate marks 
scored. But English medium children had performed better in Math¬ 
ematics and Gujarati medium had scored higher in Environmental 
Science. (3) Both the groups scored lower in the examination as 
they progressed to higher standards. (4) The aggregates scored in 
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the adjustment inventories showed no significant difference between 
the groups. The study has one hundred eight references. 


1272] Pachaury, A.C. 1993. Drawing Euclidean Figures: Ability of 
Six, Seven, Eight Year Olds. School Science. Vol. XXXI (4), 31-36. 

Objectives: The present study was aimed to find out the following 
research questions: (i) Do Indian subjects of six, seven and eight 
years of age accurately draw the Euclidean figures, namely, a rhom¬ 
bus bisected horizontally, an oblique cross, and a vertical and hori¬ 
zontal cross? and (ii) Are there any gender and age differences in 
accurately drawing these Euclidean figures? Method.: The sample 
consisted of 135 children, both boys and girls of the middle class 
background. The subjects were given a cyclostyled sheet, on which 
five Euclidean figures were drawn. Enough space was provided be¬ 
low each of the figures to facilitate the child to draw the figures 
accurately. The tasks were administered to the students in their 
regular classrooms. The students took about 10-12 minutes to draw 
the figures. The data was analyzed using percentages. CR and one¬ 
way ANOVA. Findings: (1) The tasks had different difficulty val¬ 
ues. (2) None of the students of the ages 6, 7 and 8 reached the 
desirable level of development on any of the tasks excepting the 8 
year old girls on task IV (a vertical and horizontal cross). (3) Gender 
differences also did not exist on these tasks except on tasks II and 
III in favour of boys of 7 years of age. (4) The three age group stu¬ 
dents were found to differ among themselves with regard to the 
drawings of square bisected diagonally, a rhombus, an oblique cross, 
and a vertical and horizontal cross. Conclusion: In terms of devel¬ 
opmental changes across the ages studied, phenomenon of regres¬ 
sion is noted. It was found that many students did not reach the 
perfect score of 2 on any of the tasks. Three references are cited. 


[273] Pachaury, A.C, 1994. Disadvantaged Elementary School 
Children: Their Concept of Death and Its Causes. School Science, 
Vol. XXXII (2), 42-49. 

Objectives: (i) To ascertain the concept of death held by elemen¬ 
tary school students of disadvantaged category studying in Class III 
to Class VI; and (ii) to find out the reasons the students ascribe to 
the universality and irrevocability of death. Method: The sample 
consisted of 197 students of Class III through Class VI of a Hindi 
medium elementary school located in the interior of Kesla Block of 



Hoshangabad District. Interview method was adopted for data col¬ 
lection. The collected data was treated with percentage. Complete 
stenographic notes were taken for each student. In order to ascer¬ 
tain the reasoning pattern related to the death concepts, protocols 
were analyzed and categorized into three groups of explanations, 
viz. socially acquired explanations, physiologically oriented expla¬ 
nations, and philosophically toned explanations. Findings: (1) In 
response to the question, “What is death?" majority of the subjects 
gave socially acquired meanings of 'death'. (2) There was a shift on 
the reasoning pattern from socially acquired concept to the physi¬ 
ological explanations on why people die. (3) Mejortty of children 
from Class III to Class VI advanced explanations that were associ¬ 
ated with the concepts of life like Old age. Illness, Hunger, Energy 
loss. Smoking and Use of drugs. These children also attributed death 
due to the failure of heart and cessation of respiration In the indi¬ 
vidual. (4) In response to the question, "What happens to a dead 
person?” about 50 per cent of the children of Class III and VI gave 
descriptive explanations, while the number of such children de¬ 
creased for Class V and VI. Almost an equal number of children of 
Class IV to Class VI showed supernatural orientation to this 
question. (5) In response to the question, "What happens to a 
buried person?” the majority of Ss of Class III and IV gave explana¬ 
tions which fell Into socially-acquired concepts, whereas the 
responses of the students of Class V and VI were physiologically- 
oriented. Although the majority of students across the Classes have 
responded in affirmation to the questions, “ Does every living thing 
die? Why” and “Will every living thing die?” ana “ Can a dead person 
become alive again? Why?" none of them gave any explanation for it 
to happen or not to happen. The study cites one reference. 


[2741 Saxena, Kusum. 1998. Understanding Number 1 to 10 
through Demonstration. The Primary Teacher, Vol. 23(1), 63-65. 

Objective: To make the children understand ordinal numbers and 
the major differences between cardinal and ordinal numbers in Math¬ 
ematics In Class II. Method; The sample consisted of 30 Class II B 
students of D. M. School, Bhopal, Three activities were developed 
and implemented on children to make them understand cardinal 
and ordinal numbers. To assess the achievement level of the learn¬ 
ers, oral and written test-items were prepared keeping in view bring¬ 
ing each learner to the expected minimum level of competency. The 
assessment was done through individual activity, i.e. oral activity 
and written activity. Remedial measures were formulated keeping 
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in mind the individual needs of the learners. Self-learning 
experiences were provided. Peer-group teaching was performed. 
Findings: (1) The number of non-masters was reduced after sec¬ 
ond short competency-based test. (2) It was found that 80 per cent 
of the students could master the competency and proceeded to the 
next competency. (3) The remedial measures had helped the non¬ 
masters to improve the performance during the second test.

[275] Agarwal. Neeta. 1997. Attributlonal Analysis in Young 
Children: A Test of Weiners’ Model. Ph.D., Psy. Kumaun University. 
Guide: Dr. (Ms) Aradhana Shukla. 

Objectives: (i) To ascertain the impact of chronological age on causal 
attribution, inter-personal relationship and locus of control; (ii) the 
relative efficacy of varying levels of experimental deprivation on the 
causal perception of children; (ill) the developmental impact of ex¬ 
periential deprivation on scholastic tasks, causal attribution and 
locus of control; (iv) the derivational disparity in causal attribution 
in relation to inter-personal relationship; (v) the impact of types of 
interaction on the causal attribution of children; and (vi) the 
relative efficacy of experiential deprivation on locus of control. 
Method: The sample comprised 200 children of various schools of 
Almora with the age ranged from 8-9 and 10-11 years. The tools 
used for the collection of data were deprivation scale by Shukla and 
Mishra, situation based story formation and locus of control by 
Shukla. QuartUe Deviation and Analysis of Variance were used for 
data analysis. Findings: (1) In general external causes were attrib¬ 
uted to success/failure than the internal causes. Stress on inter¬ 
nal causes increased with age. (2) Low deprived children focussed 
more on internal causes as compared to their high-deprived coun¬ 
terpart. (2) Impact of experiential deprivation accentuated with age. 
All domains of experiential deprivation were found positively and 
highly correlated with causal attribution. (3) The amount of causal 
attribution was higher and increases with age. (4) Deprivation dis¬ 
crepancy in causal attribution accentuated with age. All indepen¬ 
dent variables in sum significantly influence the causal attribution 
pattern. (5) Motivation, effort, ability, task difficulty, luck, mood, 
stable effort and task interest were used in that order as causal 
attributes in situations involving parents. Children produced more 
causal explanation in situations involving parents. (6) In situations 
involving peers, highest rate of causal explanation favours luck,

followed by mood, ability, task difficulty, effort, stable effort, task 
interest and motivation. (7) Internal locus of control was favoured 
with increase in chronological age. (8) Stable causes were highly 
shared by internally controlled children while unstable causes were 
highly shared by externally controlled children at every dimension 
of causal attribution. Information regarding references is not available. 


[2761 Behera, Amarendra Prasad. 1993. Rural-urban Differences 
in Intelligence. The Primary Teacher, Vol. 18(2-3), 40-44. 

Objective: The study alms to find out the differences in the level of 
intelligence among the children belonging to rural and urban 
areas. Method: The sample consists of 80 six graders (40 from 
rural and 40 from urban background) of two Jawahar Navodaya 
Vidyalayas located at two districts (one rural and one urban) in 
Orissa. The data was collected when these students were about to 
be promoted to the next class, after their one-year stay In these 
Vidyalayas. Verbal intelligence test by Mehrotra (MGTI, 1984) and 
Non-verbal Raven's Colour Progressive Matrices (CPM.1960) were 
used for the collection of data. Deviation Intelligence Quotient (DIQ) 
was calculated by converting the raw scores into standard scores, 
to analyze the data, ‘t’ test was employed to find out the significant 
difference between the intelligence test scores of rural and urban 
students. Finding: The urban students of Navodaya Vidyalayas 
scored significantly higher on verbal intelligence, but did not show 
significant difference on Non-verbal measure. No references. 


[277] Dangwal, Kiran Lata. 2000. A Study of the Relationship of 
Reaction to Frustration and Academic Achievement of Class V 
Students. Indian Journal of Educational Research, Vol. 19 (1), 49- 
55. 

Objectives: (I) To study direction of aggression, reaction to frustra¬ 
tion and group conformity rating of boys and girls; and (ii) to study 
the relationship between academic achievement and direction of 
aggression, types of reaction to frustration and group conformity. 
Method: A sample of 70 students (35 girls and 35 boys) of Class V 
of 5 cooperating schools of Lucknow was selected randomly for the 
study. Indian adaptation of Rasenzweig Picture Frustration by 
DrUdai Pareek was used. The academic achievement was assessed 
by percentage marks obtained by students in all subjects. 
Findings: (1) Relationship between intro-punitiveness and 
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academic achievement and extro-punitiveness and academic 
achievement were not found significant among boys, girls and total 
group. (2) In boys, impunitiveness and academic achievement were 
found significantly and directly correlated to each other. On the 
other hand obstacle dominance and academic achievement were 
found inversely correlated to each other. The relationship between 
ego defense and academic achievement was highly significant and 
strong. (3) Whereas in girls, none of the categories of the frustration 
measure were related with academic achievement at significant level. 
Conclusion: These findings confirmed that the boys and the girls react 
in different ways in situations. The study contains ten references. 


[2781 Dhila, B.D. and Yagnik, L.R. 1999. A Study of Personality 
Differences between Pupils of Sainik and Non-sainik Schools. 

Journal of the Indian Academy of Applied Psychology, Vol 25(1-2), 
147-150. 

Objective: The aim of the study was to investigate the differences 
in personality structure of male students of sainik and non-sainik 
schools. Method: The sample consisted of 160 randomly selected 
boys of Classes VIII and IX which included 80 from Sainik School.

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preference styles of high and low attitude of Physics students. 
Method: A sample of 300 boys and 300 girls of Class X were se¬ 
lected from the schools of twin cities of Hyderabad and 
Secunderabad. Physics Cognitive Preference Styles Test having 20 
items and developed by Sexena (1986) and Attitude towards Phys¬ 
ics Scale developed by Sexena (1986) were used for data collection.

Objective: The study aims to find out the relationship between 
Machiavellians and six personality trails, namely: dominance, emo¬ 
tional stability, ego strength, responsibility, proudness and deci¬ 
siveness. Method: A sample of 300 male college students of Degree 
Classes with mean age of 18 years were randomly selected from the 
colleges of Saharsa and Madhipura Districts of Bihar. The tools used 
to collect data were Hindi version Machiavellian Scale (Mach-Scale) 
by the author and Hindi version of Differential Personality Scale 
(DPS) by Singh and Sinha. The collected data were subjected to 
product movement correlation. Finding: Machiavellianism was posi¬ 
tively related to dominance, emotional stability and ego-strength 
and inversely related to responsibility and friendliness. No signifi¬ 
cant relationship was found between Machiavellianism and Deci¬ 
siveness.

Objectives: (i) To determine the characteristic need pattern of bene¬ 
factors; and (ii) to compare benefactors and non-benefactors in the 
respect to their need-pattern. Method: Benefactors are defined as 
those who help others and can be designated by altruistic behaviour. 
The sample was drawn from two colleges located in Madhipura and 
Saharsa towns affiliated to B.N. Mandal University, Madhipura of 
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Bihar. Self-report Altruism Inventory by Chrisjohn et al.; and Per¬ 
sonal Preference Schedule by Tripathi were used to collect data. 
Initially the two scales were administered to 460 males who volun¬ 
teered to take the test and 200 each from the two extreme groups 
on the distribution of scores on the Altruism Scale were selected for 
further study. The students with a mean age of 19 years were 
matched in respect of age, sex, education, locality and family in¬ 
come. The collected data were subjected to mean, S.D. and ‘t* test. 
Finding: Benefactors were significantly different from non-bene¬ 
factors in respect of the needs. They wefe attributed with higher 
needs for achievement, difference, order,, affiliation, succor and 
nurturance and lower needs for aggression', exhibition, autonomy 
and dominance. No significant difference was observed in respect 
of interception, abasement, change, endurance and heterosexual¬ 
ity.

Factors Underlying Semantic Abilities 
as Predictors of Achievement in Science, Mathematics, Social 
Studies and Languages at Class X Level.

Objectives: (i) To identify the number and nature of basic cognitive 
factors underlying semantic abilities; (ii) to determine the predic¬ 
tive power of the factors identified in achievement in science, math¬ 
ematics, social studies and languages; and (iii) to Investigate gen¬ 
der differences in factorial nature and predictive power of semantic 
abilities in the learning of science, mathematics, social studies, and 
languages. Method: The sample comprised 420 students, 210 boys 
and 210 girls, drawn from six intermediate colleges of Aligarh and 
Badaun cities. A set of 20 verbal tests was constructed to represent 
and access the entire domain of verbal aptitude. In the same way, 
academic achievement was measured in four areas, i.e. science, 
mathematics, social studies, and languages in terms of marks ob¬ 
tained by the subjects in these four areas, in a public examination 
conducted by U.P.Board, Allahabad. The collected data were treated 
with, mean, median, S.D., variance, skewness and kurtosis and 
regression. Findings: (1) The verbal aptitude among boys and girls 
involves five important factors, namely: word fluency, verbal rela¬ 
tions, verbal comprehension, verbal classification and verbal rea¬ 
soning. (2) Verbal aptitude in girls is dominated by the factor Verbal 
relations’ and that in boys is dominated by the factor ‘word 
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fluency’. This shows important sex difference in the factor struc¬ 
ture of verbal aptitude in boys and girls. (3) The sex difference in 
favour structure has no influence on the predictive power of these 
factors for achievement in science, mathematics, social studies, and 
languages. (4) Only two factors ‘word fluency’ and ‘verbal relations’ 
acted as predictors of achievement in science. Word fluency played 
the most important role. (5) Only one factor namely, Verbal rela¬ 
tions’ acted as a significant predictor of achievement in social stud¬ 
ies. (6) In languages also, only the factor Verbal relations’ has proved 
to be a significant predictor. 


Personal Values, Career Aspirations, 
Academic Achievement and Socio-economic Status as 
Determinants of Educational Choice at Senior Secondary level.

Objectives: (i) To study the relationship among personal values, 
career aspirations, socio-economic status, academic achievement 
and educational choice; (ii) the relative contribution of personal val¬ 
ues, career aspirations, socio-economic status and academic achieve¬ 
ment to educational choice at senior secondary stage; and (ill) to 
develop a statistical model to predict the educational choice of 
children on the basis of their personal values, career aspirations, 
socio-economic status and academic achievement. Method: The 
sample consisted of 500 students (250 female and 250 male) of 
arts, science and commerce streams of senior secondary school and 
intermediate colleges of Aligarh District and Delhi. Personal value 
questionnaire developed by Sherrv and Verma. Occupational aspi¬ 
ration scale developed by J.S. Grewal (1948) and personal data sheets 
developed by the investigator to obtain information regarding aca-' 
demic achievement in high school examination, educational choices 
and socio-economic background variables. The study involved one 
dependent and thirteen independent variables. Multiple discrimi¬ 
nant analysis was used. Findings: (1) The academic achievement 
correlated significantly and positively with socio-economic status, 
knowledge value and occupational aspirations and negatively with 
power value. (2) In the case of arts and science groups, academic 
achievement was co-related significantly with socio-economic sta¬ 
tus but in the case of commerce group these variables were found 
to be uncorrelated. The study has 168 references.

Selected Variables: A Suggested Discriminate Function Model.

Objective: The study attempted to build a discriminate function 
model for academic achievement in high school using selected in¬ 
dependent variables like creativity, medium of instruction, religion, 
socio-economics status, sex and type of school. Method: The sample 
comprised 415 students of Class IX from 8 different types of high 
schools of Kottayam District. Tools used were Thinking Creativily 
with Word by Baqar Mehdi and Socio-economic status measured by 
Bhardwaj, Gupta and Chauhan. Apart from these, half yearly ex¬ 
amination results were also used. Collected data were treated with 
ANOVA, multiple regression analysis and discriminate function 
analysis. Findings: (1) The difference between academic achieve¬ 
ment of boys and girls was marginal and not statistically signifi¬ 
cant. (2) Hindu and Christian had a higher proportion of students 
in High Academic Achiever category as compared to Muslims. (3) 
More English medium students were High Academic Achiever than 
Malayam medium students. (4) Navodaya Vidyalayas appeared to 
promote academic achievement followed by unaided schools and 
the students of the government schools did not represent any among 
the High Academic Achiever category.

Objective: The study attempted to find out the effects of sex and 
ecological deprivation on cognitive processes, social behaviour, aca¬ 
demic motivation and moral judgment, both individually and inter¬ 
actively. Method: The sample consisted of 525 students covering 
272 boys and 253 girls studying in Class VIII of fourteen schools 
situated in Allahabad cily was selected. The tools used to locate the 
data were Academic Motivation Inventory by Srivastava, Thinking 
Creatively with Wor^s by Mehdi, Misra’s Non-verbal test of Intelli¬ 
gence, test of Cognitive Processes by Oad and Misra and Depriva¬ 
tion Scale by Pal et al. Besides, the above mentioned tools, social 
behaviour questionnaire constructed by the researcher was also 
used. Data were analyzed through product moment co-efficients of 
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correlation, two-way analysis of variance, and varimax rotated prin¬ 
cipal component factor analysis. Findings: (1) Girls excelled boys 
in academic motivation and moral judgment. (2) Boys did not differ 
from girls in non-verbal intelligence, classification, verbal facility, 
analytical thinking, similarity exploration, fluency and flexibility. 
(3) Boys excelled girls in mathematical reasoning while girls ex¬ 
celled boys in convergent prediction, formal reasoning, figure evalu¬ 
ation, inquisitiveness, and originality aspect of creativity. (4) Boys 
were not found to differ from girls with respect to ten social behaviour 
patterns, namely: tolerance, withdrawal, aggression, social passiv¬ 
ity, ingratiation, power assertion, dependence, concern for others, 
compliance and social conversation.

(6) Ecological deprivation affected all the 
thirteen cognitive processes, namely: non-verbal intelligence, clas¬ 
sification, verbal facility, convergent prediction, analytical think¬ 
ing, mathematical reasoning, formal reasoning, similarity explora¬ 
tion, figure evaluation, inquisitiveness and fluency, flexibility and 
originality aspects of creativity. Students from deprived ecologies 
were inferior to their counterparts from non-deprived and semi- 
deprived ecologies. (7) Ecological deprivation affected moral judg¬ 
ment. Students from non-deprived as well as semi-deprived ecolo¬ 
gies excel those from deprived ecologies in moral judgment. Stu¬ 
dents from semi-deprived ecologies were inferior to those from de¬ 
prived ecologies in moral judgment. Ecological deprivation did not 
affect tolerance and concern for others. (8) Deprived adolescents 
did not differ from adolescents living In semi-deprived ecologies with 
respect to four social behaviour patterns, namely: withdrawal, ag¬ 
gression, social conversation and power assertion. Students from 
deprived ecologies exhibit more social passivity, ingratiation and 
compliance in social interactions than those from semi-deprived 
ecologies. As compared to students from non-deprived ecologies, 
students from deprived and semi-deprived ecologies exhibit more 
aggressive, socially passive, ingratiating, power asserting, depen¬ 
dence and complying and social conversation behaviors. Interac¬ 
tion effects of sex and ecological deprivation were significant for 
academic achievement and most of the cognitive processes. (9) Ef¬ 
fect of sex on moral judgment is the same for different levels of 
ecological deprivation. Ecological deprivation was negatively related

Objective: The study aims to find out the personality traits, which 
were associated with deprived and normal students as well as to 
find out whether any sex difference exists in the personality traits 
of deprived students. Method: A randomly selected sample com- 
— prised 250 students of Class IX grade of five Hindi medium schools 
of Allahabad city was taken for the study. A Deprivation scale con¬ 
structed and standardized by the investigator, containing items 
belonging to five areas of depnvation, i.e, social, emotional, eco¬ 
nomic, education and parental was used to measure the depriva¬ 
tion level among students. Three groups were formed accordingly. 
57 (35 girls and 22 boys) low deprived students were considered 
normal. 83 (33 girls 50 boys), high-deprived students were 
considered as deprived and the remaining sample was considered 
as middle group for relevant comparison. Personality questionnaire 
constructed by Mishra, having high reliability and validity with stan¬ 
dardized norms, was used to measure Personality Traits. The test 
constituted 22 personality traits with 176 Items. The ‘t’-test was 
employed to analyze the data. Findings: (1) Deprived girls differ 
from normal girls on planned working, hesitation, independence, 
perseverance, lethargy, questioning attitude, initiative, adaptability 
said tolerance, but no significant difference was found on crooked¬ 
ness, self-sufficiency, reticence, egoism, social orientation tendency, 
group dependence, dominance, pessimism, work anxiety and cre¬ 
ative motivation. (2) On the other hand deprived boys differ signifi¬ 
cantly from normal boys on planned working, emotional distur¬ 
bances, analytical power, hesitation, questioning attitude, initiative 
adaptability and tolerance. Both the groups showed no difference 
on crookedness, self-sufficiency, reticence, egoism, social orienta¬ 
tion, alienation, tendency, independence, group dependence, per¬ 
severance, dominance, initiative, creativeness, motivation and tol¬ 
erance factors. (3) The analyses of sex-difference revealed that de¬ 
prived girls have more analytical power whereas deprived boys have 
more reticence, social orientation, alienation tendency, group 
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dependence, lethargy and tolerance in them. (4) It was found that 
deprived boys have more negative personality as compare to their 
female counterparts. (5) Both boys and girls from normal group 
have hesitation and lethargy, in them, girls showed independence 
and tolerance in them whereas boys had analytical power and work 
anxiety in them.

Objectives: (i) To find out the relationship between the home envi¬ 
ronment and each of the nine factors of the CPQ; and (ii) link be¬ 
tween parent-child relationships, inter-parent relationship and sib¬ 
ling relationship with the nine factors of CPQ among public school 
children. Method: The sample consisted of 145 children (boys and 
girls both) of 12 years of Class IX drawn from three public schools 
of Moradabad. The tools used were Home Environment Inventory 
constructed by Bhatnagar (1988) and Porter and Cattell's Personal¬ 
ity Questionnaire, which yields scores on ten factors, as one factor 
was considered irrelevant in Indian public school children's 
personality development, so nine factors were measured. On the 
basis of the scores obtained on Home Environment Inventory, two 
groups of 40 children each were selected from top 30 per cent and 
bottom 30 per cent of the distribution.

Objective: The study explores gender differences in personality 
patterns of self-efficacy, stress and health status and psychoso¬ 
matic stress symptoms among college-going students. Method: The 
sample consisted of 200 students (100 boys and 100 girls) 
randomly selected from colleges with age range 16-18 years. PGI 
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well-being Scale (Verma & Verma, 1989); Stress Symptoms (Hellbum 
& Pepe 1980/1985); Generalized Self-Efficacy Scale (Schwearcer, 
1993); and Health Status Check-list (Mohan, 1998) were the tools 
used for the study. Mean, SD and ‘t’ test were employed for statisti¬ 
cal analysis. Findings: (1) Males scored higher as compared to their 
female counterparts on both self-efficacy and psychosomatic stress. 
(2) No significant difference emerged on PGI well-being scale. (3) 
Males were found higher on stress symptoms than the females. (4) 
Males also scored higher on the indices of health status. The study 
contains fifteen references.

Method: The sample comprised 120 male students from 
Punjabi University, Patiala. Varma and Sinha's Test of Moral Judge¬ 
ment was used to collect the data. Subjects were tested for altruis¬ 
tic behaviour in an experimental setting in which they had to play 
Junior Engineer Game. The collected data were analyzed using analy¬ 
sis of variance. Finding: Children with high-level moral judgement, 
and older students behaved more altruistically than the younger 
ones.

Objective: The present study examined the relationship between 
forgetting words and emotionality in males and females. Method: 
Two independent samples of 30 male and 30 female post-graduate 
students served as a sample. 20 emotional and 20 neutral words 
were selected from Jent-Rosanoff Word Association Test. The data 
was analyzed separately for male and female subjects using a two- 
way analysis of variance with word type and retention interval as 
fixed factors. Findings: (1) The recall of associates to emotional 
words relative to associates of neutral words is not a function of the 
length of the t;ecall interval. (2) Forgetting was greater for the asso¬ 
ciates of the emotional words at both short and long retention 
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interval. (3) The interaction between word type and retention inter¬ 
val emerged to be non-significant.

Objectives: (i) To find out the level of aggression and value profile 
of different groups of college students, difference being in respect to 
their gender and instructional-medium of college; and (ii) to com¬ 
pare the value preference and value profiles of the different groups 
in relation to the variations in their levels of aggression. Method: A 
sample of 300 students (150 boys and 150 girls) studying in Hindi 
and English as instructional medium, came from two colleges each 
of Lucknow University. Agg ression Scale, constructed by Roma Pal 
and Yasmeen Naqui, was used.

Objectives: (1) To compare the groups of academically talented and 
average male students belonging to science curriculum on socio¬ 
economic status, home environment, study habits, self-concept, 
anxiety and fifteen EPPS needs; (ii) to compare groups of academi¬ 
cally talented and average female students of arts streams on six 
social and psychological variables; and (iii) to investigate sex differ¬ 
ence among groups of academically talented and among groups of 
average students from arts curricula and science curricula, on all 
the six social and psychological variables. Method: A sample of sev¬ 
enty academically talented and seventy average students represent¬ 
ing each sex and curriculum were selected randomly. Data were

and EPPS. Findings: (1) Socio-economic status was higher among 
academically talented as compared to average irrespective of sex 
and curricula. (2) Academically talented and average boys studying 
science curriculum were significantly different with regard to ‘Pun¬ 
ishment’, ‘Reward’ and 'Permissiveness', the sub-areas of Home 
Environment Inventory. In arts stream academically talented boys 
and girls distinguished themselves from the average groups in a 
common manner with respect to ‘Control’, 'Reward’, ‘Conformity’, 
’Rejection’, and 'Permissiveness' dimensions. (3) In academically 
talented science stream, boys and girls perceived ‘Protectiveness’, 
‘Social Isolation’, and ‘Deprivation of Privileges' sub-areas in signifi¬ 
cantly different ways. Whereas in average group of arts stream, boys 
and girls viewed ‘Control’, ‘Protectiveness’, ‘Conformity’ and ‘Social 
Isolation' in significantly different ways. (4) Better study habits char¬ 
acterized the academically talented boys and girls in science and 
arts curricula. (5) Intra-group comparisons were observed non-sig¬ 
nificant. (6) Academically talented boys and girls in science and 
arts streams were found significantly different in their self-concept 
from the average groups. Academically talented students scored high. 
Intra-group comparison in arts stream was found non-significant. 
In science talented boys and talented girls, as also average boys 
and average girls differed significantly in their self-concept. (7) Ex¬ 
cept for academically talented boys in science stream, no other 
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comparison with average group showed significant difference in the 
anxiely level. Gender influenced the talented in arts and science 
streams. Average groups were different in their anxiety levels in 
science curriculum only. (8) Academically talented boys and girls in 
science stream differed significantly and scored higher than the 
average groups on need achievement. Academically talented boys 
and girls differed significantly from the average boys and girls on 
need achievement.

Objective: The study attempted to investigate the combined effect 
of prolonged deprivation and intelligence on values, needs and ad¬ 
justment of male and female higher secondary students. Method: 
Descriptive survey research strategy was carried out. A sample con¬ 
sisted of 600 students (371 males and 229 females) studying at 
senior secondary level in 12 senior secondary schools of Sirsa Dis¬ 
trict, (Haryana) selected via random cluster sampling technique. 
Prolonged deprivation and intelligence were the independent vari¬ 
ables. The ten values, ten needs, five types and total adjustment 
were regarded as dependent variables. Prolonged Deprivation Scale 
(Hindi) by Dr G. Misra and Dr L.B. Tripathi, Samuhik Mansik Yogyata 
Pariksha (Hindi) by R.K. Tandon, personal Value Q uestionnaire by 
G.P. Sherry and Dr R.P. Verma, M eenakshi Personality Inventory 
(Hindi) by Dr Meenakshi Bhatnagar for needs and Vyaktitva — 
Parakh Prashanawali (Hindi) by Dr M.S.L. Sexena were used to col¬ 
lect the data. The formation of group based on prolonged depriva¬ 
tion and intelligence for both male and female students were done 
using median value. Two-way ANOVA was employed for statistical 
analysis. Findings: (1) In male students group, the main effect of 
prolonged deprivation was found only in case of social values. Highly 
deprived male students scored high on social values than low de¬ 
prived male students. On the other hand there was no significant 
main effect of prolonged deprivation was found on values of the 
female students. (2) In female students group, there was no effect of 
prolonged deprivation on values. Religious values were found influ¬ 
enced by intelligence. Low intelligent female students tended to have 
more religious feelings than high intelligent female students. (3) No 
significant interaction was found between prolonged deprivation and 
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intelligence regarding values of male and female students. (4) The 
effect of prolonged deprivation was found significant only in case of 
n-abasement of male students as highly deprived male students 
had greater degree of n-abasement than low deprived male stu¬ 
dents. (5] In male students group n-exhibition was found signifi¬ 
cantly influenced by the level of intelligence as the mean score indi¬ 
cated that low intelligent male students seemed to have stronger 
tendency of n-exhibition than high intelligent male students. (6) In 
case of female students main effect of intelligence was found sig¬ 
nificant only with n-dominance as low intelligent female students 
appeared to have higher level of n-dominance than high intelligent 
female students. (7) In male students, prolonged deprivation had 
significant main effect only in case of health adjustment, low de¬ 
prived male students had better health adjustments than their highly 
deprived counterparts. (8) In the case of females, the main effect of 
prolonged deprivation was found to be significant oA school/college 
adjustment, as low deprived female students had better school/ 
college adjustment as compared to high deprived females. (9) Low 
intelligent male students had better health adjustment than 
high intelligent male students. (10) Female students with high 
intelligence were better adjusted in their homes than their counter¬ 
parts. (11) The interaction effect of prolonged deprivation and intel¬ 
ligence, in case of male students appeared to be significant 
with reference to school/college adjustment. The study cites 33 
references.

[294] Agarwal, Rekha. 1994. Teacher Effectiveness of Secondary 
School Teachers in Relation to Their Participation in Their Own 
Children's Academic Activities. Journal of Indian Education, Vol. 
XX (2), 44-51. 

Objective: The study attempted to investigate the teacher effective¬ 
ness of secondary school teachers in terms of their disciplinary pa¬ 
rental participation and negligence in their own children’s academic 
activities. Method: The sample of the study constituted 28 second¬ 
ary school teachers selected randomly were given Mangal Self-re¬ 
port of Parents Participation in Children’s Academics Activities 
(MSRPPCA) and Teacher Effectiveness Scale for secondary school 
teacher, collectively. The answers obtained were scored, tabulated 
with the help of 2x2 fold chi-square to test null hypothesis. 
Findings: (1) The teacher effectiveness of secondary school 
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teachers is significantly influenced by the extreme autonomous par¬ 
ticipation as parents in their own children’s academic activities. 
(2) The intrusiveness in parental participation of secondary school 
teachers in their own children’s academic activities significantly 
influences their teacher effectiveness. (3) The secondary school teach¬ 
ers’ parental direction in their own children’s academic activities 
significantly influences their teacher effectiveness. (4) The second¬ 
ary school teachers as parents have a normal tendency to neglect 
their own children’s academic activities, irrespective of their teacher 
effectiveness. (5) Ignoring in secondary school teachers as parents 
in their own wards’ scholastic activities leads to ineffectiveness in 
their teaching behaviour and vice versa. (6) The teachers rendering 
unfavourable behaviour in their children’ academic activities have 
not scored high on the teacher effectiveness scale and vice versa. 
Both the effective as well as ineffective teachers equally render dis¬ 
ciplinary behaviour in their children’ academic activities. The study 
cites 20 references.

[295] Agrawal, Kusum. 1999. A Study of the Parental Attitudes 
and Socio-economic Background of the Educationally Failed 
Adolescents. Indianjournal of Educational Research, Vol. 18(1), 17-22. 

Objectives: (i) To examine and compare the parental attitude of the 
passed and failed adolescents; and (ii) to examine and compare the 
socio-economic status of the passed and failed students. Method: 
The sample consisted of400 adolescents (200 failed and 200 passed) 
selected randomly of the Garhwal region. Family Relationship In¬ 
ventory (FRI) constructed and standardized by Sherry and Sinha 
(1987) containing 150 items classified into three patterns accep¬ 
tance, rejection and avoidance to find out the relationship between 
adolescents and parents, Socio-economic status scale constructed 
and standardized by Bhardwaj and Chauhan (1989) were adminis¬ 
tered to the students and marks of Class X examination was used 
to classify students as passed or failed. Mean and SD were calcu¬ 
lated and ‘t’ test was employed for analyzing the data. Findings: 
(1) Passed adolescents receive more parental acceptance than the 
failed adolescents. (2) Too much parental rejection is harmful and 
significantly affects academic achievement as educationally disad¬ 
vantaged adolescents were found either neglected or rejected by 
their parents. (3) It was also found that poor socio-economic status 
affects the education of adolescents. The study contains 21 
references. 
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[296] Sharma, Sanjeev Kumar. Rural Elite, Political Leadership 
and Education. Indian Journal of Educational Research, Vol. 18 (1), 
39-44. 

Objective: The study attempted to understand and evaluate the 
functioning of the political leadership and elites as well as their 
behavioural inter-relationship. Method: The sample for the study 
was chosen on the basis of cluster sampling. In one whole day, 
commuters to and from Almora, the cultural and socio-political capi¬ 
tal of Kumaon, were interviewed on the local bus station. A semi- 
reflned questionnaire-cum-schedule was employed for data collec¬ 
tion. The data were analyzed descriptively. Findings: (1) Caste elite 
in rural Kumaon shape and handle the velocity of political process 
to a large extent. (2] Economic elites determine and largely influ¬ 
ence the functioning of local self-government and man-to-man re¬ 
lationship in rural Kumaon. (3] Traditional, social and religious elites 
provide support structure and base for the political leadership in 
rural community of Kumaon. Interaction of rural elites with the 
rural leadership is direct within Kumaon, but widely indirect with 
the highly placed political leadership outside. (4) Economic and pro¬ 
fessional elites have the easiest access to the political leadership In 
rural Kumaon. (5] The function of providing political education and 
creating political awareness is shared by traditional and profes¬ 
sional elites to facilitate the political leadership with support base 
for the demand structure in rural communities of Kumaon. (6) The 
task of arousing political awakening and political socialization is 
vastly performed by the economic and ruling elites that control the 
power, and influence the structure of the community in rural 
Kumaon. The corollary of this inter-relationship is witnessed in pro¬ 
found and significant social mobilization and political participation 
in remote comers of Kumaon society, especially with respect to re¬ 
gional and national issues of Importance. The study cites eight ref¬ 
erences. 


[297] Sinha, S.P. Alka; Parul Rishi; and Vibha. 1998. Selective 
Attention under Conditions of Varied Demands, Personal Space 
and Social Density. Journal of the Indian Academy of Applied 
Psychology, Vol.24 (1-2), 105-108. 

Objective: The study Investigates the effect of processing demands 
and personal space on recall performance. Method: The sample 
consisted of 240 Hindu students (120 males and 120 females) of 
Class VII, age ranging from 10-13 years selected from various schools 
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of Agra belongs to middle economic status. A 2x2x2 design, mea¬ 
suring high and low processing demands, high and low social den¬ 
sity and far and close personal space was used. The subjects were 
assigned randomly to the different conditions of the design. Find¬ 
ings: (1) High processing demands and density adversely affected 
recall performance. Density in interaction with personal space af¬ 
fected recall performance significantly. (2) It was found that the 
students found themselves to be comfortable in working on low- 
density condition and showed best recall. (3) The worst recall per¬ 
formance was found for the far personal space group under high- 
density condition. ‘Far’ personal space subjects showed most per¬ 
formance decrements in high-density condition for recall task, more 
than any other subject did. (4) Three-way interaction was also found 
to be significant for recall performance. The study contains 14 ref¬ 
erences. 


[298] Trivedi, Sudha. 1999. Effect of Mother’s Education on 
Vocational Interest of Their Children. Indian Journal of Educational 
Research, Vol. 18(1), 49-53. 

Objective: The study attempted to findout the effect of mother’s 
education on the vocational interest of their children. Method: For 
the purpose four groups were made, viz. (a) Boys of educated mother; 
(b) Girls of educated mothers; (c) Boys of uneducated mother; and 
(d) Girls of uneducated mother and tested on ten different voca¬ 
tional fields. Vocational Interest record by S.P. Kulshrestha and 
separate sheets for writing the qualification of their mothers were 
used for collecting the data. For analyzing data Mean, SD and’t’ 
test were employed. Findings: (1) The boys of educated mothers 
were more interested in making household vocational field, their 
means of livelihood by adopting job of home-manager and expert in 
cooking in the absence of any other job. No difference was found in 
the remaining fields such as commercial, agriculture, social, artis¬ 
tic, executive, etc. (2) In case of girls, difference was found as the 
girl of educated mothers were more interested in the executive, ar¬ 
tistic and social fields. (3) Boys of educated,mother and girls of 
educated mothers were found significantly different in commercial, 
agricultural, artistic, social and household fields. (4) Boys of edu¬ 
cated mothers had more interest in commercial, agricultural field 
whereas girls of educational mothers in artistic, social and house¬ 
hold fields. (5) In case of boys of uneducated mothers and girls of 
uneducated mothers significant difference was found in commer¬ 
cial, artistic, agricultural and household fields. Conclusion: Both 
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educated and uneducated mother affects their children in all walks 
of life and works as central force in determining the future career of 
their children. The study contains six references.

[299] Gore, S.M. 1996. An Investigation into the Needs and 
Motivation of Gifted Adolescent Boys and Girls with Respect to 
Their Socio-economic Background. Ph.D., Edu. Nagpur University. 
Guide: Dr K.L. Pandit. 

Objective: The present study investigates the needs and motiva¬ 
tion of gifted adolescent boys and girls with respect to their socio¬ 
economic background. Method.: The study is divided into two sec¬ 
tions. Therefore two samples were selected. A sample consisted 100 
gifted subjects belonging to different age groups and grades and 
sub sample of 11 subjects was drawn for longitudinal case studies. 
The academic record of the subjects was collected. Besides this, 
they were administered with EPPS (Edward’s Personal Preference 
Schedule) measuring 15 needs, achievement motivation inventory 
comprising 22 items and Raven’s Progressive Matrices for measur¬ 
ing 15 needs, Achievement motivation Inventory comprising 22 items 
and Raven's Progressive Matrices for measuring intelligence. In ad¬ 
dition to this, unstructured interviews were held with the subjects 
to make probing into the motivation and to know their socio-eco¬ 
nomic background, The subjects were also administered with a word 
association test. They were also required to maintain a diary of their 
dreams. Findings: (1) The subjects taken up for case studies had 
obtained a score of 50 or more on Raven’s Progressive Matrices, 
which implies that they belonged to a rank of 95 percentile or more. 
(2) The subjects had scored higher on the needs, which are distrac- 
tive to achievement motive. (3) It was found that there was invari¬ 
ably some individual in the life span of the subject who proved to be 
a source of inspiration so much that the subject identified with him 
as an ego ideal. Two of the subjects talked about the supernatural 
elements in their favour. (4) None of the dreams suggested any early 
childhood occurrence in the life of cases, which could have the ob¬ 
vious association with the status of the giftedness. The dream con¬ 
tents reveal to a considerable degree the subjects' deep-rooted wish 
to excel others. (4) There was no apparent communality found in 
the dream contents of the gifted subjects. (5) Some of the dreams 
were constituted of contents could be termed as bizarre because 
neither the subjects nor the expert could explain the symbolic 
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values of such events. (6) All the gifted subjects tended to interpret 
their dreams whenever such interpretations were forthcoming in 
greater detail. 


1300] Gupta, H.O. and Singh, Anupama. 1994. Status of Science 
Teaching in Indian Schools for the Visually Impaired Children. 

School Science, Vol. XXXII (2), 21-23. 

Objectives: (i) To get background information about the way sci¬ 
ence is actually taught to visually impaired children, in the “special 
setting” schools and in the integrated schools; and (ii) to find out 
the areas of improvement and deficiency in order to suggest further 
activities to accelerate science learning. Method: One hundred and 
eighty-nine Integrated Education of Disabled schools and 407 spe¬ 
cial setting schools from all over India were used as sample to mail 
questionnaire. Only 29 schools including both integrated schools 
and special setting schools returned the questionnaire. Survey 
method was adopted for the study. A questionnaire was used for 
data collection. Findings: (1) Most of the teachers in special setting 
schools are well qualified, trained and experienced, except in Uttar 
Pradesh where the teachers are untrained and with minimum quali¬ 
fications. (2) In the IED setting schools, most of the teachers are 
experienced and well qualified, but they do not have special train¬ 
ing for teaching disabled children, except in the two States of Kerala 
and Tamil Nadu. (3) The teachers teaching in the IED setting schools 
are mostly male and in the age-group 20-35 years. In the special 
setting schools, most of the teachers are males and in the age-group 
40-49 years. (4) On an average, the teachers in the special setting 
schools are teaching science for 40-45 minutes daily in each class 
for all the states. In the case of the IED setting schools, in Haryana 
the time spent on science teaching is one hour daily whereas 35 
minutes as far as Maharashtra and Rajasthan are concerned. (5) 
The special setting schools of Delhi, Haryana, Kerala, Madhya 
Pradesh, Rajasthan, Tripura and West Bengal are not having re¬ 
source room and aids/equipment. The IED schools in the States of 
Mizoram, Meghalaya and Rajasthan also lacked resource rooms, 
aids and equipment. (6) There are drop-outs from the special set¬ 
ting schools of Andhra Pradesh, Kerala, Maharashtra, Tamil Nadu, 
Tripura and West Bengal. In case of IED setting schools drop-outs 
are from Haryana, Mizoram, Meghalaya and Orissa. 
Conclusion: The present status of science teaching in Indian schools 
for the visually handicapped children is quite poor because of lack 
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of specially trained teachers and suitable equipment and instruc¬ 
tional material. The most effective way for the visually impaired 
children to learn is that they do hands-on activities with real ob¬ 
jects, organisms and suitable teaching aids under the guidance of 
properly trained teachers. No references. 


TEACHING-LEARNING PROCESS AND 
TEACHER EDUCATION 

[301] Anand, S.P. 1998. A Study of Motivation for Teacher 
Effectiveness at Primary Level. Indian Educational Review, Vol.33 
(1), 117-131. 

Objective: The study attempted to develop a motivational package 
to promote teacher effectiveness at primary level. Method: The 
sample consisted 880 teachers drawn from 96 randomly selected 
primary schools. The sample included nine different types of schools 
such as Central, Convent, Privately managed. DAVs, Government 
Multigrade. Government Primary Urban and Rural schools and 
Government Upper Primary High Schools. A Likert type job satis¬ 
faction scale for elementary school teachers waws constructed, which 
included four factors: (a) Their personal consideration: (b) Working 
conditions; (c) Social Status; and (d) Nature of administration. De¬ 
scriptive statistics like mean, median, mode, SD, ‘t’ test and ANOVA 
were employed for data analysis. Findings: (1) Teachers of convent 
schools were found higher in job satisfaction scores, as compared 
to the teachers of all other schools. Teachers of Central Schools 
also found satisfied as compared to the teachers of the schools run 
by the State Government (2) State Government school teachers 
teaching in rural areas scored significantly better in job satisfaction 
as compared to the teachers working in urban areas. (3) Teachers 
working in privately managed schools had also been found to have 
better job satisfaction as compared to the teachers of Government 
High Schools. (4) Teachers working in convent schools perceived 
significantly better working conditions in their schools as compared 
to the rest of all the eight types of schools. (5) Central School teach¬ 
ers had better working conditions other than the teachers working 
in the schools run by the State Government. (6) Working conditions 
of teachers working in DAVs and private managed schools found 
better than all the government schools. (7) In State Government 
schools, multi-grade school teachers had significantly better per¬ 
ception of working condihon they^vork in as compared to high school 
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teachers. (8) It was found that teachers working in different types of 
schools differ significantly for their personal conditions that matter 
for their job satisfaction. (9) Teachers of Government urban pri¬ 
mary schools in their personal considerations had scored better 
than the teachers working in rural areas. (10) It was also found that 
personal consideration of the teachers could keep them intrinsi¬ 
cally motivated for their effectiveness at primary level as irrespec¬ 
tive of poor working condition perceived by teachers of urban pri¬ 
mary school scored better than the teachers of DAVs and privately 
managed schools in rural areas. (11) Teachers of convent schools 
had far better perception of their social status as compared to the 
teachers working in all other types of schools except central and 
multi-grade school teachers. (12) It was found that teachers work¬ 
ing in different schools differ in the perception of their social status 
that influences their level of job satisfaction accordingly. (13) It was 
found that convent schools had a significant better administration 
as compared to the rest of six types of schools except Central and 
multi-grade schools. Conclusion: Teacher’s job satisfaction and 
for that their motivation to teach effectively in schools are both a 
matter of their intrinsic motivation as well as the inextrinsic moti¬ 
vation, they have in the school in which they work. Fifteen refer¬ 
ences are cited. 


[302] Behari, Alka. 1998. Analysis of Teacher Education 
Curriculum in the Context of Requisite Abilities for Effective 
Teaching. Indian Educational Review, Vol.33(l), 93-105. 

Objective: The study analyzes the teacher education curriculum in 
relation to its developing the requisite abilities for effective teach¬ 
ing. Method: The sample consisted of 187 student teachers, en¬ 
rolled at the Central Institute of Education (CIE), University of Delhi, 
in one session were subjected to the study. Student teachers’ Abil¬ 
ity Schedule consisting of a list of abilities categorized into two major 
aireas: (a) Personality characteristics; and (b) Skills of teaching, cov¬ 
ering 40 components was employed for data collection. The scores, 
percentage and the rank obtained on each component were used 
for data analysis. Findings: (1) The methodology of teaching paper 
is more helpful than foundation papers taken together in develop¬ 
ing abilities, especially skills, but practice teaching or practical skill 
in teaching is found to be more helpful than the rest of the teacher 
education programme in developing abilities, especially skills. (2) 
Dramatics as the activity and discussions as a mode of transaction 
of programme are found to be more helpful. (3) History of education 
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and health education are less helpful in developing abilities among 
student teachers. (3) Even though principles of education is found 
to be very helpful in developing abilities especially personality, the 
student-teachers did not perceive it to be important in developing 
abilities required for teaching. (4) It was observed that a theory- 
practice link is missing in teacher education programme, and there¬ 
fore, the student-teachers are not able to link what they have learnt. 
Fourteen references are cited. 


[303] Bhattacharya, G.C. 1995. Teaching Aptitude of Science and 
Non-science Student-teachers in Relation to Their Level of 
Anxiety. School Science, Vol. XXXIII (1), 35-40. 

Objectives: (i) To compare the teaching aptitude of science and 
non-science graduate student-teachers; (ii) to compare the level of 
anxiety of science and non-science graduate student-teachers; (ill) 
to find out the relationship between teaching aptitude and anxiety 
level of science graduate student-teachers; and (iv) to find out the 
relationship between teaching aptitude and anxiety level of non¬ 
science graduates. Method: One hundred student-teachers (50 from 
science and 50 from non-science stream) were selected as a sample 
through purposive sampling technique. Teaching Aptitude Test (TAT) 
constructed and standardized by Jai Prakash and Srivastava and 
Sinha’s Anxiety scale in Hindi were the tools used for data collec¬ 
tion. The collected data were subjected to percentage analysis, critical 
ratio and Pearson product moment co-efficient of correlation. 
Findings: (1) There was no significant difference between science 
and non-science graduate student-teachers in both teaching apti¬ 
tude and levels of anxiety. (2) Relationship between teaching apti¬ 
tude and levels of anxiety was found negative but non-significant in 
both science and non-science graduate student-teachers. Eleven 
references are cited. 


[304] Bhattacharya, G.C. 1998. Additive Diode Model of Mini- 
teaching and Development of Teaching Competency. Indian 
Journal of Educational Research, Vol. 17(2), 25-37. 

Objective: The study attempted to evolve a specific additive diode 
model of mini-teaching and find out its effect on the teaching com¬ 
petency of student teachers. Method: Selecting different teaching 
skills for the study an additive diode model of mini-teaching was 
developed. The supervisor-cum-peer group feedback technique was 
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used to provide immediate and the direct feedback to the prospec¬ 
tive teachers. A sample comprised 60 prospective teachers (24 male 
and 36 females) drawn using strategic random sample technique 
from the faculty of education of Banaras Hindu University of 
Varanasi. The selection of the prospective teachers was limited to 
the age-range of 21-25 years, average range of socio-economic sta¬ 
tus and IQ levels. The student- teachers were from science and 
geography. Six parallel groups with boys and girls in the ratio of 2:3 
were formed, out of which 5 were considered as experimental group 
and one as control group. At the phase I of the experiment, both 
experimental and control groups were provided separately with same 
training treatment and at subsequent phases, only experimental 
groups were provided with treatment. The groups were combined 
during different phases of the treatment resulting in a common 
treatment to all the combined groups at the last phase of the ex¬ 
periment. Apart from the initial phase, the experimental groups were 
taken through five phases during the treatment. The Indore Teach¬ 
ing Competence Scale (ITCS) was used for the assessment of gain in 
teaching competency while integrating teaching skills. The collected data 
were treated with Mean, S.D. and‘t’ test. Findings: (1) Experimental 
group gained higher in teaching competency in comparison to con¬ 
trol group. (2) There was hardly any difference found in acquisition 
of teaching competency in terms of integration training through 
additive diode model of mini-teaching as far as the sex of the pro¬ 
spective teachers are concerned. (3) Both the sexes of the experi¬ 
mental group were found higher in the gain in teaching competency 
than the control group in terms of integration of teaching skills. 
(4) There was no significant difference found between the prospec¬ 
tive teachers teaching science and social science in both the groups 
in terms of gain in teaching competency. Conclusion: The additive 
diode model of mini-teaching has immense significance and poten¬ 
tial. The model may help to fulfil the social requirement of better 
and competent teachers in schools to educate the youngsters through 
propagation of knowledge and wisdom. The study contains 14 ref¬ 
erences. 


[306] China Appala Naidu, P. 1996. An Experimental Study on 
Different Feedback Methods. Ph.D., Edu. Osmania University . 
Guide: DV R. Venkat Reddy. 

Objectives: (i) To find out the best method to provide feedback to 
the students concerning their performance; (ii) to suggest measures 
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for facilitating learning of students which could, therefore, result in 
improvement of training; and (iii) to provide and order of these feed¬ 
back methods to facilitate, to adopt suitably for their environment. 
Method: An experimental study on the effect of different feedback 
methods on the performance of students. One control group with 
no feedback and three experimental groups with different feedback 
methods, namely, (a) feedback with visual presentation of correct 
answers at the end of the teaching-cum-testing session; (b) feed¬ 
back with intermittent discussion of wrong answers midway during 
the teaching and also at the end of the testing session; and (c) feed¬ 
back with discussing of wrong answers at the end of the testing 
session. The sample comprised 24 teachers and 814 students se¬ 
lected randomly of Class IX from 24 government and Zilla Parishad 
schools of Hyderabad and Secunderabad. The tools used for the 
study were a questionnaire for teachers and question papers for the 
students. The collected data were treated with statistical techniques 
like mean, co-efficient of variance and paired ‘t’ test. Finding: 
Intermittent feedback during the lessons consistently reinforces stu¬ 
dents’ performance. The next best method that may work in some 
situations is to provide feedback through discussion of wrong 
answers at the end of teaching session. The intermittent feedback 
also reduces intra-group variations in the performance of the stu¬ 
dents.

Objectives: (i) To develop confidence in learning mathematics, es¬ 
pecially in doing multiplication accurately; and (ii) Improve the gen¬ 
eral scholastic achievement of pupils in mathematics. Method: The 
sample selected for this study was a group of V class pupil from the 
adopted school of the researcher. The class was separated into two 
groups. Experimental group consisted of all the backward students 
who were poor in doing multiplications. A pretest was conducted 
before starting the new method of multiplication. After six weeks 
both the groups were given a final test. Means and standard devia¬ 
tions of the groups were calculated separately. Finding: The study 
indicated that with the introduction of alternative method of multi¬ 
plication through square representation, the achievement,

Style and Personality Variables and Preference for Teacher 
Behaviour. Perspectives in Education, Vol. 16(4), 234-246. 

Objective: The present study was undertaken to investigate the 
relation between cognitive siyle and personality variables and pref¬ 
erence for teacher behaviour of secondary school students. Method: 
A sample consisting of 894 students and 93 teachers was drawn 
from 20 schools of Dharwad District of Karnataka giving due atten¬ 
tion to boys and girls school, management and locality of the schools 
and medium of instruction. Witkin’s Group Embedded Figure Test 
(GEFT) was administered to measure the field dependent/field in¬ 
dependent cognitive style of the students. Cattell's High School Per¬ 
sonality Questionnaire employed for measuring personality and 
teachers' behaviour was observed using Flander’s Interactive Analy¬ 
ses Category System (FAICS). The ‘t’ test was employed to test the 
hypotheses involving cognitive style and personality variables, 
cognitive style and preference for teacher behaviour. Principle 
component analysis has been used to identify the personality pat¬ 
tern of two differing cognitive styles. Findings: (1) The findings of 
the study revealed that field dependent students prefer those teach¬ 
ers who spent more time on indirect than direct behaviour and on 
asking questions. (2) The field independent students prefer those 
teachers who spent more time on reacting to the ideas and feeling 
of tire people. (3) Field-dependents were found to be reserved, less 
intelligent, affected by feeling, excitable, assertive, having weaker 
super-ego, uncontrolled and tensed. On the other hand field-inde¬ 
pendent students were found to be warm hearted, more intelligent, 
emotionally stable, undemonstrative, obedient, having strong su¬ 
per ego, controlled and relaxed. (4) Students who preferred teach¬ 
ers with high Teacher Question Ratio (TQR) were reserved, less in¬ 
telligent, had weaker super-ego, tough minded and controlled. Stu¬ 
dents who preferred teachers with high Content Cross Ratio (CCR) 
had stronger super-ego and were controlled and relaxed. Conclu¬ 
sion: Finally it was concluded that individual difference in cogni¬ 
tive furthering do exist. Cognitive style and personality were associ¬ 
ated. Students with cognitive styles and personality styles prefer 
different types of teacher behaviour in the classroom. The study 
contains 19 references. 
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1308] Gyanani, T.C. 1998. Effect of Classroom Climate, Teachers' 
Leadership Behaviour and Expectations on Students-teachers’ 
Scholastic Achievement. Indian Educational Review, Vol. 34 (2), 
99-109. 

Objective: The study aimed to investigate the effect of three 
variables, viz. classroom climate, teachers’ leadership behaviour and 
teachers' expectations in the academic achievement of the pupil- 
teachers independently as well as jointly during their training period. 
Method: Two types of samples were selected for the purpose of the 
study. The first sample consisted of 200 student-teachers, enrolled 
for B.Ed. course selected through non-probability sampling 
technique and the second sample consisted of 16 teachers teaching 
B.Ed. classes in a Deemed University situated in Agra taken for the 
study. 'Students’ Perception about Classroom Climate’ test by Joshi 
and Patankar, Leadership Behaviour Description Questionnaire for 
teachers by Singh and Singh, Teacher Expectation Check-list and 
scholastic achievement scores obtained by student-teachers in major 
course at the end of semester examination were used to collect data. 
The collected data were analyzed by using three-way analyses of 
variance. Findings ; (1) Classroom climate significantly affects the 
academic achievement of the students, as the academic achievement 
of the student-teachers of uncongenial climate is high in comparison 
to their counterparts. (2) Effective leadership behaviour of the 
teachers does affect the academic achievement of the students 
significantly. (3) Teachers’ expectations play a significant role in 
causing variation in the academic achievement scores of the 
students, as the scholastic achievement of the pupil teachers who 
were expected as high achievers were high than those who were 
expected as low achievers by their teachers. (4) The effective teachers 
in uncongenial classroom climate do play an important role in 
promoting future academic performance of the students than the 
effective teachers in congenial classroom climate. (5) Teachers either 
effective or ineffective, their expectations from the students do play 
a significant role in determining the scholastic achievement of the 
students. Conclusion: Classroom climate, teacher effectiveness and 
their expectations from their students are the three intrinsic and 
extrinsic motivational factors for the academic performance of the 
learners.

Programme at Primary Stage: Teachers' Reactions. School 
Science, Vol. XXXIII (1), 46-48. 

Objectives: (i) To develop activity and process-based EVS course 
for Class III for use on experimental basis; and (ii) to validate the 
course through residential in-service programmes. Method: Sixty 
rural primary teachers from 45 schools of Ajmer District, Rajasthan 
with the average of 31 years with the minimum qualification of higher 
secondary STC, were taken as a sample for validation. An advisory 
committee on EVS was framed to deliberate on EVS issues and 
provided a direction for the development of course suitable for the 
children. The course of EVS was divided into two parts - one deal¬ 
ing with the process of science and social science, and other deal¬ 
ing with competency-based subject matter. A workshop of the cur¬ 
riculum experts was organized to work out the outline for the first 
part of the EVS book. Once the framework was decided, a team of 
writers was assigned the work of transactional activities on each of 
the eight themes identified. The second draft of the book was tried 
with master-trainers of Lok Jumbish project. The final draft was 
tried out with the teachers during a 12-day teachers’ in-service train¬ 
ing programme and their reactions were taken. Teachers' reactions 
were obtained and chi-square was applied to find out the difference 
between them. Conclusion: Teachers favoured the activity-based 
book on EVS with emphasis on basic skills and related to knowl¬ 
edge generation. They also perceived the suitability of the learning 
material for the children.

[310] Kishore, Lalit. 1996. An Experiment with Rate-centred 
Learning in Science Using Graded Worksheets at Middle School 
Level. School Science, Vol. XXXTV (4), 45-49. 

Objectives: (i) To find out the effect of rate-centred learning ap¬ 
proach (RCLA) upon achievement of students; and (ii) to find out 
the students’ reactions towards the RCLA. Method: The sample 
comprised 100 students of Class VI studying in Kendirya Vidyalaya 
No-2, Bathinda. Rate-centred self-learning science worksheets were 
prepared and duplicated for use. The ‘before and after design’ was 
used to find the effect of RCLA on achievement of students. Stu¬ 
dents’ reactions towards rate-centered learning approach were col¬ 
lected on the three-point scale. The data was analyzed using Mean, 
S.D., Y test and chi-square. Finding: The students’ achievement 
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scores improved after implementation of RCLA. Students were 
overwhelmingly in favour of RCLP as compared to conventional 
methods of teaching.

Teachers' Responses to Assess Their Understanding of 
Competency-based Environmental Studies Curriculum 
Subsequent to Participative Training Programme. School Science, 
Vol. XXXV (2). 52-58. 

Objective: It aims to study the teachers' understanding of the com¬ 
petency-based EVS curriculum through participative in-service train¬ 
ing. which emphasized the process skills. Method: Eighteen pri¬ 
mary teachers with mean age of 34 years drawn from 18 rural schools 
of Jhalapattan Block, Jhalawar District in Rajasthan constituted 
the sample. The twelve-day training given to the teachers was resi¬ 
dential in nature. The methodology of training was basically par¬ 
ticipative with group discussions and group work as two major train¬ 
ing approaches. Three experts evaluated on three-point scale, the 
understanding of participants about EVS curriculum. Finding: Resi¬ 
dential participative training was helpful in developing a good 
understanding of competency-based EVS curriculum among teach¬ 
ers. Seven references are cited. 


[312] Krlshnand, Rohini and Pandey, Lata. 1998. Strategies for 
Effective Teaching. The Primary Teacher, Vol.XXI II (1), 42-48. 

Objective: The study attempted to examine the effectiveness of a 
teaching strategy, which used soil as a teaching aid in cognitive 
and non-cognitive interest areas of children. Method: The sample 
consisted of 34 students of Class IV of D.M. School of RIE, Mysore. 
Children were taken to the sand pit and during the course of nor¬ 
mal conversation, the teaching programme started. Various teach¬ 
ing activities were carried out with students using soil as a teaching 
aid in all the subjects: namely, English, Hindi, Mathematics. Sci¬ 
ence, Social Studies, as well as in music, drawing, craft, and sports. 
Findings: (1) An interest amongst the pupils for all the subjects 
Improved in cognitive as well as non-cognitive areas after using soil 
as a teaching aid. (2) Those who had a liking for one activity gradu¬ 
ally started liking other activities also. (3) It was noticed that the 
students who normally did not show interest in any subject began 
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to take interest in last periods of teaching. (4) By the combination of 
various activities along with this method of teaching, the children 
learnt all the lessons effectively and efficiently and also acquired 
minimum level of competencies. Conclusion: A teacher can effec¬ 
tively teach all the subjects in a single classroom by using teaching 
aids with ease without any burden to students. No references. 


[313] Kumar, Lalit. 1996. Attitude of Primary School Teachers 
towards Mathematics-A Study. School Science, Vol. XXXIV(4), 50-54. 

Objective: The study compares the attitudes of teachers towards 
mathematics across gender and also across teachers working in 
Government and Private schools. Method: Using stratified ran¬ 
dom sampling, 200 primary school teachers from 30 schools of 
Bharatpur District, were taken. Likert type attitude towards Math¬ 
ematics Inventory, developed by Lalit Kumar, was used for data 
collection. The collected data were analyzed using percentage. Mean, 
S.D., ‘t’ test. Findings: (1) Less than one-fifth of the primary school 
teachers possesses high favourable attitude towards mathematics. 
Nearly half the teachers have low scores on the attitude measure. 
(2) Among the small proportion of teachers having high favourable 
attitude, male teachers and teachers working in private schools out¬ 
number their counterparts, six references are cited. 


[314] Mishra, K.N. 1997. AStudy of the Effect of Teacher Training 
Programme on Teacher’s Burnout Feeling. Teacher Education, 
Vol.31 (3&4), 56-61. 

Objective: The study examined the effect of B.Ed. and C.T. training 
on teacher's feeling of burnout in relation to sex. Method: The 
sample comprised 170 primary school teachers grouped into trained 
and untrained categories matched on age, sex and teaching experi¬ 
ence to nullify its effects on burnout feeling. Tools used in the study 
include Maslach Burnout Inventory Form (MBI Ed. 1986). Collected 
data were treated with Means, SD, ‘t’ test, ANOVA. Findings: (1) 
The un trained teachers were more emotionally drained by their job 
in comparison to trained teachers with Certificate in Teaching. (2) 
The personal accomplishment scores of male untrained and B.Ed. 
trained teachers were low in comparison to Female untrained and 
in case of C.T. trained teachers it is just opposite. The study cites 
ten references. 
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[315] Saxena, A.B. 1995. A Study of Teachers’ Alternative 
Frameworks In Physics. School Science, Vol. XXXIII (1), 23-28. 

Objective: The study explores teachers’ understanding of the con¬ 
cepts they are dealing within the classroom. Method: The sample 
consisted a group of 18 teachers covering 15 from Maharashtra 
and 3 from Goa with the average age of 45.5 years with 7-28 years’ 
experience. The data was collected with the help of four question¬ 
naires, having one topic each, viz. motion, force, acceleration, light 
and electricity. Apart from making the positive correct response, 
the teachers were also asked to write down the reasoning while 
making the choice of response. The questionnaires, used for the 
study were based on the analysis of the content of the textbook 
(MPTC, 1991), an adapted version of the textbook developed by the 
NCERT. The responses were analyzed using frequency percentage. 
Findings: (1) Graphical representation of motion, in terms of dis¬ 
placement time and velocity time was found to be a difficult concept 
to be understood. (2) The second common misunderstanding was 
reflected in the failure to distinguish between speed and velocity 
and displacement and distance covered. (3) The teacher used con¬ 
cept of contributed force to explain circular motions. 28 per cent 
teachers violated Newton’s third law to explain another problem. (4) 
In the light, 50 per cent teachers had misconception regarding func¬ 
tioning of the lens, when it is fully covered. (5) The concept of mag¬ 
nification was also partly understood. (6) In electricity, about 50 
per cent teachers did not have complete knowledge about the flow 
of current and about 17 per cent teachers applied Ohm's law wrongly.

[316] Shukla, Janardan Prasad. 1998. Differential personality 
Traits of Teachers, Teacher-trainees in Relation to Their Socio¬ 
economic Status, Indian Journal ojEducational Research,Vol. 17(1), 
35-43. 

Objectives: (i) To evaluate the differences among the personality 
traits of experienced teachers and teacher trainees in three differ¬ 
ent socio-economic categories; and (ii) evolve a guideline that could 
be helpful in selection, training and development of better prospec¬ 
tive teachers. Method: A sample of 75 teacher-trainees of MDPG 
College, Pratapgarh with mean age 23.78 years and 75 experienced 
teachers having more than five years of experience of different in¬ 
termediate colleges of the same locality selected through purposive 
sampling technique. The socio-economic status scale questionnaire 
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(Jalota, 1970) was used for classifying the subjects based on their 
socio-economic status. For measurement of personality traits, Hindi 
version of 16 PF (Cattell) was used. A questionnaire was adminis¬ 
tered on both teacher-trainees and experienced teachers individu¬ 
ally. For analyzing data *t‘ test of significant difference of means 
was employed. Findings: (1) The experienced teachers of the high 
SES group were found more reserved, submissive, moralistic, 
shrewd, self-sufficient, conservative and controlled in comparison! 
to teacher trainees of the same category. In the middle SES cat-| 
egoiy the experienced teachers were reserved, sober, intelligent, 
shrewd, self-assured, controlled and having better super ego- 
strength than the teacher trainees of the same category. Low SES| 
group teachers were found significantly more detached, aloof, and 
critical, emotionally less stable, mild, sober, conservative than the| 
teacher trainees of the same category. (2) The Impact of experience 
was found veiy much related with dynamic traits of personality. 
Experienced teachers were better in character, emotionally mature, 
sophisticated, polished, well- behaved and consistently ordered 
people. But on the other hand they were found less social, more 
aloof, less dominant, aggressive, competitive, submissive and mild, 
less enthusiastic, happy-go-lucky and more resurgent, silent, 
introspective, serious and brooding, less tensed and excitable and 
more composed. (3) Teacher trainees were found higher on anxiety 
components. It was noted that the factors that distinguish these 
two groups of different SES categoiy of experienced teachers and 
teacher trainees were mainly dynamic factors of personality having 
environmental impact and socio-economic status and it is possible 
to train the teacher trainees in the desired direction through well- 
planned teacher training and in-service programmes. The study 
contains 12 references. 


[317] Singh, Om Prakash. 1997. Effect of Micro and Traditional 
Tr aining on Teacher Behaviour: A Comparative Study. Teacher 
Education, Vol. 31(3&4), 13-19. 

Objective: The study attempted to compare the effectiveness of 
micro-teaching technique with the traditional technique of teacher 
training. Method: The study adopted experimental design with 
one control and one experimental group. Forly-four students in sci¬ 
ence stream of the B.Ed. batch were assigned equally after match¬ 
ing them for age, sex, area and marks in the B.Sc. degree. The pre¬ 
test scores were based on two lessons each teacher by the student 
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teachers followed by exposing experimental group to micro-teach¬ 
ing techniques and the traditional approach to the control group 
(no intervention). Posi-test scores were based on observation of two 
lessons of each student from both experimental and control groups 
after intervention with respect to the experimental group. The study 
used Flander's Interaction Analysis Ten category system observa¬ 
tion schedule. The researcher used *t' test to find out the differen¬ 
tial effect on each of the ten categories of observation scores ob¬ 
tained on Flander’s ten categories. Finding: The two groups dif¬ 
fered on pre-test with respect to Pupil Initiation Ratio (PIR) and 
Teacher Response Ratio (TRR) categories. The experimental group 
gained on ten categories out of 13 categories. The study contains 
seven references.

[318] Das, B.C. and Mary, V.C. 1998. A Comparative Study of the 
Sense of Accountability between Assamese Medium and English 
Medium Secondary School Teachers. Journal of Indian Education, 
Vol. XXIII(4), 34-43. 

Objectives: (i) To compare the sense of accountability between the 
Assamese medium and English medium secondary school teachers 
in respect to their sex. qualification, locale and teaching experi¬ 
ence; (ii) to find out the extent to which the secondary school teach¬ 
ers have a sense of accountability towards their professional roles; 
(ill) the extent of a sense of accountability in the Assamese medium 
secondary school teachers towards their personal roles; and (iv) the 
extent of a sense of accountability of English medium secondary 
schoolteachers towards their professional roles. Method: The sample 
comprised 177 secondary teachers, 96 Assamese medium second¬ 
ary school teachers and 81 English medium secondary school teach¬ 
ers selected randomly from Dibrugarh town. Normative Survey 
Method was employed to collect the relevant data. Teacher's 
accountability scale, consisting of 33 items, was developed to 
collect the data. Mean, S.D. and critical ratio (CR) were computed 
to analyze the data. Findings: (1) Teachers of both Assamese and 
English mediums were fbund equal in their accountability towards 
their profession. (2) Both male and female teachers of both the me¬ 
diums were equally accountable. (3) No significant difference was 
found in the sense of accountability between English medium and 
Assamese medium school teachers with respect to their urban/ 
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rural locality. (4) The more experienced teachers of Assamese me¬ 
dium were found more accountable than the more experienced teach¬ 
ers oi English medium. In contrast, the less experienced teachers of 
English medium were found more accountable towards their pro¬ 
fessional roles than the less experienced teachers of Assamese me¬ 
dium schools. Conclusion: Majority of the secondary school teachers 
of both the mediums has the sense of accountability towards their 
professional roles. The study contains six references. 


[319] Joshi. A. and Parija, P. 2000. Personality-correlate of 
Teaching Competency. Indian Journal of Educational Research, 
Vol. 19 (1). 57-62. 

Objective: The study explored the teaching competency of the pu¬ 
pil teachers having different personality traits. Method: The sample 
comprised 62 B.Ed trainees (44 males and 18 females) of the Insti¬ 
tute of Education, Devi Ahilya Vishwavidalaya, Indore admitted in 
1995-96 academic session. Teaching competency was measured by 
General Teaching Competency Scale and personality was measured 
by 16 PF. Both the tools were standardized. The obtained data were 
analyzed through mean, SD followed by‘t* test. Finding; Hie teachers 
possessing personality traits like boldness, confidence, experimen¬ 
tation, imagination, reserved, high self-concept and relaxed have 
higher teaching competency than their counterparts. On the other 
hand it had been found that intelligence, emotion, submissiveness, 
soberness and tough-mindedness did not contribute much to the 
teaching competency. The study contains seven references. 


[320] Mohapatra. J.K. 1998. Are Teachers Teaching EVS-II at the 
Primary Level Competent Enough? An Indepth Study. Journal 
of Indian Education, Vol. XXII1(4), 51-60. 

Objectives: (i) To design a diagnostic tool for identifying the defi¬ 
ciencies of the teachers teaching EVS-II using the competency-based 
books; (ii) to ensure that the tool be in such a format that a DIET 
faculty can administer it and draw conclusions after suitably trans¬ 
lating it into appropriate regional languages; and (iii) to administer 
the tool on Prlmaiy Teachers and specify their deficiencies in a 
focussed format. Method: The sample consisted of 131 teachers 
drawn from 51 schools located in urban, rural and under-privi¬ 
leged sectors of the society. The development of the tool consisted of 
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a detailed analysis of the EVS-II textbooks of Classes III, IV and V 
with six sections covering specific dimensions of diagnosis as MLLs 
competency- language, concepts, facts, events, diagrams, activities 
and evaluation questions. Findings: (1) It was observed that a 
high percentage of teachers in the total sample had no functional 
knowledge of MLLs and child-centred and activity-based joyfullearn¬ 
ing approaches. (2) It was also observed that more than 50 per cent 
of the teachers had failed to give correct responses to any particular 
question when the concept/ concepts including question was /were 
considered to be hard spot for the teachers. (3) Individual analysis 
of the responses showed that the teachers who had teaching expe¬ 
rience of 15 years and were more than 35 years of age mostly gave 
wrong responses to the test items on content areas. The study con¬ 
tains 13 references. 


[3211 Naik, A.K. and Pathy, M.K. 1997. A Study of the Attitudes 
of Secondary School Science Teachers towards Teaching of 
Science. School Science, Vol. XXXV (2), 59-62. 

Objectives: (i) To find out the attitude of secondary school teachers 
in general; (ii) the difference, if any, In the attitude of urban and 
rural science teachers towards teaching of science; and (iii) differ¬ 
ence in the attitudes of male and female science teachers towards 
teaching of science. Method: The sample comprised 20 male and 
20 female urban and rural secondary school science teachers of 
the District of Bolangir in the western Orissa. Data was collected 
through an Attitude Scale, developed by the researcher. The col¬ 
lected data was analyzed using mean, standard deviation and criti¬ 
cal ratio. Findings: (1) Science teachers of Orissa possess positive 
attitude towards teaching of science. (2) Urban secondary school 
science teachers have more favourable attitude towards teaching of 
science than rural secondary school science teachers. (3) The fe¬ 
male science teachers had significantly positive attitude towards 
teaching of science than their male counterparts. The study has 
nine references. 


[322] Sud, A. & Malik, A.K. 1999. Job-related Stress, Social 
Support and Trait Anxiety among School Teachers, Journal of 
the Indian Academy of Applied Psychology, Vol. 25 (1-2), 25-33. 

Objective: The study attempted to examine the effects of the com¬ 
bination of three variables, i.e. job stress, Social support and trait 
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anxiety on school teachers, treating trait anxiety as an independent 
variable. Method: The sample comprised 200 teachers of public 
and Government schools of Haryana (100 from each school) se¬ 
lected via quota sampling. The tools used for the study were Teach¬ 
ers’ Stress Survey, Social Support Questionnaire, developed by 
House & Well (1978), Social Provision Scale (Russell & Cutrona, 
1986) and Trait scale of State Trait Inventory Hindi version 
(Spielberger, Sharma and Singh, 1973). The mean, standard devia¬ 
tion and Pearson’s correlation and multiple regression analysis were 
employed for data analysis. Findings: (1) A very weak relation was 
found between overall Job-related stress and teachers’ characteristics 
(2) The overall job-related stress was not found significantly relatec 
to trait anxiety. (3) Teachers with high trait anxiety appeared tc 
experience more problems with fellow teachers. (4) Social provisions 
of intimate relationship, re-assurance of worth and social integra¬ 
tion were found negatively related with trait anxiety. (5) Teachers 
with supportive co-workers reported fewer problems with parents 
students’ administration and others. (6) Re-assurance of worth ap 
peared to be negatively related to problems with students and oth 
ers to some extent. (7) Re-assurance of worth and co-worker’; 
support were found significantly and positively related. The stud} 
contains 37 references.

[323] Bhargava, Mahesh and Sharma, Anuradha. 1995. Scholastii 
Attainment and Career Maturity. Indian Journal o/Psychometn 
and Education, Vol. 26(1), 25-30. 

Objective: The study attempted to compare high and low achievinj 
students in terms of career attitudes and career competency 
Method: The sample of 80 students (40 high achievers and 40 lov 
achievers) based on their total scores obtained at the high school 
UP Board examination, studying in Maharaja Agrasen Intermediat 
College of Agra were selected for the study. Nirmala Gupta’s Indiaj 
Adaptation of John, O. Cries ‘Career Maturity Inventory (CMI) wa 
used to collect data. The collected data were subjected to Mean, SD 
and Correlation. Findings: (1) High and low achievers did not dil 
fer significantly in career attitude. (2) High achievers and low achiev 
ers showed significant differences in total career competence as we] 
as competence in self-appraisal, occupational information, plan 
ning and problem-solving.

Objectives: (i) To study the effects of Weld dependent and field In¬ 
dependent cognitive style of students on their vocational interest: 
(ii) the effect of gender, residence and caste on the vocational inter¬ 
est of students: and (ill) the interaction effects between/among four 
mdependent variables on the mean scores of vocational interest 
areas. Method: A sample of 480 subjects consisted of equal num¬ 
ber of male and female in each and sub group, viz. urban and rural 
residence, caste and cognitive styles selected randomly for the study. 
The factorial design of 2x2x2x2 was employed with 30 subjects in 
each of 16 cells. Gottschaldt Figures Test was used to measure the 
cognitive style, Badami's Vocational Interest inventory [VII) which 
is a self-administered schedule covering 10 different areas was 
employed to obtain vocational interest profiles. Analysis of variance 
and Newman Keul’s Sequential Range Test were employed for data 
analysis. Findings: (1) Cognitive style differences did not corre¬ 
spond to vocational interests in nine out of ten vocational areas. 
Field independents showed more interest in vocations under com¬ 
putational area as compared to held dependents. (2) Males showed 
higher interest in areas of vocations connected to Business and 
Executive categories. (3) Rural students showed more Interest in 
Business and Executive areas than urban students. Residence does 
not play any significant role in preference for computation, persua¬ 
sive, linguistic, humanitarian, artistic and musical vocations. (4) 
As compared to the lower castes, students of higher caste have stron¬ 
ger preference to computational vocations, and as compared to higher 
caste students, lower caste students showed greater interest m ex¬ 
ecutive, persuasive, linguistic, humanitarian, artistic and musical 
vocations. Caste level does not play any significant role in deter¬ 
mining interest for business vocations. (5) In determining prefer¬ 
ence for computational vocational interest, gender is interacting with 
caste and residence is interacting with cognitive style. In preference 
for business vocations gender, area of residence and caste are in¬ 
teracting with each other. In executive vocational interest area sex 
is interacting with area of residence and sex, area of residence and 
caste are interacting with each other. In persuasive vocational in¬ 
terest area, residence and caste are interacting with each other. In 
persuasive vocational interest area, residence, caste and cognitive 
style are interacting with each other. In linguistic vocational inter¬ 
est area, gender is interacting with residence and cognitive style. In 
humanitarian vocational interest area, gender, caste and cognitive 
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style Interact with each other. In artistic vocational interest area, 
gender interacts with residence. In musical vocational area sex is 
interacting with area of residence, caste and cognitive style. Area of 
residence is interacting with caste. Conclusion: Except vocations 
classified under computational area, cognitive style does not influ¬ 
ence vocational interests. The sociological variables interactively 
determine the vocational interests and such interaction varies from 
one area to another area of vocations.

Objectives: (i) To identify the compelling factors responsible for 
medical professionals for starting their own enterprises; (ii) to find 
out the problems encountered by them while starting, and during 
the development of their own private clinics/hospitals including labo¬ 
ratory facilities; (iii) to find out the strategies adopted by them to 
solve the problems; and (iv) to know their perceptions on the inclu¬ 
sion of basic elements of entrepreneurship in the curricula offered 
in the graduate and post-graduate medical programmes. Method: 
The sample comprised 20 reputed medical practitioners running 
their own private clinics, hospitals including laboratory/X-ray units, 
etc., In the Union Territory of Chandigarh and Punjab. The data 
were collected using structured interview schedule developed by 
the author. Data were analyzed using percentage technique. 
Findings: (1) 60 per cent of the respondents stated that they had 
joined government service prior to starting their private practice. 
The reasons for starting their own enterprises were less emoluments 
in government service, administrative interference, job stagnation, 
non-availability of latest equipment for diagnosis, lack of job satis¬ 
faction and social recognition, periodic transfers from one place to 
another, lack of opportunity to serve 1 he needy, and lack of freedom 
to work independently. (2) Majority of the professionals had no aware¬ 
ness regarding the enterprise support system before starting their 
private practice. (3) About 75 per cent of the medical professionals 
had their own laboratory and X-ray facilities in their clinics/hospi¬ 
tals. Management of these facilities was the major problem faced by 
them. They could manage to solve this problem by recruiting al¬ 
ready trained supporting staff, providing training for untrained sup¬ 
porting staff, and providing Instruction to staff regarding handling 
the costly equipment used for diagnosis. (4) All the medical 
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professionals stated that the curricula at graduate and post-gradu¬ 
ate levels In the medical profession did not have any element pertain¬ 
ing to entrepreneurship development. They suggested that curricula 
at both these levels should have some elements of entrepreneurship.

Objectives: (i) To find out the relationship between self-esteem and 
attitude towards women’s roles among women; and (ii) the differ¬ 
ence between self-esteem and attitude of women working in con¬ 
ventional and male dominated professions. Method: The sample 
consisted of 70 adult females in the age range of 25 to 40 years 
working in conventional (teaching medical) and male-dominated 
professions (Advocate, Income Tax Officer, Medical Representative). 
The tools used to collect data were self-esteem inventory and atti¬ 
tude towards women’s role scale developed by the researcher. The 
collected data were treated with mean, SD, 't' test, and co-efficient 
of correlation. Findings: (1) The study reveals that women having 
high self-esteem had positive attitude towards women’s role. (2) There 
was no significant difference between self-esteem of women in con¬ 
ventional and male-dominated professions. (3) There is no signifi¬ 
cant difference between attitude of women in male-dominated pro¬ 
fessions and in conventional jobs. (4) Professions had no influence 
on self-esteem and attitude towards women's roles. Ten references 
are cited.

Objectives: The study addressed the questions, in Canadian con¬ 
text, like; (i) What kinds of study strategies women employ for dis¬ 
tance learning in the context of multiple demands?; (ii) How dc 
women manage their time and task?; (iii) Perception of women aboui 
technology mediated learning. Method: The sample of 46 womer 
studying in Mediated Learning Division for degree courses dur 
ingl993-94 were selected randomly from the University of Westerr 



Ontario (UWO), London. Ontario (Canada). The sample represented 
off-campus and on-campus part-time students in equal number as 
also those using different deliveiy mode, viz. correspondence, tele¬ 
conferencing and computer-conferencing course. A descriptive study 
design was employed and data was collected through personal and 
telephone interviews and group interviews, conducted at the off- 
campus of the university. The collected data was qualitative in na¬ 
ture covering the aspects such as personal background, study strat¬ 
egies, problems and barriers for the study. Findings: (1) Women 
who enrolled were self-motivated to upgrade their personal skills in 
anticipation of better job prospects. (2) Women expressed their lik¬ 
ing for the distance mode because they found it convenient and 
flexible in terms of space and time. (3) They felt that this mode 
enhanced self-esteem, greater self-confidence, better communica¬ 
tion skills and greater acceptance in friends. (4) They also expressed 
independent study most rewarding for enhancing their analytical 
skills. (5) The study also revealed the fact that women’s first priority 
was house and studies generally received lower prioiily. (6) The 
situation also indicated that women needed the home-based sup¬ 
port services for achieving success in distance learning. (7) As far 
as learning through mediation was concerned, women preferred 
the tele-conferencing mode because of its interactive nature. 
Although women also showed their liking for computer conferencing 
because it offered technological mediation for group discussion on 
certain sensitive issues, but there was certain amount of inhibition 
in using this technology for instructional purposes. Conclusion: 
The barriers to distance learning were emerging within households 
rather than from outside.
